Fatty liver, or steatosis, 

is a term that describes the 
, buildup of fat in the liver. 
While it’s normal to have 
some fat in your liver, if the 
amount of fat is in excess of 
more than 5 to 10 percent of 
your liver weight, it is con- 
sidered to be a fatty liver. 
Fatty liver is a revers- 
ible condition that can be 
resolved with altered be- 


haviors. It frequently has no 


symptoms and usually does 
not cause permanent dam- 
age. 

The liver is the second 
largest organ in the body. 
The liver’s function is to 
process everything we eat 
or drink and filter any dam- 
aging substances from the 
blood. If too much fat is in 
the liver, this process is in- 
terrupted. The liver ordinar- 
ily repairs itself by rebuild- 
ing new liver cells when the 
old ones are injured. With 
repeated damage to the liv- 
er, permanent scarring can 
occur. This is termed cir- 
rhosis. . 

Fatty liver is common. 
Approximately 10 to 20 per- 
cent of Americans have ex- 
cess fat in their liver, but no 
inflammation or damage is 
evident. Most cases of fatty 
liver are identified in people 
between ages 40 and 60. In 
cases where fatty liver is 
caused by an underlying dis- 

_ ordér, it can become harm-

ful to the liver if the source 
of the problem is not recog- 
nized and treated. 

Fatty liver typically has 
no symptoms. You may ex- 
perience fatigue or vague 
abdominal discomfort. Your 
liver may become slightly 
enlarged and inflamed re- 
sulting in poor appetite, 
weight loss, abdominal pain, 
weakness, and confusion. 

The most common cause 
of fatty liver is alcoholism 
and heavy drinking. In many 
cases, doctors don’t under- 
stand what causes fatty liver 
in nonalcoholics. Eating a 
high-fat diet typically does 
not directly result in fatty 
liver. 

Other common causes of 
fatty liver include: 

* obesity 

¢ hyperlipidemia, or high 
levels of fats in the blood 

e diabetes 

* genetic inheritance 

¢ rapid weight loss 

¢ side effects of certain 


medications, including aspi-. 


rin, steroids, tamoxifen, and 
tetracycline 
There are four types of 


fatty liver: 


* Nonalcoholic fatty liver 
(NAFL) develops when the 
liver has difficulty breaking 
down fats, which causes a 


. buildup in the liver tissue. 


The cause is not related to 
alcohol. 


¢ Alcoholic fatty liver is 
the earliest stage of alcohol- 
related liver disease. Heavy 
drinking damages the liver 
and the liver cannot break 
down fats as a result. 

¢ Nonalcoholic _ steato- 
hepatitis (NASH). This dis- 
ease can impair liver func- 
tion. Symptoms seen with 
this disease include: appetite 
loss, nausea, vomiting, ab- 
dominal pain, and yellowing 
of the skin (jaundice). If left 
untreated, NASH can ad- 
vance to permanent scarring 
of the liver and ultimately 
liver failure. 

* Acute fatty liver is a rare 
complication of pregnancy 
that can be life-threatening. 

In general, fatty liver is 
more likely to develop if 
you’re overweight or obese. 
Having type 2 diabetes also 
may enhance your risk for 
fatty liver. Fat accumulation 
in the liver has been associ- 
ated with insulin resistance, 
which is the most common 
cause of type 2 diabetes. 

Other factors that may 
increase your risk for fatty 
liver are: 

* excessive alcohol use 

¢ taking more than the 
recommended doses of cer- 
tain over-the-counter medi- 
cations, such as acetamino- 
phen 

* pregnancy 

¢ high cholesterol

If your liver is inflamed, 
your doctor can discover it 
by examining your abdo- 
men. Notify your healthcare 
provider if you have been 
experiencing fatigue or loss 
of appetite. Also, tell them 


about any history of alcohol, 


medication, and supplement 
use. 

Your doctor may also 
find elevated liver enzymes 
on a routine blood test. 
Further analysis would be 
necessary to find the reason 
for the inflammation. An ul- 
trasound or other imaging 
studies such as CT or MRI 
scans may be done. Imaging 
studies can detect fat in the 
liver, but they cannot facili- 
tate your doctor in confirm- 
ing any further damage. 

If a liver biopsy is or- 
dered, your doctor will in- 
sert a needle into the liver to 
remove a piece of tissue for 
inspection. This is the only 
definitive way to distinguish 
if you have fatty liver. The 
biopsy will also help your 
doctor determine the precise 
cause. 

Medication or surgery 
to treat fatty liver is nonex- 
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istent instead; your doctor 
will suggest ways to reduce 
your risk factors. These rec- 
ommendations include: 

¢ limiting or avoiding al- 
coholic beverages 

* managing your choles- 
terol 

¢ losing weight 

* controlling your blood 
sugar 

If you have fatty liver is 
the result of obesity or un- 
healthy eating habits, your 
doctor may also recommend 
that you increase physical 
activity and eliminate spe- 
cific types of food from your 
diet. Reducing the number 
of calories you eat each day 
can aid you in losing weight 
and healing your liver. 

You can also reverse fatty 
liver disease by lessening or 
eliminating fatty foods and 
foods high in sugar from 
your diet. Choose healthier 
foods like fresh fruits, vege- 
tables, and whole grains and 
replace red meats with lean 
animal proteins like chicken 
and fish. ic 

Safeguarding your liver 
is one of the best ways to 
prevent fatty liver. If you 
choose to drink alcoholic 
beverages, do so in modera- 
tion. According to the Cen- 
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‘RUTH JONES 


ters for Disease Control and 
Prevention (CDC), “moder- 
ate alcohol consumption is 
defined as having up to one 
drink per day for women 
and up to two drinks per day 
for men.” Adhere to your 
doctor’s instructions, and 
take medications to control 
diabetes or high cholesterol 
as prescribed. 

Furthermore, aspire for 
at least 30 minutes of exer- 
cise most days of the week 
to help maintain a healthy 
weight. 

Fortunately, many cases 
of fatty liver don’t develop 
into liver disease. The liver 
has the ability to repair itself, 
so if you take the necessary 
actions to treat high choles- 
terol, diabetes, or obesity, 
you can reverse your fatty 
liver and live a healthy life:

“Some parents may have 
supported (marijuana legal- 
ization) and didn’t realize 
how fast it was going to get 


into kids’ hands or didn’t — 


think it could get into kids’ 
hands,” she said. 

Mahoney and Lebo said 
that educating parents and 
students about the dangers 
of substance abuse and ad- 
diction is a must. 

“Drugs are everywhere 
and prevention is really edu- 
cation,” said Mahoney. 

Lebo suggested that the 
district’s parent academy 
program be used to address 
the marijuana issue. 

“The more educated I 
can be.and the more educat- 
ed parents can be...because 
this is really a i a time,” 
she said. 

Papile said there are sev- 
eral programs are in. place 
through the district’s stu- 
dent support initiatives for 
substance abuse prevention 
that offers education and 
awareness for both parents 
and students. She said the 
district is collaborating with 
outside agencies such as Bay 
State Community Services 
of Quincy and the CeASAR 
(Center for Adolescent Sub- 
stance Abuse’ Research) 
Program to help the district 


address substance abuse. 

She explained the 
CeASAR program was 
founded by two Boston 
Children’s Hospital doctors 
who have done extensive 
research on teen substance 
addiction. The program 
teaches about addiction and 
healthy decision making and 
comes to the district through 
Mayor Thomas Koch’s of- 
fice and Blue Cross and 
Blue Shield. 

Papile said the program 
helped the district develop 
a substance abuse preven- 
tion curriculum that teaches 
about the adolescent brain 
and the impact of alcohol 
and drug use as well as par- 
ent engagement. 

Additionally, the district 
is hosting “Drug Story The- 
ater” on April 27 at 6:30 p.m. 
at Central Middle School. 
Papile said the play details 


Stories of teenagers and their 


early recovery stages from 
drugs and alcohol addiction. 
The program is open to the 
public. 


“Their treatment‘ be- 


comes the prevention of- 


many,’ she said. “Drug 
Story Theater is one way to 
reach parents and tell a story 
about prevention.” 

Papile said the district 
is also offering the Teen 
Safe Program for parents. 
The program entails a short 


video about ‘a teenager’s 
personal story of addiction 


- and eight modules detailing 


teen substance abuse and the 
risks of marijuana. 

“This is a resource for 
parents to help their children 
make healthy decisions,” 
she said. 

An interactive program 
offered for middle school 
students involves students 
wearing goggles that simu- 
lants the vision of someone 
impaired by drugs or alco- 
hol. While wearing the gog- 
gles, students try to negoti- 
ate an obstacle course and 
learn firsthand the effects of 
substance abuse. 

A SADD (Students 
Against Destructive De- 
cisions) chapter has been 
established at both high 
schools along with mentor- 
ing and peer programs. 

Training is also provided 
for teachers in substance 


abuse awareness and inter-

vention. : 

Papile said it’s the dis- 
trict’s responsibility to pro- 
vide these programs for stu- 
dents and parents. 

“It’s certainly something 
we have to offer our parents 
and our kids,” she said. ““We 
owe that to them. I feel that 
that we really need to re- 
spond to this very difficult 
situation.” 

Lebo said it’s important 
that the district is respond- 
ing to the substance abuse 
crisis. 

“I’m glad we have some 
things in place for parents,” 
she said. “It’s great support 
for the community.” 

Added Mahoney, “We 
are doing a much better job 
than we ever have.” 

Committee Vice Chair- 
man Paul Bregoli said no 
parent is immune to their 
kids getting involved with 
drugs. 

“Parents have to be vigi-

are doing on weekends and 
who they are going with,” 
he said. “If a parent is say- 
ing, ‘Not my kid,’ they are 
turning a blind eye to what’s 
happening.

They are going to try it.” 

In addition to substance 
abuse prevention education, 
the school syStem’s student 
support initiatives also of- 
fer programs on grief sup- 
port, healthy decision mak- 
ing, bullying, sports injury 
management and _ support 
for students entering middle 
school. Several educators 
addressed the committee de- 
tailing each program. 

Koch praised the staff for 
its dedication in providing 
education, prevention and 
intervention of substance 
abuse. 

“The good news is we are

talking about these issues,” 
he said. “The bad news is we 
are talking about these is- 
sues. The Stats are out there 
on all the ODs (overdoses) 
and the number of people 
we have lost.

We don’t have measurement 
for that. I would suggest that 
the numbers would be far 
worse on the other end if we 
were not doing what we are 
doing.”

Mixed Results For First Quarter 2017 Real Estate Activity 


Combined Residential, Commercial Sales Up 4%; Average Sales Price Down 13% In Norfolk County 


For the first quarter of 
2017, Norfolk County real 
estate activity was mixed: 
some- good, some bad and 
some surprises. 

“The good news was a 
modest 4 percent increase 
in combined residential and 
commercial real estate sales 
compared to the same quar- 
_ ter from the previous year,” 
reports Register of Deeds 
William P. O’Donnell. “The 
sobering news garnered 
from the same period of 
time was that the total dol- 

lar volume and average real 
estate sales price indicators 
both decreased by 8 percent 
and 13 percent respectively. 
These numbers, coupled 
with the total real estate 
sales transaction numbers 
for the quarter, were a bit 
surprising when factoring in 
low inventory data.” 
Overall, the number of 
land documents _ recorded 
(such as deeds, liens, bank- 
ruptcies, mortgage discharg- 
es, homesteads etc.) at the 
Registry during the 1st quar- 
ter were 34,816, a 1 percent 
increase fromethe previous 
year.

“The Registry continues 
to record land documents in 
a timely and efficient man- 
ner,” O’Donnell said. “Pres- 
ently, the Registry is the 
depository of approximately 
6,000,000 land recorded 
documents, dating all the 
way back to 1793.” 

The lending market saw 
a decline during the Ist 
quarter of 2017. A total of 
6,005 mortgages were re- 
corded at the Registry dur- 
ing the quarter, an 8 percent 
decrease from the same time 
period in 2016. Total mort- 
gage borrowing was $3.8 
billion for the first quarter 
compared to $4 billion dur- 
ing first quarter 2016. 

“These numbers,” noted 
O’Donnell, “were expected 
due to the recent hikes in in- 
terest rates.” 

Norfolk County hom- 
eowners continued to avail 
themselves of the benefits 
of the Homestead Act. A 
total of 2,521 Homesteads 
were recorded during the 
first quarter, an 8 percent in- 
crease year Over year. 

“The Homestead law 
provides limited protection

against the forced sale of an 
individual’s primary resi- 
dence to satisfy unsecured 
debt up to $500,000. I urge 
Norfolk County residents 
to consider this consumer 
protection tool,” O’Donnell 
said. 

Another piece of good 
news for the quarter was the 
decline in foreclosure activ- 
ity, a trend seen in Norfolk 
County over the past few 
months. For the first quarter 
2017, the total number of 
foreclosure deeds recorded 
was 69, a 9 percent decrease 
from the previous year. In 
addition, the number of No- 
tice to Foreclose Mortgage 
recordings, the first step in 
the foreclosure process, was 
144, a striking 32.7 percent 
decrease from 2016. 

“While one foreclosure 
filing is one too many, I am 
heartened that we are con- 
tinuing to see reductions in 
foreclosure activity in Nor- 
folk County,” O’Donnell 
said. “The trend lines look 
positive and I remain guard- 
edly optimistic that the 
worst of the foreclosure cri- 
sis is behind us.”

if we could encourage more 
folks to not only walk to the 
T station, but to cycle...It is 
our hope that more people 
will cycle back and forth to 


the T station, reducing traf-. 


fic.” 

Tom McFarland said the 
project would improve one 
of the main entrances to the 
City. 

“I’m so happy to see this 
type of investment,” he said. 
“{It will] really clean up the 
city’s gateway. It’s what you 
get when the state and the 
city and the T get together 
and design transit-oriented 
housing.” : 

John Rodophele said he 
liked the look of the pro- 
posed development, but 
would prefer to see the 
commercial building at 275 
Hancock St. — adjacent to 
the project site but not in- 
cluded in it — razed to make 
way for open space. 

“That would make a 
beautiful park,” he said. 
“That would be something I 
wholéheartedly support.” 

Ward 1 Councillor Mar- 
garet Laforest echoed the 
sentiments of those who 
spoke before her, saying the 
project would provide new 
transit-oriented housing and 
retail to serve the neighbor- 
hood. Additionally, she said 
the project would be benefi- 
cial in terms of stormwater 
management because new 
drainslines will be installed 
and the amount Of asphalt 
on site reduced. 

“I do want to be here to- 
night to support this project 
— to support development 
in the gateway to our city,” 
Laforest said. “We need to 
take advantage of this op- 
portunity to make the im- 
provements. We all know 
Quincy’s potential — the sky 
is the limit — and this is a 
really great kick-off to our 
transit development.” 

The Planning Board 


closed the public hearing on 
the proposal at the April 12 
meeting, meaning no more 
testimony from community 
members will be heard dur- 
ing future sessions. Written 
comments will still be ac- 
cepted via mail or email. 

Prior to the public hear- 
ing section of the meeting, 
the development presented 
new architectural plans for 
the site to the board. 

The proposal includes 
three buildings and a ga- 
rage. MBTA officials have 
said construction of the ga- 
rage — which has 852 spac- 
es, equivalent to the number 
of parking spaces on site 
today — could begin in early 
2018 and take about a year 
to complete. The proposal 
by the developers includes a 
total of nearly 1,600 parking 
spaces. 

Nancy Ludwig, the pres- 
ident of Icon Architecture, 
said the development would 
be built in two phases. The 
first phase includes the new 
garage and two buildings 
adjacent to it that will en- 
velope the parking structure 
and block it from view. The 
third building, located in the 
north. side of the parking 
lot, would be built in phase 
two. 

Ludwig said the build- 
ings have been designed to 
better blend in with the sur- 
rounding area. 

“It does not feel like one 
long building but a series of 
buildings that run the length 
of the property,” she said. 

The current entrance to 
the station will serve as one 
of the entrances to the new 
development, including the 
parking garage. As part of 
the projects, the sidewalks 
along either side of the en- 
tryway will be widened to 
about 20 feet and lined with 
trees to promote pedestrian 
access. The street level in- 
cludes large windows - to 
make the site more inviting. 


“At the ground level, 
we’re proposing broad ar- 
eas of glass so you can look 
in and see the activity and © 
life of the uses that we’ve 
brought down to the street,” 
Ludwig said. 

The developers also plan 
to open the entrance to the 
station on Sagamore Street 
in the north end of the park- 
ing lot. 

DJ. MacKinnon, the 


- president of Atlantic Devel- 


opment, said the developers 
plan to look for a grocery 
store to occupy the large 
retail space located near the 
Squantum Street side of the 
station. 

Coleman Barry, the vice 
chairman of the Planning 
Board, said he would like 
to see a restaurant located 
in the new development - 
to serve the North Quincy 
community. 

“We need better restau- 
rants in North Quincy,” be 
said. “As much as I love go- 
ing to the 99 when the Red 
Sox win and kids eat free, { 
want to go home to where I 
grew up, which is that part 
of the city, and go and get 
something to eat.” 

MacKinnon said the de- 
velopers would like to see 
a grocery store that offers 
prepared foods and a dining 
area. 

“If you go to a lot of the 
new concepts, you actually 
have not only prepared foods 
in them but eat-in areas that 
are different than just eating ™ 
in a grocery store — they’re 
actually like a restaurant,” 
he said. 

As for putting a res- 
taurant in one of the other 
storefronts, MacKinnon said 
it would be a great direction 
to go, but there are no com- 
mitment for the retail spaces 
yet. 

The board did not vote on 
the proposal April 12. The 
project is undergoing a state 
environmental review.

O'Donnell called elec- 
tronic recording “a win- 
win” for both the Registry 
and its institutional users.

of 20 to 25 feet. 

Pekarcik said as the ship 
traveled closer to the coast 
of Antarctica, they encoun- 
tered small pieces of floating 
“pancake” ice. The patches 
of ice got bigger the farther 
south they traveled. Soon, 
the group ran into ice sheets 
that grew thicker as they 
ventured farther southward. 

At one point, Pekarcik 
said the thick, snow-cov- 
ered ice hampered the ship’s 
icebreaking capabilities. It 
took them seven days just to 
travel a few miles. — 

“IT swear we only moved 
nine feet a day,” she said, 
“We kept seeing the same 
seals.” 


Reaching their destina- 
tion, the group began its 
work. Pekarcik said tubes 
were dropped over the 
side. of the ship into vari- 
ous depths of the ocean to 
collect water samples. The 
tubes filtered out diatoms 
and bacteria that were ex- 
amined in the ship’s labs. 

Pekarcik explained that 
diatoms are an important 
source of the food chain and 
that scientists want to learn 
if environmental change is 
affecting them. The seawa- 
ter was also examined for 
metals and salinity at vari- 
ous depths. 

“Antarctica is an ecosys- 
tem that is an indicator of 
climate change,” she said. 
“T feel strongly that it’s very 


important for us to create 
some baselines for that and 
‘find out what it’s doing. in 
the future.” 

In addition to assisting in 
some lab research, Pekarcik 
also had a chance to head out 
on a Zodiak to take some ice 
samples. s 

“IT actually touched the 
ice of Antarctica,” she said. 

The ship was outfitted 
with labs where various ex- 
periments were conducted. 
Ice, water, bacteria and dia- 
toms were examined in vari- 
ous ways. 

Pekarcik noted Antarc- 


2 tica is the driest, coldest and 


windiest place on earth. Re- 
cent temperatures from the 
region registered minus 63 
degrees. 


“It never really rises 
above freezing,” she said. 
“It’s unbelievable that any- 
thing can live here for a long 
period of time.” 


Despite the extreme 
cold, Pekarcik said wildlife 
abounds — seals, whales, 


penguins and seabirds — that 
have adapted to the envi- 
ronment. Under the ice, she 
said, are hidden lakes and 
mountains where research- 
ers have discovered fossils 
and fungus. 

“The more we explore 
this area, the more we are 
finding primitive organisms 


surviving these freezing cold 


temperatures,” she said. 
Pekarcik explained her 

main purpose for the expedi- 

tion was to take back to the 


classroom what she learned. 

“T didn’t have a specific 
research purpose,” she said. 
“My job as an educator is to 
take the science and make it 


understandable for the pub- — 


lic. A lot of times scientists 
have difficulty doing that. 
They have so much knowl- 
edge of their topic that it is 
hard sometimes to bring it 
down to a level people will 
understand. My job is to do 
that and make it more acces- 
sible to the public and try to 
come up with activities.” 

Pekarcik said she has 
developed lesson plans for 
teachers to use based on her 
expedition. One is an “in- 
quiry” plan where students 
conduct their own sampling 
and regearch.

Quincy’s Public Buildings 
Department will soon be able to 
move its administrative offices to 
a 137-year-old home on Greenleaf 
Street. 
- The City Council approved 
Mayor Thomas. Koch’s request to 
purchase and renovate the home 
at 74 Greenleaf St. for a total of 
$775,000.

Cont’d From Page 2 
ing today. 

“T had never seen that photo before until tonight,” 
Patricia said moments after the unveiling. “That is re- 
ally special.” 

A special honor for a special man. 

On April 19th, following the regular meeting of 
the Quincy Housing Authority Board of Commission- 
ers, the community room at Pagnano Towers was re- 
dedicated in Pop’s memory. Years ago, the spacé was 
named for Pop who died Dec. 16, 1992 at the age of 
84. | 

At that first ceremony, a small citation was hung in 
the auditorium. But the space had recently been reno- 
vated and the plaque was removed. 

So efforts were made for a more suitable and de- 
serving memorial to Pop. With the cooperation and 
support of the Papile family and the Quincy Housing 
Authority, those efforts were capped off with the re- 
dedication ceremony last week. 

Among those attending were members of the Papile 
family and friends and colleagues of Pop. Dozens of 
tenants also turned out for the rededication. 

They remembered an energetic and selfless commu- 
nity activist. A proud Quincy citizen who embodied 
the cause for the greater good. 


A remarkable man from a remarkable family who 


led by example. 

‘Pop’ was one of 16 children and the eldest son of 
Raffaele and Lucia Papile. There were six daughters 
and 10 sons. Seven of Fep’s brothers served in the 
military during World War II. 
' His brother, Jim Papile, attended the rededication 
and noted Pop was not fortunate enough to obtain a 
formal education as a child. Instead, he opted to enter 
the work force to aid in supporting Quincy’s largest 
family. He matured acquiring a tremendous common 
sense and wisdom in making decisions especially in 
the needs of senior citizens of the community. 

Pop was one of the original tenants of Pagnano 
Towers. He was very active in the City of Quincy Se- 
nior Citizens organizations throughout the city. He 
was elected president of Pagnano Towers Tenants As- 
sociation in its early years. He was also a member of 
the citywide tenants association for many years. 

His activism was recognized by then Mayor Joseph 
LaRaia and the City Council who voted unanimously 
to appoint Pop to the Quincy Housing Authority Board 
of Commissioners for a five-year term as a representa- 
tive of the senior citizens of Quincy. 

“He was a very active and vociferous member of 
the board,” Jim Papile said. He noted both the board

chairperson at the time, Rosemary Wahlberg, and the 
Pagnano Towers building manager, William Corcoran, 
depended greatly on his knowledge and support. 

“Once Pop got on the board, he didn’t just sit there,” 
Jim Papile said of his brother. “He became very active 
and vocal during his entire term.” 

One of the first changes he advocated was expand- 
ing the size of Pagnano’s social hall. When the build- 
ing first opened in 1971, the hall was barely big enough 
for a pool table let alone hold a function for its many 
residents. 

Corcoran, who. also. spoke at the dedication, said 
Pop was tireless in his pursuit for an expanded space. 

“When Pop spoke, everybody listened,” Corcoran 
said. “The next thing you know the director of HUD is 


~ down here with members of the board and they looked 


over the situation and they started staking out this 
area,” he said standing in the center of the room. 
“This is how it got done. Pop was instrumental and 
I will never forget him. He was so in love with these 
people and the building. If anything happened on the 


weekend, he would call me up and let me know what 


happened so when I walked in here Monday DS: 
I knew what to expect. 

“He was a great, great man - like my second father. 
He taught me how to get along with people. He told 
me to try to get along with people like they were your 
mother and father. 

“That’s how they should be treated and that’s I how 
I treated them. We got along fine,” Corcoran added. 

Also speaking at the brief ceremony was former 
Mayor Joseph LaRaia. He praised the Housing Au- 
thority for dedicating and rededicating the hall in 
Pop’s memory. : 

“T want to thank the Papile family for the honor to 
be here and to once again register the praise of Pop. I 
enjoyed sitting with him and talking with him and be- 
ing with him. The Quincy Housing Authority certainly 
did what they should do in honoring Pop.” 

Patricia Carter said her father loved living at Pag- 
nano Towers for almost 20 years. He had lived-in a 
duplex in Quincy Point for more than 30 years when 
he decided to move into the new senior citizen housing 
complex.

“T can remember getting the phone call shortly after 
I got married. He said ‘Patty, there’s a new building 
going up in town and I just filled out the papers. I said, 
‘Dad, what are you talking about?’ The duplex was 
part of our family. He moved in and it was unbeliev-

Patricia said her dad loved living at Pagnano. 

“He was here for about 20 years. He loved being 
so active. He loved the people he lived with. He loved 
planning social trips for all of them. When he first 
moved here your social hall was the little room out 
there,” she said, pointing to what is now a foyer to the 
main room. 

“My dad said, ‘no.’ We need more (space) than this. 
And this room was built.” 

The room is well-lit with light blue walls. There’s 
tables and chairs and room for a large gathering. 

It’s the Room that Pop Built. 

“Tt looks beautiful,” Patricia said. “You’ve done a 
wonderful job with the renovations. And we thank you 
very, very much for remembering my father.” 

Pop Papile was also a profile in courage. 

Despite suffering a major stroke that paralyzed half 
his body, he persevered. Through faith and diligent 
therapy, he was able to reactivate 90 percent of his 
body mechanics. 

“He was a fighter. He wasn’t going to let anyone get 
him down,” Patricia said when asked what she hopes 
people will understand about her father when they read 
his sign and stand in his memorial space. 

“He fought for senior citizens rights, he fought for 
kids (as a member and president of the city-wide Par- 
ent Teachers Organization.) He would go first to do 
something. 

“If he wanted to ask somebody else then he knew 
he had to step forward first. . . I can remember the PTA 
meetings were held downstairs in our living room. 
He ae had a cause. He always wanted to be in-

Meatloaf In A Loaf Of Bread

1 found this recipe in a cookbook re- 
cently so last week I spiced up my meatloaf 
recipe — one of my family’s favorite “Com- 
fort Foods.” 

Having made the meatloaf this way be- 
fore it is especially wonderful if you en- 
joy crusty bread. Most supermarkets have 
round loafs of fresh baked bread from white 
to whole grain so it is fairly easy to find. 

Pre-heat oven to 325 degrees, grease a 
cookie sheet or shallow baking pan. 

RECIPE 
1 round loaf of French or Italian bread 
1 12-ounce can of evaporated milk 
2 tablespoons of olive oil 
1 medium onion, sliced 
1 small green pepper chopped 
1 egg slightly beaten 
Salt and pepper to taste and any other 
flavoring you may want to add 


1 and % pounds of ground beef 
¥% teaspoon of garlic powder 


First sauté the medium onion and set 
aside. 
Cut a thin slice from the top of the bread 


- and scoop out the inside of the loaf. 


Measure out two cups of bread crumbs 
from the loaf put in blender or chopper. Soak 
the bread crumbs in evaporated milk for 10 
minutes and then add onion and green pep- 
per, ground beef, egg and salt and pepper. 

Mix all ingredients until thoroughly 
blended. 

Now fill the bread case with the mixture 
and sprinkle top with garlic powder. Put top 
slice back in place. 

Place on lightly greased cookie sheet 
or baking pan. In a preheated 325-degree 
oven bake for 1 hour and 15 minutes. Serve 
sliced hot or cold.

Vertebral’ artery dissec- 

tion (abbreviated VAD,) 
is a dissection (a flap-like 
tear) of the inner lining of 
the vertebral artery, which 
is located in the neck and 
supplies blood to the brain. 
After. the tear, blood enters 
the arterial wall and forms 


a blood clot, thickening the" 


artery wall and often imped- 
ing blood flow. 

Vertebral artery dissec- 
tion is a rare but recognized 
cause of stroke in patients 
younger than 45 years. 
An enlarging hematoma 
(bruise) in the vessel wall 
is the contributory lesion 
in vertebral artery dissec- 
tion (VAD). This hematoma 
can arise spontaneously, as 
a secondary result of minor 
trauma, or through hemor- 
rhage of the vasa vasorum, a 
network of small blood ves- 
sels supplying the walls of 
large blood vessels. It also 
can be introduced through a 
tear in the innermost layer of 
an artery that develops at the 
level of the inner opening of 
the vessel. Major trauma is 
also an increasingly docu- 
mented cause of VAD. 

Spontaneous __ vertebral 
artery dissection (VAD) is 
the term used to describe 
all cases that do not involve 
blunt or penetrating trauma 
as a precipitating factor. 
However, a history of incon- 
sequential or minor injury is 
elicited frequently from pa- 
tients with so-called sponta- 
neous VAD. 

The diagnosis of traumat- 
ic VAD is reserved for those 


patients with a history of | 


significant trauma, includ- 


ing motor vehicle. accidents 
(MVAs), falls, or penetrating 
injuries. Despite the severity 


_ of the mechanism of injury, 


dissections of the vertebral 
artery are exceedingly rare 
in these circumstances. 

Vertebral artery dissec- 
tion is less common than ca- 
rotid artery dissection (dis- 
section of the large arteries 
in the front of the neck). The 
two conditions together ac- 
count for 10 to 25 percent of 
non-hemorrhagic strokes in 
young and middle-aged peo- 
ple. Over 75 percent recover 
completely or with minimal 
impact on functioning, with 
the remainder having more 
severe disability and a very 
small proportion (about 2 
percent) dying from compli- 
cations. 


The typical patient with 


VAD is a young person who 
experiences severe occipital 
headache and posterior neck 
pain following a head or 
neck injury and consequent- 
ly develops neurologic signs 
attributable to a decrease of 


blood and oxygen to the © 


brainstem or cerebellum. 
The signs may rot appear 
until after a latent period 
lasting as long as 3 days, 
and delays of weeks and 
years also have been report- 
ed. Many patients present to 
the healthcare provider only 
at the onset of neurologic 
symptoms. When neurolog- 
ic dysfunction does appear, 
patients most commonly re- 
port the following: 

¢ Facial pain and numb- 
ness (most common symp- 
tom) 

¢ Hoarseness 

¢ Loss of pain and tem- 
perature sensation in the 


trunk and limbs 

¢ Loss of taste 

¢ Hiccups 

e Vertigo 

¢ Nausea and vomiting 

¢ Diplopia or oscillopsia 
(image movement. experi-

The council approved 
amending Quincy’s Inclu- 
sionary Zoning Ordinance 
to remove the exemption in 
an 8-1 vote April 18. The 
vote followed a public hear- 
ing in which three residents 
— including the Rev. Shel- 
don Bennett, who warned 
the downtown could be an 
enclave for the affluent, 
and James Ikeda, a teacher 
at Quincy High, who said 
housing costs might force 
him to move outside the 
city — spoke in favor of the 
amendment, with no one op- 
posed. 

Mayor Thomas Koch 
will sign the amendment 
into law, according to Chris 
Walker, his communications 
director. 

The requirements will 
not apply to two projects al- 
ready in the permitting stage 
— Chestnut Place, a 15-story, 
124-unit apartment. build-

equitable to invest public re- 
sources — city-owned land, 
taxes or government funds, 
whatever their source, and 
city services — to develop an 
enclave exclusively for the 
affluent.” 

Ikeda, the teacher at 
Quincy High, said he is cur- 
rently. living in Quincy with 
a friend of his from college, 
but might be forced to look 
elsewhere for housing in the 
future. 

“When eventually we 
part ways, it’s quite likely 
I’m going to have to leave 
Quincy because _I can’t af- 
ford to live here, which 
seems quite strange,” Ikeda 
said. “Right now, a one- 
bedroom is sort of really 
stretching my resources and 
it would be on the outskirts 
quite far from the train and 
all the rest of it.

Quincy’s _Inclusionary 
Zoning Ordinance  cur- 
rently applies to all residen- 
tial projects in the city that 
require a special permit, 
variance or site plan review 
from any board or commis- 
sion and include 10 or more 
residential units. Under the 
zoning code, 10 percent of 
units in applicable projects 
must be made affordable 
— targeted at residents who 
make less than 80 percent of 
the median income for the 
area. Developers can also 
opt to make a payment into 
the affordable housing trust 
fund in lieu of building on 
site units. 

John Rodophele, the third 
resident who spoke at the 
public hearing, suggested 
Quincy should increase the 
requirements for affordable 
housing citywide. Cam- 
bridge and Somerville, he 
noted, both increased their 
requirements in the past year 
— Cambridge from 12.5 per- 
cent of units to 20 percent 
on all projects with more 
than 10 units, and Somer- 
ville from 12.5 percent to 
20 percent on developments 
with 18 or more units and 
17.5 percent on projects be- 
tween eight and 17 units. 

“This is only one change 
of many changes that have 
to be made,” Rodophele 
éaid.

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License Board 
Suspends Two Bars

The city’s _ licensing 
board ordered two bars to 
shut down for a total of nine 
days — one for being caught 
with patrons inside after 
hours and the other for serv- 
ing hard alcohol despite not 
being allowed to do so. 

The Board of License 
Commissioners imposed the 
suspensions unanimously at 
its April 18 meeting. 

The board ordered Calla- 
han’s Tap, 296 Copeland St., 
to close for six days — from 
April 28 to May 3 — after 
patrons were twice caught 
inside the bar after hours in 
recent months. Jazz Moon, 
217 Quincy Ave., was given 
a five-day suspension, with 
three to serve, after police 
found more than six dozen 
bottles of hard alcohol in- 
side the bar, which only has 
a beer and wine license. Jazz 
Moon will be required to 
close from April 27 to 29. 

Callahan’s Tap was given 
two separate suspensions, 
one for each infraction. 

The first violation oc- 
curred on Jan. 30, according 
to Lt. Peter Turowski, the 
Quincy Police Department’s 
liquor inspector. Turowski 
said an officer on patrol that 
night saw two women argu- 
ing outside the West Quincy 
bar around 1:40 a.m., and 
witnessed them re-enter the 
premises. The officer fol- 
lowed them into the bar 
and found about 15 people 
inside, several of them still 
drinking. The officer then 
told the patrons,they needed 
to exit, and at that time a 
patron said she had not paid 
her tab, but was told by the 
bartender to just leave. 

Turowski said there were 
several violations during that 
incident. The city requires 
all drinks be off tables and 
bars no later than 1:15 a.m., 
and all patrons must be off 
the premises by 1:30 a.m. 
The bartender also violated 
the state’s happy hour law 
by not requiring the female 
patron who said she hadn’t 
paid her tab to leave without 
doing so, Turowski said. 

Anthony Donnelly, the 
‘owner of Callahan’s Tap, 
did not dispute that patrons 
were still inside after 1:30

a.m. that night. He said the 
patrons had been waiting for 
cabs that night, and he had 
since required all his staff to 
undergo TIPS training and 


hired bouncers to control 


the. crowd. 

The board imposed a one- 
day suspension for the Jan. 
30 violation, to be served on 
April 28. 

The second infraction at 
Callahan’s Tap was reported 
on March 18, the Saturday 
night of St. Patrick’s Day 
weekend. 

Turowski said he was on 
patrol that night and arrived 
at the Copeland Street bar- 
room around 1:40 a.m.-The 
main door was locked at the 
time, Turowski said, and he 
saw two women sitting at 
the bar with two men behind 
them — one woman and one 
man could be seen drinking 
beer. 

While the officers were 
preparing to leave about 10 
minutes later after the bar 
had been cleared out, a cab 
pulled up in front of the bar. 
A male got out of the cab to 
retrieve a cellphone he left 
in the bar, which a bartender 
got for him. At the same 
time, Turowski said a young 
male — later identified as an 

18-year-old Braintree resi- 
dent — run from the side of 
the building carrying a case 
of Amstel Light and enter 
the cab. 

“Tt was obvious that this 


_ person had taken the alco- 


hol from the area of the rear 
door of the bar,’ Turowski 
said. 

Turowski said the male 
told him he got the beer 
from outside the bar and ad- 
mitted to drinking a couple 
beers inside the bar earlier 
with friends. The bartender 
on duty that night said she 
could not recognize the indi- 
vidual, but a second bartend- 
er — who was not working 
that night but was drinking 
inside the bar — said she had 
seen him drinking inside. 

Donnelly admitted that 
patrons were inside the bar 
after hours on March 18, 
but denied that the underage 
individual had been served. 
Jen Sylva, the bartender on 
duty that night, also denied 


‘serving the 18-year-old.

Baker, Lt. Gov. Karyn 
Polito and Housing and Eco- 
nomic Development Secre- 
tary Jay Ash announced the 
administration had submit- 
ted the bond bill to legisla- 
tors at the site of The Wat- 
son, a. 140-unit apartment 
building planned for 116 
East Howard St., which is 
now home to a vacant office 
building across the street 
from the Fore River Ship- 
yard. Mayor Thomas Koch, 
Sen. John Keenan and City 
Councillors Brad Croall; 
Noel DiBona and Brian 
Palmucci were present for 
Monday’s announcement. 

The proposed $1.287 
billion bond bill, which re- 
quires approval from the 
Legislature, includes $650 
million for public housing 
modernization and redevel- 
opment, $400 million for 
the production and preserva- 
tion of traditional affordable 
housing, and $216 million 
for supportive housing and 
housing serving vulnerable 
populations. 

The bill includes other 
provisions — such as remov- 
ing barriers to constructing 
accessible units for seniors 
and individuals with dis- 
abilities and reforming the 
laws governing local hous- 
ing authorities to enhance 
their ability to enter into 
partnerships with outside 
developers — meant to boost 
production of affordable and 
public housing. 

In addition to the bond 
bill, Baker’s administra- 
tion will also commit $258 
million in previously au- 
thorized but uncommitted 
capital funds to affordable 
housing — a total investment 
of $1.5 billion for affordable 
housing. 

Ash, who was the city 
manager in Chelsea before 
joining Baker’s cabinet, 
grew up in affordable hous- 
ing and called Monday a 
great day in Massachusetts. 

“Today is a great day here 
in the Commonwealth be- 
cause it’s an announcement 
that in the coming years 
we’ll have another $1.5 bil- 
lion worth of authorization 
to partner with all of you 
to figure out great projects 
that can make a difference 
in the lives of people and to 
help communities grow and 
prosper,” he said. 

“I myself am a product of 
affordable housing in Chel- 
sea and I know the value af- 
fordable housing can bring 
in stabilizing families and

giving kids like me...the 
Opportunity to grow and 
prosper.” 

Keenan said stable hous- 
ing plays in an important 
role in three areas his fellow 
legislators are addressing — 
the opioid crisis, health care 
and education. 

“When you look at all 
of that, what’s being done 


here today is so critically © 


important,” he said. “Work- 
force housing is a priority 
in the Commonwealth; it’s 
something that’s desper- 
ately needed and I want to 
thank the administration for 
all they do in that regard and 
I look forward to working 
with you on the bond bill.” 

Work on The Watson, a 
joint effort by Neighbor- 
Works Southern Mass and 
Winn Companies, is set to 
begin soon. The building 
will feature 28 market rate 
units, 86 workforce hous- 
ing units for middle-income 
earners and 26 affordable 
housing units for those will 
lower than median incomes. 

The city will contrib- 
ute nearly $2 million to the 
construction of The Watson 
from several funding sourc- 
es — including $1.25 million 
from the affordable housing 
trust fund — according to 
Koch, who was optimistic 
the project would help spur 
future development in the 
vicinity of the Fore: River 
Shipyard. 

“Historically, this is part 
of our city that saw — as 
many of you know — heavy 
industry. The shipyard here 
during World War II pumped 
out more ships, I think, than 
any shipyard in the. country. 
More than 30,000 people 
worked across the street 
around the clock during the 
war effort,” the mayor said. 

“So the shipyard has a 
great deal of history in the 
city of Quincy - it’s also 
kind of the last frontier. 
Other parts of our city have 
adjusted from the manufac- 
turing side to the service 
industry and a more robust 
residential city. This is a 
great project that’s going to

amenities included in the 
project. . 

“The way that this whole 
concept evolved, quite hon- 
estly, was out of residential 
sentiment from folks living 
on the Beechwood Street 
area dealing with fouls balls 
hitting their vehicles, their 
vinyl siding, you name it,” 
he said. 

“The thought was to 
re-engineer everything, re- 
place the baseball diamond, 
and out of that grew what 
I believe to be an amazing 
project courtesy of the play- 
ground that would essential- 
ly service the needs of chil- 
dren that are either confined 
to mobility devices or have 
seeing impairments or other 
issues.” 

The inclusive playground 
would have originally been 


paid for using state funds, 
but they were eventually 
cut from the budget. Several 


‘neighbors. had expressed 


disappointment the inclusive 
playground was not funded 
through a $27 millon park 
bond Koch proposed during 
an April 10 public hearing 
on the spending plan. The 
bond does include $300,000 
for parking, paving,.fenc- 
ing and pickleball improve- 
ments at Fore River Field. 

Croall said the request 
for community preservation 
funds would allow the ip- 
clusive playground project 
to be completed. 

“We’re trying to keep a 
really positive, upbeat, great 
story — not only for Quincy 
Point, for Ward 2, but the 
city at-large — and just com- 
plete it. We had a circum-

pening — it happened. What 
I see before me is hopefully 
something that will expedite 
the request and complete all 
the work,” Croall said. 
“Hopefully we'll have 
kids playing on that play- 
ground sooner than later.

Croall had previously 
worked to raise $30,060 
from the community for the 
inclusive playground proj- 
ects.

On Wednesday, April 19, at approximately 4:31 a.m., offi- 
cers were dispatched to a home on Wollaston Hill on a report 
of a “Breaking and Entering” in progress.

NEW BUT LEGITIMATE - SOMETIMES MORE IRS 


-CONCERNS: If you have a debt with the IRS that’s more 


than two years old, you may receive a letter from them in- 
forming you that your account is being transferred to a pri- 
vate debt collector. This new program only applies ‘to tax- 
payers who have had an IRS debt for years, and who were 
previously contacted about it by the IRS. 

If your debt is put into this program, the IRS states that 
you will get two letters. The first letter will come from the 
IRS and will say which private debt collection company your 
account has been assigned to. The companies are: CBE, Con- 
Serve, Perfomant, or Pioneer. The second letter will come 
from the private debt collection company assigned to your 
account. Both letters will include the tax amount owed, the 
name of the private debt collection company assigned, and a 
taxpayer authentication number that is unique to you. 

Here’s how to make sure it is not a scam; 

° The private debt collectors working with the IRS will 
never ask you to pay them directly. Instead, they'll tell you 
to pay electronically at IRS.gov/payments, or send a check, 
made out to the US Treasury, directly to the IRS. Anyone who 
says they’re collecting for the IRS and asks you to make a 
payment over the phone is a scammer. Whether they’re ask- 
ing you to pay by credit or debit card, electronic check, wiring 
money, or a prepaid or gift card - don’t do it. 

° These debt collectors will never use robocalls or pre- 
recorded messages. You’ll always speak with a live operator. 

° They’ll always use the authentication number that 
was in your letters. Do not volunteer that number first to them. 

Not sure you owe the IRS money? Ask the collector for a 
written “validation notice,” which says what you owe and to 
whom. You also can go to IRS.gov/balancedue to check your 
account balance. If your account balance says zero, you don’t 
owe money.

The 
second floor, with 36 units,

could be converted to hotel 
rooms in the future if market 
conditions were favorable to 
doing so. 

The City Council on 
April 18 approved a land 
disposition agreement with 
the developer, which had 
been introduced by Mayor 
Thomas Koch. Under the 
LDA, the city will sell a 
10,196 square foot portion 
of the Hancock Lot to LBC.

plan still requires approval 
from the Planning Board 
before construction of the 
building can begin. The 
Planning Board could OK 
the project as soon as its 
May 10 meeting. 

Daniel Bailey, an attor- 
ney representing LBC, told 
the ceuncil following its 
vote that asbestos abatement 
could begin as soon as the 
next day and the buildings 
on site would be demolished 
by the end of May. 

“My clients at LBC 
wanted me to take a couple 
minutes and just express 
their thanks and apprecia- 
tion for this opportunity. 
They’ re really excited about 
it and they’re very confident 
they’re going to be able to 
build a building both they 


and the city of Quincy are

The land disposition 
agreement with LBC in- 
cludes no 1S, na for 
the developer. City officials 
estimate the new building 
would generate $478,000 
in property taxes annu- 
ally — more than 10 times 


the $40,000 the company 


pays in taxes on the same 
land now. Additionally, the 
city may be able to rent out 
space in the 3,600 square 
foot atrium. 

City councillors unani- 
mously approved the agree- 
ment with LBC. 

“We appreciate LBC’s 
investment in our Communi- 
ty and look forward to your 
project,” Ward 1 Councillor 
Margaret Laforest said. 

“T in particular am look- 
ing forward to the demoli- 
tion of the blighted store- 
fronts. It’s going to be quite 
the transformation for our 
downtown.” 

Councillor Joseph Finn, 
though he ultimately voted 


in favor of the LDA, said he 
was unhappy the matter was 
not on the council’s agenda 
for the April 18 meeting 
but was instead taken out 
of committee more than 
two hours into the four-hour 
long session.

Petition Calls For Tapping Fund 
For Street, Sidewalk Repairs

The City Council will 
hold a public hearing at 
6:30 p.m. on May 15 ona 
proposed home rule petition 
that would allow the city to 
pay for street and sidewalk 
repairs with’ money it col- 
lects through the hotel tax. 

Ward 2 Councillor Brad 
Croall and Ward 3 Council- 
lor Ilan Cain introduced the 
home rule petition April 18. 
The measure would amend 


the 2001 legislation that 


established a hotel tax in 


the city, adding street and 
sidewalk repairs outside of 
the Quincy Center urban 
renewal district to the items 
on which receipts from the 
hotel tax can be spent. 
Current legislation allows 
Quincy to use 85 percent of 
hotel and motel tax receipts 
— the tax charged to those 
staying in a hotel or motel 
in the city — on parks and 
similar open space projects, 


including sea wall repairs. 
The remaining 15 percent of 
that revenue stream goes to 
tourism. 

As a home tule petition, 
Cain and Croall’s measure 
would require approval from 
the City Council, the mayor 
and state Legislature before 
it could be enacted. Chris 
Walker, a spokesman for 
Mayor Thomas Koch, has 
said the mayor would not 
sign the home rule petition, 
effectively killing it. Koch 
would prevent the petition 
from advancing to Beacon 
Hill by not signing it, and 
the council cannot override 
that decision. 

The proposal by Cain 
and Croall was made as the 
council contemplates a $27 


‘million bond. which would 


be paid for using hotel tax 
receipts, introduced earlier 
this month by Koch. The 
mayor has proposed using 
that money for a number

Ward 4 Councillor Brian 
Palmucci said residents are 
getting frustrated because 
neighborhood streets have 
not been maintained prop- 
erly. 

“Some of our roads rival 
those in third. world coun- 
tries. Paving needs to be 
more of a priority for the 
city government,” Palmucci 
said. 

“I'd support spending 
a lot more money than we 
currently do and currently 
I don’t think we’re do- 
ing enough, quite frankly. 


- We’re not keeping up with 


the way in which the roads 
are falling apart, other than 
downtown, which I think 
frustrates a lot of folks who 
live on streets that the road 
has been in need of repair 
for many years if not de- 
cades.” 

Walker told the council 
Koch is comihitted to street 
repairs. He said the mayor 
plans on using free cash and 
possibly a line item in the 
city’s general fund budget to 
fund the work. 

“We are making prog- 
ress. We are doing a lot out 
there,’ Walker said. “Cer- 
tainly that does not mean 
there is not much more to 
do. That does not mean we 
can’t be doing a lot more.” 

Koch, Walker said, pre- 
viously served as the direc- 
tor of the city’s Park De- 
partment and remembers 
how difficult it was secure 
funding for large park proj- 
ects prior to the hotel tax. 
The mayor does not plan on 
changing the intent of the 
2001 legislation by adding 


streets and sidewalks to the 

items on which the hotel tax 

receipts can be expended. 
“The mayor comes from 


a time where funding for . 


parks was somewhere be- 
tween non-existent and very 
difficult. He remembers very 
well the intention behind 
this original law was to find 
a funding source outside of 
property tax revenue that 
could fund these major capi- 
tal projects for our parks,” 
Walker said. 

“We have — by most ac- 
counts — one of the best park 
systems in the state, and that 
is largely because we have a 
funding source outside our 
regular budget, outside our 
bonding capacity, that has 
been able to pay for a lot of 
these projects over the last 
15 to 20 years. 

“It is not the mayor’s 
intention at this point to 
change that.” : 

In response to Walker’s 
comments, Cain said the 
idea behind the amendment 
was to avoid making the 
city’s taxpayers carry the 
burden of paying for road 
and street repairs. Addition- 
ally, he said 16 years had 
passed since the legislation 
was first enacted and was 
hopeful Koch would recon- 
sider the proposal. 

“The whole point of 
making this amendment is 
not to have to immediately 
put allocations in the bud- 
get, which would be eaten 
by the taxpayer and cause 
their taxes to increase even 
more than they have over 
the past year or how ever 
many years,” Cain said. 

“You referenced com- 
ing from a time — that was 
16 years ago and things 
change. Not one person that 
sits around this well was on 
the council when this ordi- 
nance was put together. A 
little renewed thinking, vi- 
sion and foresight is what I 
think people welcome. This 
isn’t parks versus streets this 
is providing a solution...toa 
problem.” 

“To say that the mayor 
wouldn’t support this...is 
unfortunate — it’s very short 
sighted,” Cain added. “I do 
hope the mayor will come 
around, because I know this 
is something that will garner 
citywide support.”

9 Tips To Keep Children Safe Around Water This Summer 


Few things are as much fun as splashing around at the 
beach or in a backyard pool, but not every child is confident 


about taking the plunge. 


“For some children, the idea of getting in the water and 


standing water. 


e Empty water from buckets and other containers imme- 


diately after use. 


¢ To prevent drowning in toilets, young children should 


~ trying to swim can be a bit frightening,” says KJ. Hales, 


author of It’s Hard to Swim, the second and most recent 
addition to the Life’s Little Lessons by Ellie the Wienerdog 
educational picture book series (www.ellietheweinerdog. 
com). 

“But with the proper positive reinforcement, they can 
overcome their fears and discover just how much fun swim- 
mingcan be.” 

May is National Water Safety Month, a good time for 
parents to consider teaching their children how to swim. 
The American Academy of Pediatrics supports swimming 
lessons for most children 4 years and older. Water safety 
classes can also reduce the risk of drowning in younger chil- 
dren, the pediatrics group reports, but advises that because 
children develop at different rates, not all will be ready to 
swim at the same age. 

Hales, who offers teachers’ guides and educational ac- 
tivities to go along with the lessons in her books, says she 
chose swimming as one of Ellie the Wienerdog’s adventures 
because it’s a valuable skill that all children should learn. 

“Most children are around water in some form, whether 
it’s a pool, a river, a pond, a lake or the ocean,” she says. 


_ “So learning to swim isn’t just for fun. It’s also important 


for safety.” 

The Pediatric Academy cites several water-safety tips for 
parents, including: 

* Never — even for a moment — leave small children alone 
or in the care of another young child while in bathtubs, 


pools, spas or wading pools, or near irrigation ditchgs vor 


a 


not be left alone in the bathroom. 

¢ Closely supervise children in and around water. With 
infants, toddlers and weak swimmers, an adult should be 
-within an arm’s length. With older children and better swim- 
mers, an adult should be focused on the child and not dis- 
tracted by other activities. Bath seats cannot substitute for 
adult supervision. 

¢ If children are in out-of-home child care, ask about ex- 
posure to water and the ratio of adults to children. 

¢ If you have a pool, install a four-sided fence that is at 
least 4-feet high to limit access to the pool. The fence should 
be hard to climb (not chain-link) and have a self-latching, 
self-closing gate. Families may consider pool alarms and 
rigid pool covers as additional layers of protection, but nei- 
ther can take the place of a fence. 

¢ Parents, caregivers and pool owners should learn CPR. 

* Do not use air-filled swimming aids (such as inflatable 
arm bands) in place of life jackets. They can deflate and are 
not designed to keep swimmers safe. 

¢ All children should wear a life jacket when riding in a 
boat. Small children and non-swimmers should also wear 
one at water’s edge, such as on a river bank or pier. 

“When Ellie finally swims, she realizes that learning 
something new is wonderful and if you give it a try, you 
can do anything you wish,” Hales says. “This is a lesson 
I hope all children will take to heart, not only when learn- 
ing to swim, but also when facing any challenge that comes 
their way.”.

ALS ONE is a partner- 
ship of leading physicians, 
scientists and care providers

The Tobin family is a 
well-known name around 
Quincy and law enforce- 
ment. Kevin, Tim, one of 
Tim’s brothers and three of 
Kevin’s cousins were all 
on the Quincy force at one 
point. 

“The likes of Tim Tobin 
don’t come around too of- 
en,” Lt. Tobin said.

“Scoliosis” is a three- 
dimensional deformity _ that 
occurs when the spine becomes 
abnormally rotated and curved 
sideways.

and discuss stormwater is- 


sues in New England and ef- 
fectively educate, advocate 
and respond in the realm of 
stormwater management. 
“The greatest barrier to 
adequate stormwater man- 


agement is a lack of aware- — 


ness of the importance of 
our stormwater and sewer/ 
drain management systems,” 
said DPW Compliance Offi- 
cer Deirdre Hall. “Through 
outreach and education our 
‘Stormy-worthy’ ideas have 
transformed stormwater 
management in Quincy.” 

Titled Clean Water is 
Everybody’s Business, the 
comprehensive program 
also helped leverage funds 
for water/sewer/drain man- 
agement. 

The City of Quincy has 
two separate and distinct 
systems for the management 
of stormwater and waste 
water. Waste water from our 
sinks, drains and toilets is 
carried through the sanitary 
sewer system into several 
pump stations in Quincy. 
From there the waste water 
is sent to the Deer Island 
Waste Water Treatment 
Plant where it is treated and 
released. 

Stormwater, on the other 
hand, is rainwater or snow- 
melt that travels over land 
surfaces as runoff and flows 
into the city’s 9,329 storm- 
water drain catch basins. 


IS EVERYBODY'S BUSINESS — 


This system is designed to 
mitigate flooding. Stormwa- 
ter inherently carries gaso- 
line, oil, fertilizers, animal 
feces, sediment, and other 
pathogens from streets, side- 
walks, gutters and roofs into 
storm drains and eventu- 
ally discharges these pollut- 
ants into local water bodies 
such as our beaches, ponds, 
streams and rivers. 
Authorized by the Clean 
Water Act, the National Pol- 
lutant Discharge Elimination 
System (NPDES) permit 
program controls water pol- 
lution by regulating sources 
that discharge pollutants 
into waters of the United 
States. Empowered by the 
City’s obligation to meet 
Municipal Separate Storm 
Sewer System (MS4) guide- 
lines, newly appointed DPW 
Compliance Officer Deirdre 
Hall began working with en- 
gineers and other DPW per- 
sonnel on a comprehensive 
public relations campaign 
to educate the public, raise 


awareness of the City’s wa- 
ter, sewer and drain systems 
and ultimately change indi- 
vidual behavior. 

This campaign centers 
around the slogan, Clean 
Water is Everybody’s Busi- 
ness. Blue and white bumper 
stickers with this slogan are 
affixed to all of the City’s 
Water/Sewer/Drain vehicles 
and are available for free at 
the DPW, 55 Sea Street for 
your personal deployment. 
The message is simple and 
clear—investment in clean 
water enhances your quality 
of life. The Department also 
appointed a volunteer Storm- 
water Advisory Committee. 
This direct resident involve- 
ment increased stormwater 
management awareness city 
wide and resulted in new 
and expanded environmen- 
tal interest groups. 

The.campaign uses many 
avenues to communicate 
both sewer and stormwater 
management as an integrat- 
ed Clean Water Program.

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My winter car is ‘a 
2002 Honda Civic and it 
sits about half the year. I 
haven’t had the airbag re- 
call done yet. The dealer 


and I don’t have a good 


relationship. Is it really 
that important to get this 
repair done, there aren’t 
any lights or other warn- 
ings. 

You need to get this re 
pair performed .immediate- 
ly-in fact some sources have 
stated don’t drive the car at 


_ all. Unlike other vehicles in- 


volved in the Takata airbag 
recall, these early Honda 
Civics have about a 50 per- 
cent chance of exploding if 
the airbag deploys. Read- 
ers if you own a 2001-2002 
Honda Civic, 2001-2002 
Honda Accord, 2002-2003 
Acura TL, 2002 Honda 
CR-V, 2002 Honda Odys- 
sey, 2003 Acura CL or 2003 
Honda Pilot get the car re- 
paired ASAP. 

My car has a grinding 
sound on the front driv- 
er’s side when I apply the 
brakes. The brake pads 
are fine on all four wheels. 
My mechanic has looked it 
over and given up. The is- 
sue is this doesn’t happen 
all the time. 

The brakes may be fine, 


_ .but when the brakes are be- 


ing applied the suspension 
could be shifting enough to 
make a noise. I would give 
the suspension a careful in- 
spection looking at all of the 
bushings. If a control arm 
bushing is worn, when you 
apply the brake especially 
on turns you could be get- 
ting a metal on metal grind- 
ing noise. 

I have a 2015 Toyota 
Corolla with a 18 L en- 
gine. It has approximately 
21,000 miles and I’m notic- 
ing, for lack of a better de- 
scription, a light tapping/ 
knocking noise in the en- 
gine. It immediately disap- 
pears when I put it in park 
or neutral. Is this normal 
or do I have a problem? 

The noise is certainly 
worth pointing out next time 
you are into the repair shop. 
Since the noise disappears 
in park or neutral it could 
be related to an engine or 
transmission mount and not 
internal to the engine. Most 
likely nothing to worry 
about but it has been my 


experience that noises never 


get better by themselves. 

I had the catalytic con- 
verter replaced on my 2005 
Ford Focus in order to be 
rid of the “check engine 
light” which has been on 
for a few years. After driv- 
ing it back and forth to 
work for the past couple of 
weeks the light came back 
on. The mechanic said I 
need to drive it for a cou- 
ple of weeks for the cata- 
lytic convertor to break in. 
does this sound right? 

Catalytic convertors do 


‘not need to break in. At 


this point have the codes

checked and see why the 
check engine light is back 
on. One possibility is the 
new part may be the issue. 
The overall quality of some 
aftermarket catalytic con- 
vertors is sometimes hit or 
miss. I have seen some that 
work perfectly and others 
are just not up to the task. 

Every day I see more 
compact SUVs on the road 
such as the Honda HR-V 
and Jeep Renegade. What 
do you think of these ve- 
hicles and are there any 
that have piqued your in- 
terest? My wife babysits 
for our grandkids (now 
two) and has a Chevrolet 
Cobalt and thinks a small 
SUV may be better. I think 
it may be too big, what do 
you think? 

My wife also baby sits 
and uses my SUV rather 
than her car for babysitting 
duty. These smaller SUV/ 
crossovers have the appeal 
of versatile cargo space, bet- 
ter visibility due to the taller 
stance and ease of getting in 
and out. The Jeep Renegade 
and the Honda HR-V are 
both good choices with my 
nod going to the Honda for 
best use of interior space. . 

I recently purchased a 
2011 Honda CR-V with all 
the bells and whistles with 
just over 127,000 miles on 
it. The warm day we had 
in February the air con- 
ditioner worked and then 
stopped and then started 
again. Am I in for an ex- 
pensive repair as hope- 
fully warm weather ap- 
proaches? 

The Honda CR-V has 
had a history of air condi- 
tioner issues, enough so that 
Honda extended the warran- 
ty to seven years or 100,000 
miles whichever comes first. 
The issue has been a faulty 
air conditioner clutch. Now 
your vehicle has exceeded 
the mileage limit but I would 
still check with the dealer to 
see it Honda can apply some 
goodwill money toward the 
repair. An estimate of the 
cost of the A/C clutch is 
$130 plus about two and one 
half hours labor to complete 
the repair. 

I am a regular follower 
of your column and I hope 
that you are able to help 
with this question. My 
husband and I are trying 
to decide on a new small 
car or SUV. We would like 


a vehicle that handles well 
on our small snowy city 
streets and also be fuel ef- 
ficient a hybrid would be a 
plus. Do you have any sug- 
gestions? 

At one time if someone 
was looking for a small hy- 
brid SUV I would say the 
best and almost only choice 
was a Subaru XV Crosstrek 
hybrid. Now there are sever- 
al vehicles in this category. I 
would also look at the Toy- 
ota RAV4 and the Nissan 


Rogue, but are available in. 


fuel efficient hybrid designs. 
Of the three vehicles I was 
most impressed with the 
Toyota RAV4, it was quick, 
comfortable fuel efficient 
and handled poor weather 
extremely well 

I have a utility trailer 
and only use it once in a 
while. This past week I 
went to move it and one 
wheel wouldn’t turn. I as- 
sume the bearings have 
rusted up. This was a 
homemade trailer (I think) 
how do I find out what size 
bearing these are with- 
out knowing what kind of 
trailer itis? 

It has been my experi- 
ence that most utility trailer 
hubs and axles are pretty 
universal. depending on 
weight. Remove the old hub 
and bring it to a good auto 
parts store or a specialty 
shop like Tractor Supply 
and have them match it up. 
Depending on condition you 
might want to replace the 
hub and bearings as a set. At 
the same time buy a pair of 
“Bearing-Buddies” to keep 
the new bearing lubricated. 

I have a 2016 Toyota 
Sienna and when I first 


start the vehicle the power - 


steering doesn’t feel right. 
After much investigation 
with the dealer, apparently 
the electric power steering 
goes through a self-test 
for about 15 seconds. The 
technician’s suggestion 
was to wait 15 seconds be- 
fore I drive the vehicle. So 
far this works, but have 
you heard of this? I’m 
concerned I might have 
a problem in the future 
when the warranty runs 
out or even worse a safety 
problem when driving. 

I have not heard of any- 
thing and the explanation is 
certainly possible. Readers 
do you have adate model Si- 
enna and are you having any 
issues with the power steer- 
ing? If you are, I would like

I have read all of your 
reader comments about 
Subaru batteries and 
wonder if I have a similar 
problem. My wife has a 
2015 Honda Accord EX-L, 
and has just less than 8000 
miles on it. It is garaged in 
a one car detached garage 
that is not heated. Recent- 
ly, because of the weather 
she did not use it for about 
seven days. When she went 


to start it, the battery was . 


too dead to start the car. 
I have an old trickle style 
battery charger and after 
charging the car overnight 
it started right up. We 
took the car to the dealer, 
who checked it and found 
the battery charged and 
with no drain when the 


power was off. The dealer 


said it was not uncommon 
for a good battery to drain 
in as little as 7-10 days of 
standing. Doesn’t sound 
right to me but is it? As 
an aside, my 2003 Subaru 
Outback (winter car) sits 
outside and the old bat- 
tery, to which I have paid 
no attention, starts.the car 
with no trouble. 

In the case of your car I 
don’t think the problem was 
the car sitting but more that 
in the past two years the car 
only has been driven 8,000 
miles. What could be hap- 
pening is due to your wife’s 
driving habits the battery is 
not getting fully recharged 
after each start. Then com- 
bining the period of inac- 


tivity and some parasitic - 


drain the battery became 
discharged to the point that 
the car didn’t start. Most 
new cars have some con- 
stant drain on the battery 
but in general it less than 50 
milliamps (0.050 ampere) 
drain. Considering the re- 
serve capacity of an original 
equipment Honda battery 
it should stay charged for 
at least a month. My sug- 
gestion would be charge 
the battery every once in a 
while to keep it at its peak 
efficiency. 

I recently purchased a 
small camping trailer that 
I plan-to use this summer 
for family vacations. I plan 
to tow the trailer with my 
RAV-4 and I’m considering 
a backup camera to make 
hooking up the trailer eas- 
ier, is there something you 
can recommend? 

There are many DIY’er 
camera kits available that 
may fit your needs. Some are 
very sophisticated and will 
replace the review mirror; 
others have a portable dis- 
play similar to a navigation 
unit. Some backup cameras 
are even wire-less to allow 
for easier installation. If you 
don’t want to install the sys- 
tem yourself an auto stereo 
store is more that qualified 


‘ to do the installation. 


I own a 2012 Buick 
Enclave that I love except 
for one issue. Occasion- 
ally, when I take my foot 
off the gas to slow down, 
then step on the gas again, 
nothing happens. The car 
does not accelerate for a 
second, and then it does 
accelerate. I’ve had it to 
two mechanics, one at the 
Buick dealer and the Toy- 
ota specialist that works 
on my other car, but they 
are not able to reproduce 
the problem and therefore 
cannot diagnose it. Any 


ideas from you would be 
greatly appreciated! 

It is always difficult to 
diagnose and repair vehicles 
where the problem doesn’t 
happen on a regular basis. 
I have checked for updates 

-and technical service bul- 
letins and did find one that 
explains this characteristic 
as normal. Here is what is 
listed, when coasting at low 
speeds of less than 15 miles 
per hour with a closed throt- 
tle and then aggressively ap- 
plying the throttle such as 
a lane change, even though 
the accelerator is applied ag- 
gressively, the throttle blade 
is opened slowly for up to 
0.7 seconds to help mini- 
mize drive-line lash and 
clunking. In addition when 
making a hard, complete 
stop with a closed throttle, 
immediately . followed by 
an aggressive throttle open- 
ing the transmission down- 


shifts may not be completed 


by the time the throttle is 


opened. As a result ap-. 


proximately 0.5 seconds of 
“zero” torque may be com- 
manded to allow the shift to 
first gear to occur. General 
Motors considers both of 
these situations normal and 
not needing repairs. 

I have a 2008 Saturn 
Aura XE as first and only 
owner with 141,000 miles 
- which has been by all ac- 
counts a great and reliable 
vehicle! That said, even 
early when under war- 
ranty on rare occasions 
(usually cold weather) 
fhe entire gauge display - 
RPM, speed, fuel and en- 
gine temperature freezes 

- completely. Usually after 
a short period of time or a 
day or two, I start the car 
and everything is normal. 
I’d prefer not to pay hun- 
dreds of dollars at a dealer 
to troubleshoot and fix 
- but now that my daugh- 
ter is driving - it bothers 
me more. I appreciate any 
thoughts or guidance. 

The issue is the instru- 
ment panel is losing com- 
munication with the cars 
computer. Years back Saturn 
did issue a technical service 
bulletin to address this is- 
sue. At this point I would go 
to a GM dealer and check 
to see if the latest software 
is installed. Re-flashing the 
car’s computer should rém- 
edy the problem. 

I currently own a 2006 
Chevrolet Trailblazer 
which I use to tow a 21- 
ft. Pontoon boat. I am 
planning on replacing it 
sometime over the coming 
year. What are your sug- 
gestions for a fuel-efficient 
vehicle that can tow 5,000 
pounds? The actual tow- 
ing weight, including trail- 
er, is around 3,500 pounds, 
but I want one with a little 
more towing capacity as to 
not strain the engine. 

Combining towing and 
fuel efficiency is a bit con- 
trary. Almost any mid-sized

vehicle but doing it in a fuel 
efficient manner is a little 
tougher.

I bought new and main- 
tain meticulously, 139,000 
miles that is perfect except 
for one problem. The only 
door that will unlock with 
the key fob or the driver’s 
side is the driver’s door. I 
have replaced the master 
switch. several times but 
this is not the problem. 
The dealer says the prob- 
lem is not a relay, although 
I’m not sure I agree. 
Dealer suggests it may 
be the door actuators 
($450 repair, per door) but 
this doesn’t seem to make 
sense, since the problem 
is not isolated to one door, 
rather the problem is with 
all three. Another reason 
I doubt this diagnosis is 
when I grab the passen- 
ger door handle, I hear 10 
beeps (previously when 
working properly, there 
would be 4 beeps indicat- 
ing all doors unlock) but 
none of the doors unlock. 
The only way for me to 
opera the rear doors and 
passenger side front door 
is to reach around and 
unlock the door manually. 


‘Could this indicate a wir- 


ing / cognputer issues? Any 
suggestions? 

The door lock actuators 
are a fairly common issue 
on Toyota products and is 
most likely the issue. That 
being said the correct proce- 
dure is to test the electrical 
connections at the actuators. 
This will take some time but 
would rule out poor electri- 
cal connections or poor sig- 
nals from the body control 
computer. 

I’m looking for a new 
mid-sized car and I am 
confused by all the choic- 
es. I have looked at the 
Hyundai Sonata, Toyota 
Camry, Chevrolet Malibu 
and Ford Fusion. Is. one 


‘of these better than the 


other? 

There is not a bad choice 
in this group. The Fusion is 
certainly the most stylish, 
the Malibu most improved, 
the Sonata has the longest 
warranty and the Camry a 
bit boring but very depend- 
able. Drive them all and buy

Gillis recalled in a 2011 
interview with The Quincy 
Sun. “I enjoyed my years as 
the city clerk. You could al- 
ways help someone out.” 

In 1992, Mr. Gillis was 
elected a Norfolk County 
commissioner. He was re- 
elected five times and served 
23 years in the county post 
before retiring in 2015. 

As clerk and county com- 
missioner, Mr. Gillis was 
succeeded by his longtime 
friend Joseph Shea.

If you knew John as a friend, you have your fond 
memories of the beloved public servant and an assort- 
ment of funny and heart-warming stories, too. 

John, the city’s longest serving city clerk and long- 
time Norfolk County commissioner, died April 26 at 


_ the age of 91. His loss saddened his family, govern- 


ment colleagues, friends and citizens across this city 
and county. 

John was a childhood chum of my father, Henry. 
Both grew up in Quincy Point. They never forget their 
roots and they remained close friends until my dad 
passed away in February, 2009. . 

I learned more about my father and their friendship 
from John. 

He recalled the story of how my dad got interested 
in journalism as a teen. 

“Henry was a great baseball player in junior high 
school. He was a first baseman. We had a teacher — 
Miss Manchester. She told Henry he should be a writer 
rather than a ball player. Henry agreed with her and he 
was a sports writer for all those years.” 


Remembering John Gillis 


By ROBERT BOSWORTH 


One of my favorite stories about Henry and John 
goes back more than 50 years ago. Along with their 
wives, Dotty and Vi, the friends drove to Washington, 
DC. for the inauguration of John F. Kennedy in Janu- 
ary, 1961. : 

John was the city clerk in Quincy and a staunch 
Democrat. Henry had covered JFK’s election as the 
country’s youngest and first and only Catholic Presi- 
dent in 1960 as a reporter for the old Boston Traveler. 

Certainly a trip for the ages was in the making. 

It turned out to be an unforgettable experience but 
not for the-way they had thought. 

Heavy snow the day before the inauguration im- 
pacted their plans. Some eight inches of the white 
stuff dropped from the Mid-Atlantic region to New 
England. Motor vehicle traffic in and around the D.C. 
area was paralyzed. Press coverage from that time re- 
ported hundreds of cars marooned and thousands more 
abandoned. | 

The Weather Bureau had predicted some snow that 
morning and a change to rain the afternoon then back 
to snow. As it turned out, it was all snow — and a lot of 
it — in a very short period of time. 

One of the reasons the streets were clogged with 
motorists: federal workers were released from work 
early in an attempt to get home. But those workers 
along with the throng of inaugural visitors ground traf- 
fic to a halt on many major routes. | 

The Gillis-Bosworth car was in the thick of it. 

“We got lost driving to D.C. in the snowstorm,” 
John recalled in a 2011 interview. “We were in Penn- 
sylvania and we didn’t know how to get to D.C. At one 


¢ On May 20, 1862, the Union Congress passes the

¢ On May 16, 1960, following the downing of an Ameri- 
can U-2 spy plane by the Soviet Union, Russian leader 
Khrushchev lashes out at the U.S. during a Paris summit 
meeting with President Dwight Eisenhower. The outburst 
angered Eisenhower and doomed any chances for success- 
ful talks. 

¢ On May 18, 1989, in Beijing, 1 million protesters take 
to the streets calling for a more democratic political sys- 
tem. On June 3, Chinese armed forces stormed Tiananmen 
Square, killing thousands and arresting over 10,000 protes- 
tors in what became known as the Tiananmen Square Mas- 
sacre. 

¢ On May 19, 1997, a 3-year-old boy dies of avian in- 
fluenza in Hong Kong. By the time the outbreak was con- 
trolled, six people were dead and 1.6 million domestic fowl 
were destroyed. The virus later mutated, becoming extraor- 
dinarily lethal, and killed 62 people in Asia before spreading

gully and we got stuck. Henry and the two girls got out 
in the snow and tried to push the car but we couldn’t 
make it. We had to turn around. We went back to the 


hotel room and had a helluva party of our own.” 

The weather did cooperate for Inauguration Day 
— Jan. 20, 1961 — but it was cold with a bitter.wind. 
It was about 22 degrees but with a strong northwest 
wind, it felt like 7 degrees. 

They settled into their seats at the Inauguration. At 
12:51 p.m., after being sworn-in by Chief Justice Earl 
Warren, Kennedy delivered his 1,364-word Inaugural © 
Address. It was over in 13 minutes and 59 seconds — 
the fourth shortest among Inaugural addresses. 

Gillis had more than a glimpse of history that day — 
the seats were 10 rows from the President. 

“On the day of the Inaugural, we got up there early. 
We didn’t know where our seats were. We had a num- 
ber. They brought us down and down and down. We 
were about 10 chairs away from the President. Right 
in the middle of the platform.” 

Then, some funny moments unfolded. 

“This little blonde woman was sitting beside me. 
And this little guy . . . he was about five feet six inches 
tall (was next to her) and I didn’t know who he was. 
He said he was from California. I told him I was from

. They eventually made it to a hotel in Virginia near 
D.C. “We had a great hotel room. The governor of 
North Carolina had the room next to us,” he said. 

The snow forced President-elect Kennedy to cancel 
dinner plans the night before his inauguration. Former 
President Herbert Hoover was unable to fly into Wash- 
ington due to the weather and missed the swearing-in 
ceremony on the.East Front of the Capitol Building. . 

And it derailed the group’s plans to attend one of 
the Inaugural Balls. 

“We got.off the road to go to the ball and it snowed 
and snowed and snowed,” John said. “We were in traf- 
fic for about an hour and it wasn’t moving at all. There 
was a gully across the way with nobody on that road 
and Henry said, ‘Do you think you can get across that 
gully?’ 

“And I said, ‘I don’t know. . . We went down the

“He says to me, ‘Hey bud, can you do me a favor?

Getting old isn’t hard.. .it 
just happens! © 

However, as you age, 
the manner in which your 
senses (hearing, vision, 
taste, smell, and touch) give 
you information about the 
world, changes. Your senses 
become less astute, making 
it harder for you to perceive 
details. Sensory fluctuations 
can modify your lifestyle 
and can result in problems 
communicating, enjoying 
activities, and staying in- 
volved with people. 

Your senses obtain infor- 
mation from your environ- 
ment. Sensory information is 
converted into nerve signals 
that are transported to the 
brain, where they are turned 
into significant sensations. 
A particular amount of stim- 
ulation is essential before 
you become cognizant of a 
sensation. This minimum 
level of sensation is referred 
to as the threshold. Aging 
elevates this threshold. 

In other words, as you 
get older you regyire more 
stimulation to be aware of 
the sensation. Aging can af- 
fect all of your senses, but 


typically hearing and vision 


_are most affected. Devices 


such as glasses and hearing 
aids, or lifestyle changes are 
commonly used to improve 
your ability to hear and see. 

As you. advance in 
years, structures inside the 
ear begin to alter and their 
functions deteriorate. Your 
ability to ascertain sounds 


diminishes. You may also 


experience issues with main- 
taining your balance as you 
sit, stand, and walk. Hearing, 
especially of high-frequency 
sounds, may become more 
difficult. You may have 
trouble distinguishing the 
difference between specific 
sounds, or you may have 
problems hearing a conver- 
sation when there is back- 
ground noise. Persistent, ab- 


normal ear noise (tinnitus) © 


is another widespread prob- 
lem in older adults. Causes 
of tinnitus may involve wax 
buildup or medicines that 
harm structures inside the 
ear. Impacted ear wax can 
also affect hearing and is 
common as we age. 

Aging causes alterations 
with all of the eye struc- 
tures. The cornea becomes 
less sensitive, so you might 


not be-awaresof eye injuries. 
By the time you turn 60, 
your pupils may decrease to 
about one third of the size 
they were when you were 
20, and they may react more 
slowly in response to dark- 
ness or bright light. The 
lens becomes yellowed, less 
flexible, and slightly cloudy. 
The fat pads supporting the 
eyes decrease and the eyes 
sink into their sockets while 
the eye muscles become less 
able to fully rotate the eye. 
As you age, the sharp- 
ness of your vision (visual 
acuity) gradually declines 
and problems with glare, 
brightness, and darkness 
may make you abstain from 
driving at night. You may be- 
come more aware that it gets 
more difficult to differenti- 
ate blues from greens than it 
is to tell reds from yellows. 
Small particles called float- 
ers can also appear in your 
field of vision as the gel-like 
substance (vitreous) inside 
your eye starts to shrink. In 
most cases, floaters do not 
reduce your vision. Aging 
eyes also may not produce 
enough tears, leading to 


dry eyes. If dry eyes are left 
untreated, infection, inflam-

mation, and scarring of the 
cornea can occur. 

The senses of taste and 
smell work mutually, 4s most 
tastes are associated with 
odors. Your sense of smell 
initiates at the nerve end- 
ings high in the lining of the 
nose. Additionally, most of 
us possess about 9,000 taste 
buds. Your taste buds sense 
sweet, salty, sour, bitter, and 
umami flavors. Umami is a 
taste linked with foods that 


contain glutamate, such as: 


the seasoning monosodium 
glutamate (MSG). 

Smell and taste play a 
crucial role in food -enjoy- 
ment and safety. Smell and 


taste also permit you to de-- 


tect danger, such as spoiled 
food, gases, and smoke. 
The number of taste buds 
decreases as you age, while 
each remaining taste bud 
also begins to shrink. Sensi- 
tivity to the five tastes also 
frequently declines after age 
60. In addition, your mouth 
produces less saliva as you 
age, causing dry mouth, 
which can affect your sense 
of taste. Your sense of smell 
can also diminish, especially 
after age 70 and may be re- 
lated to a loss of nerve end- 
ings and decreased mucus 
production in the nose. Mu- 
cus helps odors stay in the 
nose long enough to be de- 
tected by the nerve endings. 
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Losing Your Taste For The Golden Years 


It also helps clear odors from 
the nerve endings. Certain 
things can hdsten the loss 
of taste and smell including, 
diseases, smoking, and ex- 
posure to harmful particles 
in the air. 

Another issue that get- 
ting old makes us vul- 
nerable to is reduced or 
changed sensations. These 
changes can occur because 
of decreased blood flow to 
the nerve endings or to the 
spinal cord or brain. The 
spinal cord transmits nerve 
signals and the brain inter- 


-prets these signals. Health 


problems, such as a lack of 
certain nutrients, can also 
instigate sensation changes. 
Brain surgery, problems in 
the brain, confusion, and 
nerve damage from injury 
or chronic diseases such as 
diabetes can also result in 
sensation changes. After age 
50, many people admit to 
having either reduced sen- 
sitivity to pain, or that_they 
may feel and recognize pain, 
but it does not cause them 
significant distress. The in- 
creased risk of falling is a 
well- documented, common 
problem for older people. It 
is quite conceivable to de- 
velop problems walking be- 
cause of reduced ability to 
perceive where your body is 
in relation to the floor. 

In addition to the prob-

lems already discussed, as 
you venture into the later 
years of life, you may ex- 
perience other changes, in- 
cluding: In organs, tissues, 
and cells and in the bones, 
muscles, and joints. 

If you have noticed 
changes in your body related 
to any of your senses, talk 
with your health care pro- 
vider. In many cases there 
are very simple ways to treat 
the problem and manage the 
symptoms. Numerous is- 
sues can be remedied by the 
use of medications and or 
lifestyle changes. 

Keep in mind that grow- 
ing old isn’t the worst thing 
that can happen to a person, 
as William Wordsworth said 
“The wiser mind mourns 
less for what age takes away 
than what it leaves behind.” 
Do not regret growing old-

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Koch Proposes $299.4M 
Budget; Up $11 Million MLB Player, Manager 


Increases For Public Safety, School System 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Mayor Thomas Koch on 
Monday night introduced his 
proposed $299.43 million 
budget for the upcoming fis- 
cal year, which includes in- 
creases for the Quincy Fire 
and Police Departments as 
well as the city’s school sys- 
tem. 

Koch’s proposed spend- 
ing plan for fiscal year 2018, 
which begins July 1, would 
represent an increase of just 
under $11 million from the 
fiscal year 2017 budget of 
$287.87 million. The 4 per- 
cent increase from FY17 to 
FY 18 is on par with increas- 
es over the past five budget 
cycles, which have ranged 
between 3.14 percent and 
4.4 percent. 

“The increase, I think, is 
fairly conservative,’ Koch 
said. “This is a budget, I 
think, that meets the needs 
of our city, the expectations 
for the services we pro- 
vide.” 

The.mayor estimated his 
proposed budget would add 
another $100 to $150 to the 
average tax bill for single- 
family homes starting next 
year, less than half of the 
$357 increase the average 
homeowner saw this year. 
The tax rate for 2018 will be 
set in December. 

The City Council’s. fi- 
nance committee will review 
the budget over the next 
month, beginning with two 
meetings next week. ‘The 
first, scheduled for Monday, 
May 8, at 6:30 p.m. will in- 
clude a public hearing dur- 
ing which community mem- 
bers are invited to speak. 
The committee will convene 
again on Friday, May 12, for 
a rare daytime session that 
will start at 8:30 a.m. A third 
meeting is set for May 24 if 
needed. 

The council has the abil- 
ity to cut money from the 
budget, but cannot increase 
money for any line items. 

Under Koch’s proposal, 
the Quincy Fire Depart- 
ment’s budget would rise 
from $22.7 million in FY17 
to $25.09 million — an in- 
crease of about $2.39 mil- 
lion. The increase is for 
new personnel — the depart-

ment added 27 new recruits 
in February and they will 
graduate from their training 
course this later this month. 
The line item for overtime in 
the budget will increase by 
$275,000 and added money 
has also been provided for 
a fitness-training program 
meant to reduce injuries, the 
replacement of turnout gear 
and phasing out old radios. 

Koch said the budget 
would allow the department 
to fully staff all equipment, 
including the rescue truck, 
and eliminate the need to 
come back to the council for 
additional overtime money 
throughout the year. 

“For the first time in 
many, many, many fiscal 
years, this budget is fully 
funded. We won’t have to 
come back to this body and 
look for transfers for over- 
time,” the mayor stated. 

“One of the big changes 
here is Rescue 1 in service 
on a full-time basis. That’s 
been sporadic over the years 
because of manpower and 
funding. Rescue 1 is an im- 
portant piece of apparatus 
in the fire service, as you 
all know, and will serve this 
community quite well.” 

The Quincy Police De- 
partment would receive a 
$1 million funding increase 
— from $26.99 million to 
$27.99 million. Included 
in the increase is money 
for a fifth captain. The new 
captain’s position would be 
responsible for overseeing 
special operations, includ- 
ing the K-9, Marine and 
Motorcycle Units. 

The Quincy Public 
Schools budget would in- 
crease by $2.9 million, ‘from 
$98.75 million this fiscal 
year to $101.67 -, million. 
The School Committee is 
responsible for determining 
where the extra money will 
go;. the City Council sets 
bottom line for the school 
system’s budget. 

“T think this is an excel- 
lent budget for the school 
budget,” Koch said. “I’m 
so incredibly proud of our 
school system.” 

Aside from the new po- 
lice captain, the budget pro- 
vides funding for four other

new positions: a junior traf- 
fic engineer, a laborer in the 
Park Department, a techni- 
cian for the IT Department 
and a new assessor special- 
izing in commercial prop- 
erty. 

The budget includes 
$250,000 that would go to- 
wards the city’s stabiliza- 
tion fund and $100,000 for 
a reserve to pay off other 
post-employment _ benefits 
(OPEB). The stabilization 


fund would reach $10.59 - 


million in FY18 once the 
money in the budget is allo- 
cated, up from $4.49 million 
in FY11 and $6.01 million 
in FY14. 

“Fiscal -18 continues to 
be one that we’re going to 
build our reserves,” Koch 
said. “We’ve made that 
commitment.” 

The budget is funded 
through three revenue 
sources. The lion’s share — 
73 percent — is from prop- 
erty taxes. State aid is ex- 
pected to fund 16 percent of 
the budget and local receipts 
— including the excise tax on 
vehicles, the city’s portion 
of the meals tax and various 
permits and licenses — will 
contribute 11 percent. 

Koch anticipates receiv- 
ing $47.34 million in state 
aid, based on Gov. Charlie 
Baker’s recommendations, 
and $32.5 million in local 
receipts in FY18. 

The mayor said rising 
commercial values would 
help offset the tax burden on 
homeowners. Commercial 
property values in Quincy 


grew by $46.19 million in - 


2017. That is the fourth 
highest increase in Mas- 
sachusetts — only Boston, 
Cambridge and Waltham 
Saw greater increases in 
commercial value. 

“We’re seeing a great up- 
tick in commercial growth,” 
Koch said. 

“That means when we go 
to set the tax rate this fall, 
instead of that crazy resi- 
dential number carrying the 
levy, we have the commer- 
cial going up — maybe not 
at the same rate but enough 
that it carries the burden so 
the residential doesn’t carry 
the entire burden.”

Passes Away At Age 95

Quincy’s Sam Mele, a 
former Major League base- 
ball player and manager who 
guided the Minnesota Twins 
to the team’s first American 
League pennant in 1965, 
died Monday evening. He 
was 95 years old. 

Mele made his Big 
League debut on April 15, 
1947 as a right fielder for 
the Boston Red Sox. A New 
York native and star bas- 
ketball player at New York 
University, he shared the 
outfield with Ted Williams 


in left and Dom DiMaggio ~ 


in center. 

“Those were some kind 
of teammates,” Mele re- 
called in a 2009 interview 
in his Quincy home. Mele, 
who had lived in this city 
since 1949 and married a 
Quincy girl, Connie (Cle- 
mens), a former Miss Mer- 
rymount, played 10 seasons 
in The Show for six differ- 
ent teams, including two 
stints with the Red Sox from 
1947-1949 and 1954-1955. 

Mele’s career in profes- 
sional baseball spanned 
more than 30 years as a 


‘player, scout, minor league 


instructor and manager with 
the Minnesota Twins. He 
coached the Twins to the 
franchise’s first American 
League pennant in 1965 
and came within a game of 
winning the World Series 
that year bowing to the Los 
Angeles Dodgers, 4 games 
to 3. 

He developed long-time 
friendships with Williams 
and DiMaggio and remi- 
nisced about his baseball 
buddies in the interview.

ting practice one day, Mele 
headed to the outfield and 
heard a voice. “Hey Kid, 
come over here.” It was 
Williams. He talked hitting 
with the rookie right-fielder. 
Mele then asked him about 
getting some fielding tips. 

“Ted said to me ‘Don’t 
talk to me about fielding 
— you go to that little guy 
in center field.’ And that’s 
when I met Dom DiMag- 
gio. And Ted yelled to Dom 
that I was coming over to 
see him and Dominic intro- 
duced himself. He told me 
a lot of little things about 
playing the outfield.” 

It was the start of a life- 
long bond — on and off the 
field. 

Sam Mele wore #14 
when he was a rookie for the 
Red Sox. That number was 
retired after another #14 — 


a Jim Rice — was inducted 


into the Hall of Fame in July 
of 2009. Incidentally, Mele 
was one of the scouts who 
watched Rice develop into a 
bona fide major leaguer. 

Mr. Mele played baseball 
for six major league teams: 
Boston Red Sox (1947- 
1949, and 
Washington Senators (1949- 
1952), Chicago White Sox 
(1952-1953), Baltimore 
Orioles (1954), Cincinnati 
Redlegs (1955) and Cleve- 
land Indians (1956). 

He managed the Min- 
nesota Twins from 1961 to 
1967. He compiled a 546 
winning percentage as man- 
ager (524 wins and 436 
losses.) 

He was a career .267 
hitter with 80 homeruns 
and 544 runs batted in. He 
played in 1,046 games. 


1954-1955)), 


When his playing career 
ended in the minor leagues 
in 1958, Mele became a 
scout for the Washington 
Senators. He began his 
coaching career on July 4, 
1959 joining the staff of the 
Washington Senators under 
manager Cookie Lavagetto 
when Billy Jurges departed 
to become skipper of the 
Red Sox. He followed the 
franchise when it moved to 
Bloomington, Minnesota, 
as the Minnesota Twins in 
1961. 

The Twins struggled win- 
ning only 19 games during 
the early part of the 1961 
campaign and Mele filled in 
as manager on June 6, 1961 
and was later named the full 


_ time skipper on June 23. The 


Twins would move up in the 
standings finishing seventh 
that season. 

The team finished in third 
place in 1963, tied for sixth 
place in 1964 and rebound- 
ed to win the AL Pennant 
in 1965 winning 102 games 
(60 losses). 


Mele was let go as man- 


ager of the Twins during 
the 1967 season. He never 
managed again at any level 
in baseball. He was reunited 
with the Red Sox where he 
served as a special assign- 
ments scout from the mid- 
season of 1967 until his re- 
tirement in 1994.

SCAM OR NO SCAM: Recently, there has been me- 
dia coverage of a scam where a caller tries to get you to 
say “Yes” and that affirmative answer would be sufficient 
to authorize charges on your phone or utility bill as well as 
your credit card. The scammer would pretend not to be able 
to hear you and then ask, “Can you hear me?” This usu- 
ally resulted in a “Yes” answer. Initially, the warning was 
covered by major news outlets along with a Better Busi- 
ness Bureau satellite office, however, upon closer exami- 
nation there are some questions as to how valid this scam { 
is. According to “Snopes”, an authentication website, they } 
have not been able to identify any scenario under which a 
scammer could authorize charges in another person’s name 
simply by possessing a voice recording of that person say- i 
ing “yes,” without also possessing a good deal of personal 1 


able to reproduce any other form of verbal response from 

that person. Secondly, in reality, anyone could say “Yes” 

for you since there is no system to confirm your voice iden- 

tity for scams at this level. Simply, there are no known da- : 
tabases of voice recordings for phone companies, utilities ' 
or credit card companies. Snopes reported that in all the 
news reports they could find, interviewees merely reported 
having been asked the common question (“Can you hear 
me?”) but did not claim that they themselves had fallen 
prey to scammers. Even if it was true, the other major is- 
sue is how scammers can apply “Yes” and then access your 
account without security codes and passwords, etc.

said, has often portrayed 
the men and women who 
fought in the war as poorly 
disciplined, drug-abusing, 
and underprivileged draft- 
ees serving against their 
will. War crimes are por- 
trayed as routine and those 
who returned home labeled 
as troubled individuals who 
struggled to fit in with soci- 
ety. 

“As we remember the 
men who are honored on 
this clock and those who had 
the courage and the convic- 
tion to serve, I just wanted 
to take a minute to recall 
the facts and set the record 
straight,” Dunford said. 

“Only 25 percent of those 
who served in the Vietnam 
War were draftees. The truth 
is, most of them served sim- 
ply because they thought it 
was the right thing to do. 
Like their predecessors in 
World War II and Korea, 
those serving in Vietnam 
were representative of a 
cross section of our society. 
They were among the best 
and the brightest our nation 
had to offer.” 

“When they came home,” 
he added, “they became doc- 
tors, lawyers, congressmen, 
teachers, policemen and 
firemen. For decades they 
were our scout leaders, our 
coaches and our community 
leaders. 

“Those Vietnam veterans 
that stayed in the military 
assumed positions of lead- 
ership and the built the all- 
volunteer force that won the 
Cold War and Desert Storm.

“I’m proud that for the 
last 30 years, each and every 
year we’ve gathered here to 
recognize the 48 names that 
are on this clock tower,” he 
said. 

Baker said those who 
served didn’t do so for glory 
or recognition, but out of a 
sense of service. 

“Most of the people who 
served — I would argue al- 
most all the people who 
served — they don’t do it for 
the glory. They don’t do it 
for the recognition. They do 
it for their country,” the gov- 
ernor said. 

“When they come back,

their futures,” Keenan said.

The April 27 event in- 
cluded performances by 
Massachusetts State Police 
Sgt. Daniel Clark — known as 
the ‘Singing Trooper’— who 
sang the national anthem 
and “The Wall,” about the 
Vietnam Veterans Memorial 
in Washington. F-15s with 
the Massachusetts Air Na- 
tional Guard’s 104th Fighter 
Wing made a fly-over in the 
Missing Man formation fol- 
lowing the national anthem. 

Former Army medic 
James McCloughan — a 
Medal of Honor nominee — 
sang “Fallen, But Not For- 
gotten.” 

~“T’ve been all over the

Retired Navy Capt. Rich- 
ard Stratton, who was a pris- 
oner of war in Vietnam for 
Six years, is among those 
honored with a brick at the 
island. He thanked Paul 
Moody, the commander of 
the SAL squadron, for his 
stewardship of the island. 

“This is a class act,” said 
Stratton, a Quincy native 
who now resides in Florida. 
“We appreciate it.” 

The group then moved to 
the McIntyre Mall outside 
City Hall, which includes a 
monument to Stratton and 
the late E. Alan Brudno. 


Brudno, a Quincy native, 


spent seven-and-half-years 
as prisoner of war in Viet- 
nam and took his own life 
four months after his re- 
lease. 

Retired Marine Corps Lt. 
Col. Orson Swindle, a na- 
tive of Georgia, was among 
those who spoke outside 
City Hall. Swindle, who 
now resides in Colorado, 
was held as a prisoner of 
war for six years and four 
months during the Vietnam 
War, including a time in a 
cell next to Brudno.

“We had a mosque, a tem- 
ple, Catholic church, and a 
congregational church. You 
were what you were: if you 
were a good kid, you were 
a good kid. Religion or race 
didn’t have anything to do 
with it. 

.“T am so proud to have 
been brought up in Quincy 
Point,” Gillis told the Sun 
six years ago. “It was the 
greatest place in the world 
to be brought up.” 

After the Mass, the fu- 
neral procession turned left 
onto Hancock Street and 
stopped in front of City Hall 
where a large American flag 
was hoisted by two Quincy 
fire trucks. This area had 
been closed off to vehicular 
traffic last June as part of the

Friends, Colleagues Remember John Gillis 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Colleagues of the late 
John M. Gillis described 
Quincy’s _ longest-serving 
city clerk as a mentor to 
many, a giant of a man and 
a good friend willing to help 
others. 

Mr. Gillis, who served 33 
years as Quincy’s city clerk 
and 23 as a Norfolk County 
Commissioner, died April 
26. He was 91 years old. 

Mr. Gillis served as city 
clerk during the adminis- 
trations of seven mayors: 
Amelio Della Chiesa, James 
Mcintyre, Walter Han- 
non, Joseph LaRaia, Arthur 
Tobin, Frank McCauley and 
James Sheets. 

Mr. Gillis stepped down 
as city clerk in 1992 after 
winning a four-year term 
as a Norfolk County com- 
missioner that fall. He was 
re-elected five-times and 
served in that role until his 
retirement in 2015. Joseph 
Shea, who had also succeed- 
ed Mr. Gillis as city clerk, 
filled his seat as a county 
commissioner. 

Mayor Thomas Koch 
said Mr. Gillis’ love for 
Quincy was unmatched and 
that his legacy would live on 
through the many he men- 

- tored and helped throughout 
the years. 

“John was a giant in this 


| city and a true blessing to 


everyone, including myself, 
“lucky enough to call him a 
friend. His love of Quincy 


_ unparalleled, and the dig- 


nity and respect with which 


he treated everyone he met 
through the years will long 
stand as a model for anyone 
in public service,’ Koch 
said. 

“He was a great mentor 
to many and helped count- 
less more in ways large 
and small. That legacy will 
undoubtedly carry on. On 
behalf of our community, I 
wish to extend my deepest 
sympathies to his daughter, 
Pam, and his grandchil- 
dren.” 

Francis Bellotti, a’ Navy 
veteran of World War II who 
served as the state’s lieuten- 
ant governor and attorney 
general, said he was a friend 
of Mr. Gillis for nearly 60 
years. Mr. Gillis was there — 
along with Henry Bosworth 
Jr., who would later found 
The Quincy Sun, and Rich- 


ard Koch Sr., Mayor Koch’s - 


father and a longtime com- 
munity activist — when Bel- 
lotti decided to run for lieu- 
tenant governor in 1962. 

“When I decided to run 
for lieutenant governor I 
was sitting in a car with 
John Gillis, Henry Bosworth 
and Dick Koch. The first po- 
litical affair I ever went to, I 
went with John, and we’ve 
been close ever since and 
that’s over 60 years ago,” 
Bellotti said. 

“He’s not only a close 
friend but he’s part of what 
they call the Greatest Gen- 
eration. He was good friend 
for 50 or 60 years. We’re 


‘going to ,zmiss him. There 


aren’t many of us left from 


_ the Second World War.” 


Hannon said he often 


. relied on the advice of Mr. 


Gillis during his time as 
mayor. 

““We’ve lost a giant of 
a man. He was very influ- 
ential on the City Council 
and on the city as a whole. 
John was a steady guy who 
never got excited. When I 
was mayor I used John as a 
crutch a lot,’ Hannon said, 
recalling times he would ap- 
proach Mr. Gillis about an 
idea for his opinion on it, 
and Mr. Gillis would be able 
to use his experience to of- 
fer advice. 

“John was a wonderful 
human being and we’re all 
sad for his passing.” 

Tobin, who served as 
City Council president 
for eight years before be- 
ing elected mayor, said he 
worked closely with Mr. 
Gillis in both those roles, 
though their friendship be- 
gan years before that when 
Tobin was a pre-teen. 

“We all looked up to 
John. He joined the Marine 
Corps and then I joined 
the Marine Corps and Jim 
McIntyre joined the Marine 
Corps,” said Tobin, now the 
clerk-magistrate at Quincy 
District Court. 

“T had a long history with 
John. He was quite a fix- 
ture at City Hall...He made 
many friends and helped 
many people in the clerk’s 
office.” 

McCauley, who served 
on the City Council before 
and after his time as mayor, 
said Mr. Gillis was a calm-

ing force at City Hall. He 
said Mr. Gillis — and Shea, 
his successor — were great 
helpers to those who served 
on the council. 

“Those of us who served 
during the Gillis and Shea 
era were very lucky. I’m not 


sure we knew how lucky we . 


were,” McCauley said. “I 
served on the council three 
separate times. They were 
both great individuals and 
very competent.” 

Rep. Ron Mariano, the 
majority leader in the House 
whose district includes 
Quincy Point; said Mr. Gil- 
lis was always there for 
those in need of assistance. 
He credited Mr. Gillis for 
helping him during his time 
on the Quincy School Com- 
mittee and later on when he 
decided to run for a seat in 


the Legislature. 

“John Gillis was the 
Democratic Party in Quin- 
cy; he brought the Demo- 
cratic Party to Quincy and 
spent his whole life serving 
the city. He was a great hu- 
manitarian...He was just a 
wonderful man who did a 
lot of things to help people,” 
Mariano said. “It’s a sad day 
for Quincy.” 

George Burke, who was 
first elected to the Quincy 
City Council in 1959 and 
was later a state represen- 
tative and Norfolk Country 
district attorney called Mr. 
Gillis a dear friend and an 
amazing man. He said Mr. 
Gillis was always available 
to help him out when need- 
ed and dedicated his life to 
the city of Quincy. 

“I never met someone so

nice to everyone — he treat- 
ed everyone like a king. He 
served the city of Quincy 
as no one else has,” Burke 
said. “It’s a sad day for the 
city. He was a man who ded- 
icated his life to the city.” 

Burke graduated from 
Quincy High School with 
Mr. Gillis’ late wife Violet, 
who passed away in 2011. 

“They made a great a 
couple,” Burke said. 

Nicole Crispo, who suc- 
ceeded Shea as city clerk

said years later. 

Another funny moment 
occurred when poet Robert 
Frost took to the podium. 
Frost had brought along with 
him a handwritten poem en- 
titled “Dedication” which 
he had intended for the 
President. Frost had planned 
to read a typed copy of the 
poem at the ceremonies. But 
the sun’s glare reflecting off 
the heavy snow that fell the 
night before proved difficult 
to read-Then the wind gust- 
ed one of the pages from the 
poet’s hands. 

“Everybody was laugh- 
ing but we shouldn’t have,” 
John said. “The poor guy 
was doing the best he could. 
Henry said, ‘He must be a 
newspaperman.”’ Ill never 
forget it. 

“We had a great time.” 

Frost was quick on his 
feet. He regained his com- 
posure and recited “The Gift 
Outright” by memory. He 
handed the original version 
of the Dedication to Ken- 
nedy and First Lady Jacque- 
line. 

Gillis went to one other 
inauguration — the first term 
for President Bill Clinton in 
1993. ; 

But it paled compared to 
1961. 

“Clinton’s was nothing 
like Kennedy’s. Our seats 
weren’t good. We were way 
back. 

“The Kennedy inaugural 
was the greatest time I’ve 
ever had in my life.” 

John and Henry were 


more than friends. They had 
a lifetime bond that grew 
stronger with the passing 
years. 

In 1968, when Henry de- 
cided to launch this news- 
paper, it was John Gillis 
who stood by his friend and 
helped sustain the paper 
during those crucial early 
months. 

After the city’s daily 
paper dropped the name 
“Quincy” from its banner, 
Henry moved in and started 
this weekly as the only paper 
focused solely on the City of 
Presidents. John, as the city 
clerk, decided that he could 
run city legal notices in the 
Sun generating needed reve- 
nue for those early editions. 

The daily paper folks 
weren’t too happy. John told 
them if you can run the le- 
gals for the same price as 
Henry, you can get a share 
of them, too. 

They couldn’t atch the 
price and so the Sun got 
most of the city’s legal ad- 
vertisements. 

~ I first met John about 30 
years ago when I began my 
full-time career here. He’d 
stop by the office and see 
Henry from time to time. 
And we’d go to city hall 
sometimes together. Short 
walks across the street that 
still mean something to me 
today. 

John was also accom- 
modating and friendly. If 
you needed information for 
a story, he’d make time for 
you. Even after City Hall 
closed. I remember doing 


a story on the city’s tpopu- 
lation and quoting John as 
saying the count was higher 
than the previous census. 

I left work after writing 
the story and went home. 
My father soon got home 
and asked me to call John. 
Henry wanted some more 
information for the story 


- and details about the popu- 


lation boom. 

I rang his number — prob- 
ably around dinner time 
— and John answered. We 
chatted, I got the answers 
I needed and made the re- 
vision the next day before 
deadline. A small example 
of John finding the time for 
someone and putting that 
person first. 

Sometimes you’d find 
John sitting with his long- 
time friend, Tommy Burke, 
the assistant city clerk. 
They’d sit in Tommy’s of- 
fice in City Hall. John of- 
ten times had a cigar in his 
mouth. They’d talk city pol- 
itics and reminisce about the 
good old days.

In one memorable 
game in 1952, he tied a ma- 
jor-league record by hitting 
a triple and home run in the 
same inning which drove in

after the team relocated. 

On June 23, 1961, at the 
age of 39, Sam was named 
Manager of the Twins..He 
inherited a young but tal- 
ented team led by such stars 
as Hall of Famer Harmon 
Killebrew, Tony Oliva and 
Bob Allison. The teqg) im- 
proved each year and in 
1965 the Twins won the 
American League pennant 


and faced the Los Angeles 


Dodgers in the World Series 
that went to seven games. 
Unfortunately for the Twins 
in that deciding game they 
had to face the Dodgers 
great Hall-of Fame pitcher 
Sandy Koufax who shut 
them out 2-0. His lifetime 
managerial record was 524 
wins against. 436 losses and 
it included his Manager of 
the Year award in 1965. 
After leaving the Twins 
in 1967 Mr. Mele rejoined 
the Red Sox as a Special 
Assignment Scout, a posi- 
tion he held until his retire- 
ment in 1994. During that 
time Sam was instrumental 
in the Red Sox scouting and 
signing of Hall-of-Famer 
Jim Rice. In 1995 Mr. Mele 
was awarded the prestigious 
Judge Emil Fuchs Memorial

Nomination papers must 
be returned to the Board of 
Registrars by July 25. Can- 
didates need to collect. 50 
signatures; residents run- 
ning for one of the six ward 
councillor seats must obtain 
the signatures from within 
their ward. 

Certified nomination pa- 
pers, including a statement 


- of candidacy, must be sub- 


mitted to the city clerk by 
Aug. 8. 

A preliminary election, if 
necessary, would take place 
on Tuesday, Sept. 12. A 
preliniinary election would 
be required if more than 
two candidates run for any 
one ward council seat, or if 
more than six ran for either 
councillor at-large or school 
board. 

The final election is set 
for Tuesday, Nov. 7. 

Laforest, in announcing 
her candidacy for the at-large 
seat, said she wanted to con- 
tinue the work she’s done in 
her district citywide. 

“From the beginning, I 
have prided myself on com- 
municating with my constit- 
uents, protecting the integri- 


ty of our neighborhaods and 


exerting my strong work 
ethic in advocating for my 
district,” Laforest said. 

“T have been a consistent 
champion of coastal issues; 
working with residents of 


’ our most vulnerable areas 


during storm events, lead- 
ing the efforts citywide to 
correct our flood maps and 
repair our flood control in- 
frastructure, and ensuring 
public access to our water- 
front. As chairwoman of 
the Ordinance Committee, 
I have facilitated the city’s 
land disposition agreements 
to allow for improvements 
to our long stagnant down- 
town. I am pleased to see 
progress on our first dog 
park and new animal shelter 
and am actively involved in 
that project’s development. 

“Tt is my level and qual- 
ity of experience in repre- 
senting both neighborhoods 
and parts of our urban corri- 
dor in serving as the elected 
official closest to the people 
that has uniquely qualified 
me to best represent the City 
of Quincy as an at-large 
councillor.”

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Councillors Hear Second 
Park Plan Presentation 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

The head of the city’s 
park department recently 
presented city councillors 
with plans to improve near- 
ly two dozen parks across 
Quincy as part of $27 mil- 
lion bond bill now pend- 
ing in the council’s finance 
committee. 3 

Mayor Thomas Koch 
introduced the $27 million 
bond, which would be paid 
for with hotel tax receipts, 
April 3 and the finance 
committee met to discuss 
the matter for the first time 
on April 10. The commit- 
tee met again to discuss the 
bond on May 1. 

At the May 1 meeting, 
Chris Walker, Koch’s com- 
munications director, said 
the administration had bro- 
ken down the bond bill into 
four separate items. Several 
councillors at the April 10 
meeting had expressed con- 
cern over being asked to take 
a single up or down vote on 
the whole package. 

The four items are $15.7 
million for the construction 
of the promenade phase of 
the -Hancock-Adams Green 
in Quincy Center; 
million to acquire several 
parcels of land in Houghs 
Neck near the maritime cen- 
ter and LaBrecque Field; 
$2.4 million to design and 
permit improvements to 
Merrymount Park; and $6.1 
million for various park im- 
provements throughout the 
city, each $1 million or less.. 

Paul Franz, director of 
the Park and Forestry -De- 
partment, gave an overview 
of 20 park projects included 
in the $6.1 million line item. 
The projects he highlighted 
at the‘May 1 meeting have a 
total cost of $3.2 million. 

Franz said city officials 
looked at the needs of all 
52 parks in Quincy before 
drawing up the list of proj- 
ects included in the bond

Remembering Sam Mele 


ou meet a lot of nice people in Quincy, especially 
_ working at the local newspaper. 

But in my 30 years at The Quincy Sun, few people 
have been nicer than Sam Mele. 

If you knew Sam, you were saddened by his pass- 
ing May 1. The former Major League Baseball player, 
manager and scout was 95. 

I first met Sam when’ I was just a young kid. I “pinch 
ran” for him at a charity softball game at Adams Field 
many years ago. My dad was the manager of the News 
Media team that was taking on a squad of elected offi- 
cials — all in good fun — for the benefit of the Muscular 
Dystrophy Association. 

Henry and Sam were great friends going back many 
years. To generate some interest in the game — and 
perhaps gain a little competitive advantage — Henry 
invited Sam to bat for the media team. I got to run for 
him after he made contact with the pitch. 

It was a thrill for me — just a young lad at the time — 
to run for a former major leaguer. 

A few years later we would meet up with Sam again 
at a special fundraiser for the Jimmy Fund at the Neigh- 
borhood Club. It was the fall of 1988 and Sam’s night 
featured testimonials from some of his former Red Sox 
teammates including Ted Williams and Bobby Doerr. 
Sam had made his Major League Baseball debut with 
the Red Sox at the start of the 1947 season as the right 
fielder. He shared the outfield with Williams in left and 
Dom DiMaggio in center. 

It was a night to remember for Sam, his family, 
teammates and all his friends and fans. 

But the event almost never came to fruition. Sam 
agreed to the special evening on one condition: all the 


proceeds would go to the Jimmy Fund, the Red Sox — 


charity, for the Dana-Farber Cancer Institute. He never 


wanted to be the center of attention but for charity he’d’ 


stand first in line. 
« It was a trip down memory lane as some of Saim’s 
x-teammates lauded their longtime friend. 
Williams told the gathering that im all his years as- 
sociated with baseball, he hadn’t known a more like- 
able player, coach or executive than Mele. 


“I’m honored to be here tonight,” said Williams, 


dressed in a knit shirt, dress slacks and a suit jacket 
but no tie. “You’re honoring a terrific guy.” 


Doerr, another Red Sox Hall of Famer, said of Sam: 


“Going through this world, you run into some real . 


class people and Sam is one of those fellas that I run 
into. He’s a real class guy and I just think it’s won- 
derful that we’re honoring Sam. And I’m real happy I 
could be invited to be here.” 

In the past eight years I had the privilege to inter- 
view Sam at his Adams Street house twice. 

The first was in May 2009 following the death of 
Dom DiMaggio. The second occurred in June 2015 af- 
ter learning the Minnesota Twins, whom Sam guided 
to the American League Pennant in 1965, would hon- 
or him and the team on the 50th anniversary of that 
championship season. 

These really weren’t interviews, though. 


They were long talks about baseball from a man | 
_ who knew the game inside and out. 


Sam could reminisce about the old days like water 
flowing down a stream. Effortless. Enduring. Everlast- 
ing. He had a great baseball mind but an even more 
vivid memory. 

Interviewing him wasn’t work. It was pleasure. 

He shared some of his fondest memories from a ca- 
reer in baseball spanning from his first season with the 
Red Sox 70 years ago. 

For instance, while Mele absorbed hitting tips from 
Williams, it was DiMaggio who took him under his 
wing and taught him the finer points of playing de- 
fense in Fenway Park’s tricky right field. It was the 
Little Professor - DiMaggio’s nickname because of 
his diminutive 5’ 9” frame and his eyeglasses — teach- 
ing Mele — the eager student — how to be a better out- 
fielder. 

Mele’s first encounter with DiMaggio occurred 
in spring training in 1947. After taking batting prac- 
tice one day, Sam headed to the outfield and heard a 
voice. 

“Hey kid, come over here.” It was Williams. He 
talked hitting with the rookie right fielder. Mele then 
asked him about. getting some fielding tips. 

“Ted said to me, ‘Don’t talk to me about fielding — 
you go to that little guy in center field.’ And that’s when 
I first met Dom DiMaggio. And Ted yelled to Dom that 
I was coming over to see him and Dominic introduced

THE MOST SPECTACULAR travelling circus in 
America came to Quincy for a one-day extravaganza on 
_July 12, 1910. This real photo postcard captures a view 
of the street parade on that morning conducted by the 
Adams Forepaugh and Sells Brothers Big United Shows 
which was owned at the time by the Ringling Brothers. 
The elephants shown here were passing the Adams 
Building at the junction of Temple and Hancock Streets 
in Quincy Square.

There were over 
50 clowns and one of the big acts featuréG"61 trained 
horses. The exciting shows along with feeding peanuts 
to the elephants left lifetime memories for both kids 
and adults. The circus had been in Haverhill the day 
beforesit came to Quincy, and after the evening show 
here it left for the next day’s show in Brockton. But not 
before some of these elephants pulled out a few of the 
caravans that got struck in. the muddy ball fields.

On V-E Day 


President Harry Truman proclaimed victory in Europe 
but told the nation its fighting job would be finished 
only “when the last Japanese division has surrendered 
unconditionally.” 

The City of Quincy, with a global war half won and 
Quincy boys still fighting in the vast reaches of the Pacific, 
observed V-E Day quietly, a bit grimly but with reverend 
thanks. 

Mayor Charles A. Ross, upon hearing that the war in 
Europe was over, called fire headquarters and ordered 
sirens to be sounded. 

Quincy's 14,000 school children observed the victory 
with appropriate exercises in various schools and then 
dismissed for the day. 

Practically all liquor establishments in the city locked 
their doors and a large number of stores closed for the 
day. City Hall was ordered closed from noon to three in 
the afternoon. |

Vitamin D is a fat-soluble 


‘ vitamin that regulates the 


absorption of calcium and 
phosphorus in the body, as 
well as enables normal im- 
mune system function. This 
vitamin is an essential nu- 
trient imperative for strong 
bones. 

Vitamin D has 2 forms: 
D2 (obtained from’ foods 
you eat) and D3 (obtained 
from sun exposure). Vitamin 
D is produced by the body 
when your skin is exposed 
to sunlight. You can also 


. get vitamin D through spe- 


cific foods and supplements. 
Your body needs vitamin D 
to assist in the absorption 
of calcium and phospho- 
rus in your diet, that helps 
strengthen bones. 

Vitamin D deficiency can 
cause bone loss, low bone 
density, and heighten your 
chances of breaking bones. 
Vitamin D deficiency can 
also cause rickets in children 
and a condition called os- 
teomalacia in adults. Symp- 
toms may. include weakness 
and bone pain. 

Obesity is a risk factor 
for low vitamin D levels, 
since the more weight you 
carry, the more vitamin D 
your body requires. Stud- 
ies have also shown vitamin 
D deficiency may increase 
your risk of developing obe- 
sity later in life. 

The simplest way to ob- 
tain vitamin D is by expos- 
ing your skin to direct sun- 
light, specifically, ultraviolet 
B (UVB) rays. The more 
you expose your skin, the 


. more vitamin D your body 


produces. You only need to 
devote approximately half 
as much time as it takes 
your skin to turn pink and 
get sunburned. This means 
if you are fair-skinned and 
typically start to become

pink in 30 minutes, you 
only need 15 minutes of 
pre-sunscreen sun exposure 
to produce the vitamin D3 
your body needs. The darker 
your skin, the more time you 
require in the sun to produce 
vitamin D. The amount of 
vitamin D you get from sun 
exposure depends on a few 
variables such as, time of 
day, your skin tone, where 
you live, and how much 
skin you expose. 

Usually, sun exposure is 
the best way to get the vi- 
tamin D your body needs. 
Most foods that contain vi- 
tamin D only contain trivial 
amounts and won’t provide 
you with the total amount 
your body needs. 

Foods that are high in Vi- 
tamin D include: 

Fatty fish such as salmon 
or mackerel 

- Beef liver 

Egg yolks 

Milk 

Orange juice fortified 
with vitamin D 

Fortified cereals 

Infant formulas 

If you don’t get enough 
sun exposure, and foods 
are unlikely to give you the 
amount of vitamin D your 
body needs, your doctor may 
recommend that you take vi- 
tamin D supplements. There 
are two forms of vitamin D: 
D2 (ergocalciferol), found 
in food, and D3 (cholecal- 
ciferol), produced by your 
body from exposure to sun- 
light. Most over-the-counter 
vitamin D _ supplements 
contain vitamin D3, which 
is not usually vegetarian. 
If you have apprehensions 
about this, your healthcare 
provider may prescribe vita- 
min D2 supplements. 

People may be at risk for 
vitamin D deficiency if they

have an aversion to the sun, 
suffer from milk allergies, or 
stick to a vegan diet. People 
with dark skin may also be 
in jeopardy for developing 
vitamin D deficiency. This 
is because the pigment mel- 
anin diminishes their skin’s 
ability to make vitamin D 
following sun exposure. 
Other risk factors for vita- 
min D deficiency include: 


Covering your skin with. 


clothing or SPF all the time 

Obesity or gastric bypass 
surgery 

Infants who are breastfed 
and not given a vitamin D 
supplement 

Residing in northern re- 
gions where there are fewer 
hours of sunlight 

Being older (your skin is 
thinner) 

Pregnancy 

Vitamin D_ deficiency 
symptoms may be very un- 
specific. You might have 
aches, pains and fatigue or 
you may have no syzaptoms 
at all. If your vitamin D de- 
ficiency is severe, you may 


suffer from bone pain and 
reduced mobility. If adults, 
severe vitamin D deficiency 
is called osteomalacia, and in 
children a severe deficiency 
can cause rickets (softening 
and weakening of bones). A 
simple blood test called the 
25-hydroxy vitamin D test 
can measure levels of vita- 
min D in the blood. 

The U.S. recommended 
daily allowance (USRDA) 
for vitamin D is 600 IU (in- 
ternational units) per day 
for those 1-70 years of age. 
Infants under | year need 
400 IU, while adults 71 and 
older require 800 IU. 

There is such a phenom- 
enon as too much vitamin 
D. Vitamin D in excess of 
4,000 IU can cause side ef- 
fects such as anorexia, ex- 
cessive urine output, heart 
arrhythmias, and _ kidney 
stones. . Hypervitaminosis 
D occurs when people take 
too many vitamin D supple- 
ments. It is not likely that a 
person would get too nf#@h 
vitamin D from sun expo- 


sure because the body regu- | 


lates the amount it produces. 
When there is too much vi- 
tamin D in the body, calcium 
levels rise and can lead to 
hypercalcemia. Symptoms 
of hypercalcemia include: 

Anorexia 

Excessive urine output 

Heart arrhythmias 

Fatigue 

Excessive thirst 

Dehydration 

Constipation 

Muscle weakness 

Vomiting, nausea, and 
dizziness 

High blood pressure 

Organs Damaged by 
Long-Term Vitamin D Tox- 
icity can include: 

Heart 

Blood vessels 

Kidneys 

Vitamin D supplements 
also have the ability to in- 
teract with several types of 
medications. Steroids can 
interfere with vitamin D 
metabolism and affect cal- 
cium absorption. Weight 
loss drugs including orlistat 
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(Xenical, and Alli) and the 
cholesterol-lowering drug 
cholestyramine (Questran, 
LoCholest, Prevalite) can 
reduce your body’s absorp- 
tion of vitamin D and other 
fat-soluble vitamins. Drugs 
used to control epileptic sei- 
zures such as phenobarbital 
and phenytoin (Dilantin) 
can increase the metabolism 
of vitamin D and _ subse- 
quently reduce calcium ab- 
sorption. Statins and diuret- 
ics can also increase vitamin 
D levels. It is important to 
make sure that your health- 
care provider is aware that 
you are taking any vitamin 
D supplements to avoid any 
complications.

The first step in the Quin- 
cy 400 initiative is a series 
of six neighborhood meet- 
ings this spring. The meet- 
ings will be held May 23 
at the Kennedy Center, 440 - 
E. Squantum St.; May 25 
at Broad Meadows Middle 
School, 50 Calvin Rd.; May 
31 at the Wollaston Elemen- 
tary School, 205 Beale St.; 
June 20 at McKay’s Break- 
fast & Lunch, 144 Franklin 
St,; June 21 at the Quincy 
Lodge of Elks, lower level, 
254 Quarry St.; and June 27 
at Beechwood Knoll, 225 
Fenno St. 

Each meeting will start at 
6 p.m. 

Residents and commu- 
nity members can also leave 
feedback on the city’s web- 
site for the initiative — Quin- 
cy400.com — which includes 
a link to a brief survey. 

Following the commu- 
nity meetings, city officials 
will put together working 
groups of community mem- 
bers for each of the major 
themes Koch identified. The- 
working groups will meet 
through the spring of 2018, 
and the initial Quincy 400 
report will be released that 
fall. Implementation would 
take place between 2019 
and 2025, and the Quincy 
400 report would be updated 
during that time. 

Quincy will mark its 
quadricentennial in 2025 
with a celebration that is go- 
ing to be planned over the 
coming years. 

The Quincy 400 initia- 
tive has six major themes: 
neighborhoods; education; 
history, arts and culture; 
economic growth and tour- 


_ 1sm; transportation and cap- 


ital assets; and health and 
wellness. 
Koch said the city’s resi- 
dents are proud of the neigh- 
borhoods they live in and he 
wants to build on that sense 
of pride while tackling qual- 
ity of life issues, such as 
over development, parking, 


_ trash pickup, and code en- 


forcement. 
“Protecting strong neigh-

borhoods is really the most 
important thing we do. How 
do we change in a good 
way? How do we improve 
those neighborhoods? What 
are those issues we want to 
tackle — quality of life is- 
sues?” Koch said. 

“How do we improve re- 
ally the life of living in each 
of these neighborhoods?” 

In terms of education, 
Koch gave the city’s school 
system high marks, but said 
there is always room for im- 
provement. 

“How do we improve on 
the education side? I think 
we’ve got healthy numbers, 
the size of classes. I think 
we’ve got some great pro- 
grams,” Koch said. “But 
let’s engage folks that are 
in the trenches of educa- 


tion, that have kids in the - 


schools, that maybe have a 
different idea, maybe have 
a comment that may make 
a great improvement or ad- 
dition.” 

The mayor said Quincy 
has “great bones” when it 
comes to history, arts and 
culture because of its long 
and storied history. He wants 
different groups to come to- 
gether and determine how to 
elevate that even more. 

“We have great bones. 
It’s all here. We’ve got to 
capture it. We’ve got to take 
it to that next level,” Koch 
said. 
“The National Park Ser- 
vice, Discover Quincy, 
Quincy Historical Society, 
Quincy Symphony, Quincy 
Chore, the Art Association — 
all of these folks that work 
so hard on these cultural 
issues day in and day out 
— let’s bring all of those to- 
gether [and see] how we can 
take it to the next level.” 

Koch identified several 
areas — all outside of Quincy 
Center — where he would 
like to see economic growth 
happen. 

“As a city, if we’re not 
growing we’re stagnant and 
we’re going the other direc- 
tion, so it’s important we 
continue with a strong eco- 
nomic growth program — of 
course in check and well 
planned out,” Koch said. 

“Whether it’s Wollaston 
Center, where we’re prepar- 
ing a program to the City 
Council for an overlay dis- 
trict. Whether it’s the Quin-

cy shipyard, where we con- 
tinue to keep in touch with 
Dan Quirk and Jay Cash- 
man — some great things are 
happening there and I see a 


‘great future there. Whether 


it’s the Brewer’s Corner area 
of West Quincy, whether it’s 
Washington Street in Quin- 
cy Point or parts of Norfolk 
Downs. All of those areas 
are important economic 
growth areas.” s 

In terms of tourism, Koch 
noted Plymouth would be 
celebrating its quadricen- 
tennial — the anniversary 
of the Mayflower arriving 
— in 2020. More than 7 mil- 
lion visitors are expected 
to make the pilgrimage to 
Plymouth that year as part of 
the anniversary celebration 
and Koch wants Quincy to 
be ready. for that — by com- 
pleting © Hancock-Adams 
Green in front of City Hall 
and launching year-round 
tours of City Hall, the Unit- 
ed First Parish Church and 
Hancock Cemetery, among 
other steps. 

“There is no way Plym- 
outh can handle all that 
themselves,” he said. 
“We’ve got to begin getting 
ready for that first, if you 
will, onslaught of visitess 
that are going to be looking 
for other experiences in the 
region.” 

Additionally, the mayor 
wants to start a sister city 
program, in which Quincy 
would be paired off with 
other cities. around the 
globe. Koch said the first 
focus would be on countries 
from which Quincy’s early 
residents arrived. 

“T think that would be a 


great way to celebrate our - 


history and reconnect, but 
also it promotes tourism at 
the same time,” he said. 

Transportation and capi- 
tal assets includes roads, 
sidewalks, underground in- 
frastructure and municipal 
buildings. It also includes 
plans to make the city safer 
for pedestrians and bicy- 
clists and improvements to 
intersections. 

“There is much to do. I 
don’t think anybody ques- 
tions that there is a long list, 
but we want folks right out 
there in their neighborhoods 
to help solve some of these 
issues and help contribute 
to the conversation.” Koch 
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said. 

“lm not suggesting 
we’re going to be a utopia. 
There is always room for 
improvement. There is at- 
ways room for conversation 
and out of that we’ll then set 
the priorities.” 

The final theme the 
initiative will touch on is 
health and wellness for all 
age groups, from children 
in the school system to the 
city’s seniors. 

“Certainly there is a new 
focus on health and well- 
ness, and that’s for the in- 
dividual but also for our 
community. This overlaps 
also with the transportation 
piece and the infrastructure 
piece — how do we make it 
easier for people to bike, to 
jog, to run in safe conditions 
without being run over,” 
Koch said. 

“We go from Quincy Bay 
to-the Blue Hills with plac- 
es for folks to be out and 
about.” 

Koch, following the an- 
nouncement, said his ad-

Can- 
didates need to collect 50 
signatures; residents run- 
ning for one of the six ward 
councillor seats must obtain 
the signatures from within 
their ward. 

Certified nomination pa- 
pers, including a statement 
of candidacy, must be sub- 
mitted to the city clerk by 
Aug. 8. 

A preliminary election, if 
necessary, would take, place 
on Tuesday, Sept. 12. A 
preliminary election would 
be required if more than 
two candidates run for any 
one ward council seat, or if 
more than six ran for either 
councillor at-large or school 
board. 

The final election is set 
for Tuesday, Nov. 7. 
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over the $47.03 million set 
aside for health insurance 
in this year’s budget.

‘A total of 1,248 
properties were sold in April 


compared to 1,358 in April

percent decline. However, 
total dollar volume of real 
estate sales, both residential 
and commercial came in at 


$774 million for the month, 


a whopping 56 percent in- 
crease from the same time 
period in 2016.

million sale of the Windsor 
Gardens apartment complex 
in Norwood,’ O’Donnell 
noted. 

Lending activity de- 
creased during April, in line 
With expectations. 

“Just 1,907 mortgages 
were recorded in April com- 
pared to 2,636 in April 2016, 


a significant decrease of 28 
percent,” O’Donnell said. 


“In addition, the total. 


amount of borrowing for 
April was $999 million, 
a three percent reduction 
from the same time period 
in 2016. Clearly, consumers 
are taking into account the 
recent rise in interest rates 
when making a decision to 
purchase a home. Also, the 
lack of inventory to sell has 
impacted the numbers.” 


There were also mixed

We are entering that time 
of year once again when 


_we begin the enjoyment 


of cooking on our outside 
grills. Many of us do not 
expect to have problems 
when grilling outside until 
an emergency actually hap- 
pens. 

Between 2011 and 2015, 
Massachusetts fire depart- 
ments responded to 431 fires 
involving grills, hibachis 
and barbecues. These fires 
caused 20 civilian injuries, 
three firefighter injuries, and 
over 3.5 million dollars in 
property damage. This arti- 
cle serves to remind Quincy 
citizens to the dangers of 
grilling outside, and what 
steps that should be taken to 
avoid such emergencies. 

Always grill outdoors. 
Grills cannot be used on 
a porch, balcony or deck 
with a roof. Grills can only 
be used on open first floor 
porches, decks or patios if 
there is an outdoor stairway 
to the ground, or the porch is 
at ground level. Quincy Fire 
has responded to numerous 
homes that have caught fire 
due to grills being too close

to the home. Grills must be 
at least 10 feet from the side 
of a building. Grills can- 
not be used on fire escapes. 
Keep all matches, lighters 
and lighter fluid away from 
children. Keep children and 
pets away from the grill. 
Gas grills are safe and 
convenient when they are 
assembled and used prop- 
erly. Gas grills are fueled 
by liquid propane which 
is pressurized and requires 
special handling and stor- 
age. When cooking, make 
sure that the lid of a gas grill 
is open when you light it. 
Propane can build up inside 
and when ignited, and the 
lid can blow off and cause

FEDERAL TRADE COMMISSION: Most ID theft vic- 
tims do not need a Police report. 

If you have been a victim of identity theft, the FTC is pub- 
licly stating that they have simplified the process by eliminat- 
ing the need for a police report in most cases. The FTC recom- 
mends that you go to IdentityTheft.gov, where you will answer 
some questions about what happened. IdentityTheft.gov then 
uses your information to create the tools you need to begin your 
recovery, including: 

-a personal recovery plan 

-pre-filled letters to send to merchants, banks, and others 
affected by the identity theft, and 

-An “Identity Theft Report,” which is your official state- 
ment about the crime. 

The FTC states that in most cases, you can use your Iden- 
tity Theft Report in place of a police report to clear your ac- 
count and credit records of transactions that resulted from the 


identity theft. That’s because when you use IdentityTheft.gov, 


you’re reporting the crime to the Federal Trade Commission, a 
federal law enforcement agency. Just like when you file a po- 
lice report, you’re legally obligated to tell the truth to the best 
of your knowledge, subjecting yourself to criminal penalties 
if you don’t. That makes your Identity Theft Report powerful 
evidence that you’re telling the truth. 

By reducing the need for police reports, IdentityTheft.gov 
helps you get started on your recovery quickly. There are situ- 
ations where the local Police Department should be contacted 
such as: 

-an identity thief used your name in a traffic stop or any 
encounter with police, or 

-a creditor, debt collector, or someone else affected by the 
identity theft insists that you produce a police report. 

The Quincy Police Department prefers direct contact, 
especially if you have helpful information that may lead 
to apprehension of a suspect. Simply put, contacting the 
Quincy Police Department will result in-documentation 
of the incident and an investigation whereas the FTC 
website will help you clear up affected accounts using 
their forms. Keep in mind many credit card companies 
require a police report case number for verification.

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City Honors Medal Of Honor Recipient William Caddy |

Marine PFC William R. 
Caddy was pinned down 
in a shell hole with fellow 
Marines during the WWII 
Battle of Iwo Jima when a 
Japanese grenade fell among ~ 
them. Without hesitation, 
the 19-year-old Caddy threw 
himself on the grenade just 
as it exploded, sacrificing 
his life and saving the lives 
of his comrades. 

Caddy’s family — was 
joined Sunday with veter- 
ans, residents and local of- 
ficials at Caddy Memorial 
Park during an annual cer- 
emony to honor his heroic 
action that earned him the 
Medal of Honor. The Quin- 
cy native made the ultimate 
sacrifice on March 3, 1945. 

“Today, we honor him 
and the forever young who 
died on that terrible island of 
Iwo Jima,” said Union Con-

“Tt was a day of unbeliev- 
able heroism for the Fifth 
Marine Division,” she said. 

Crowley explained how 
Caddy, a rifleman, and his 
comrades were advanc- 
ing against Japanese forces 
when they came under fire. 
She described how Caddy 
and his fellow Marines took 
cover in a shell hole as bul- 
lets fired overhead and gre- 
nades exploded around them 
for more than three hours. 
One of those grenades sud- 
denly headed straight for the 
Marines in the shell hole. 

“Only PFC Caddy saw 
the Japanese grenade arch 
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through the air and fall 
among their midst,’ she 
said. “Without hesitation, 
he threw himself on the mis- 
sile causing mortal wounds 
to his chest and stomach. 
And for this unselfish, he- 
roic action, he was awarded 
the Medal of Honor. So, we 
gather here today, 72 years 
later, to once again honor 
the memory and sacrifice of 
PFC Caddy who unselfishly 
gave his life so his fellow 
comrades could continue 
and finally win the Battle of 
Iwo Jima.” 

Crowley noted that the 
Battle of Iwo Jima was “one 
of the bloodiest battles in 
American history.” 

The battle claimed 6,821 
lives and there were 25,852 
who were wounded. Of 
the 353 Medals of Honor 
awarded during. WWII, 27 
were awarded to those who 
fought at Iwo Jima. 

“Rear Admiral Ches- 
ter Nimitz said that among 
the men who fought at Iwo

himself. He told me a lot of 
little things about playing 
the outfield.” 

Mele tried to learn as 
much as he could from 
DiMaggio whom Williams 
called the greatest defensive 
center fielder and greatest 
lead-off hitter he ever saw. 

DiMaggio helped Mele 
learn how to turn on fly balls 
in the outfield, how to set his 
feet.and how to field a ball 
hit directly over the head. 
There were other tips, too, 
such as charging a ball that 
lands for a hit in the out- 
field, using sunglasses and a 
glove to shade a sunny sky, 
and playing Fenway’s right 
field — considered one of the 
hardest in all of a baseball. 

“Dominic told me about 
right field in Fenway — how 
the ball can curve around 
right before the bleacher 
seats. You don’t go directly 
at the ball; you surround it 
so it doesn’t get by you. That 

could turn into a triple or an 
inside-the-park home run. 

“Tt was all those little 
things that he taught me,” 
Sam remembered that day 
in his living room. “And he 
never threw to the wrong 
base or missed: the cut-off 
man. We’d talk baseball two 
or three hours into the night 
every night,” he said of 
his road roommate for two 
years. “On the read we’d 
eat together, he always had 
a tid-bit to tell me.” 

Another favorite topic 
centered on Sam’s experi- 
ence as the Twins manager 
during the 1965 season. He 
talked about winning the 
pennant, some of his old 
ball players and the 1965 
World Series loss to the Los 
Angeles Dodgers. 

He called the fans of 
Minnesota “the greatest 
in the world” and thanked 
them during a video mes- 
sage before a game at Target 
Field on the night the Twins 
honored the 1965 squad 
Aug. 1, 2015. 

“I wanted to thank the 

fans especially for being so 
great to me, my family, and 
the ball club,” he told me. 
“The fans int Minnesota are 
the greatest in the world. To 
me, they’re the best.” 
' He recalled getting to 
the ball park — the old Met- 
ropolitan Stadium — before 
home games and the parking 
area was full of fans tailgat- 
ing and cooking with hiba- 
chi grills. “They were cook- 
ing hamburgers, steaks, you 
name it. I felt like I wanted 
to stay there myself.” 

‘(He also remembered 
one specific fan who sat 
near the dugout. Whenever 
Sam popped out to go to 
the pitcher’s mound, the 
fan would say, “What mis- 
take are you going to make 
now?” 


“But he smiled at me,’ 
Sam said. 

“When I got fired in 1967, 
I had to go to the ball park. 
And as I’m coming off the 
field to go to the clubhouse 
to meet with the press, the 
fans were in the park.” The 
same fan who sat near the 
dugout got Sam’s attention 


_ and said, “I want to tell you 


something. I kidded you all 
the time. I was never serious 
about that.” 


Sam shared other fond 


memories of that .dream 
season — the highlight of his 
nearly 50-year professional 
career as a player, coach, 
manager and scout. 

“We were a tight-knit 
group, absolutely,” he’d 
say. “When I was in my of- 
fice, I could hear them all 
laughing outside. I knew 
they were getting along 
pretty damn well. And they 
would pick on one another. 


One day, I heard a big roar. - 


‘Hooray, he’s here.’ All the 
pitchers were waiting for 
Harmon Killebrew to show 
up. They figured he’s-gonna 
get us some runs. We better 
be good to him. And sure 
enough, he did.” 

And there were some 
great stories about the 1965 
World Series. 

One of them involved a 
moment off the field. 

For Game 1, his mother 
and some other fainily and 
close friends flew to Minne- 
sota to watch the opener at 


Metropolitan Stadium. Sam ~ 


recalled how his mother 
(Anna) left the dining room 
at the stadium and headed 
down the runway to the 
seats. Behind her was Hu- 
bert Humphrey, the Vice 
President of the United 
States. A friend asked Sam’s 
mom if she would like to 
meet the Vice President and 
they are introduced. 

“T didn’t know this,” Sam 
says, “So after the game, I 
take my family and friends 
out to supper. And I say, 
‘Oh, by the way, I hear you 
met the Vice President. 

“And my mother looks 
straight at me and says, “No, 
he met me.’” 

Sam was made the Twins 
manager by owner Calvin 
Griffin during the 1961 sea- 
son — their first year in Min- 
nesota after moving from 
Washington as the Sena- 
tors. They started winning 
and finished second to the 
vaunted Yankees in 1962. 
They followed up with third 
place in 1963 but slipped to 
sixth tied with Cleveland in 
1964. 

Mele said he never felt 
any pressure to win entering 
the ’65 campaign. 

“No, I didn’t care if they 
fired me,” he said without 
trepidation. “Calvin didn’t 
make me feel any pressure 
and neither did the team.”

In 1965, the Twins bat- 
tled Baltimore for first placé 
until July 1 when Minnesota 
took first place for good. 
They won the AL Pennant 
by seven games ahead of 
the Chicago White Sox. 
The Red Sox — who would 
go on to their ‘Impossible 
Dream” season two years 
later — finished in 9th place 
and 38 games under .500 — 
just three games ahead of 
the last place Royals. 

The Twins won the first 
two games of the 1965 
World Series that is remem- 
bered by many because San- 
dy Koufax, the MVP of the 
*1963 World Series, refused 
to pitch Game One because

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it fell on a Jewish holiday. 

Mudcat Grant won two 
games for the Twins that 
series. And you could say 
that he got a big assist from 
Mele. He was wearing a 
pair of Sam’s old spikes that 
season. Sam had noticed the 
ones Mudcat was wearing 
were too long. 

“T told him, ‘how can you 
pitch in those spikes?’ He 
couldn’t thank me enough. 
He won 21 regular season 
games that year.” 

Jim Kaat — who won 283 
games and 16 Gold Gloves 
during his career— outdueled 
Koufax in Game 2 winning 
5-1 and contributed a two- 
run double in the eighth in- 
ning. But Koufax won Game 
5 shutting out the Twins 7-0 
giving up only four hits. The 
Dodgers took a 3-2 lead and 
won Game 7 again behind 
Koufax. 

The 1965 World Series 
was not the only time Sam 
and Sandy had crossed base- 
ball paths. 

Ten years earlier, Sam 
- playing for the Cincin- 
nati Reds — faced a young 
Koufax who was trying to 
earn his first major league 
victory pitching for the then 
Brooklyn Dodgers at Ebbets 
Field. Koufax won the game 
and gave up only two hits — 
one of them a double to Sam 
Mele. 

After Game 5 in 1965, 
Sam was on his way from 


the clubhouse to the team 
bus that would take the 
Twins back to their hotel. 


He noticed Koufax stand- . 


ing near the Dodgers’ club- 
house, wrapped in a towel. 
_“T said, ‘Nice game, 
Sandy.’ And he points to me 
and says, “you go a hit off of 


me.’ This is 10 years later. - 


He remembered. ; 
“And I said to myself, 
if he remembered that, he 
must remember everybody 
that he faced, too. He threw 
four no hitters in 12 major 
league seasons.” e 

Sam remembered  ad- 
dressing the team after the 
Twins’ disappointing loss 
to the Dodgers in the World 
Series. 

“Before everyone took 
off for home, I called the 
team together and I couldn’t 
thank them enough. It was a 
great, great season.” 

Sam loved Minnesota 
so much he almost moved 
there with his beloved wife, 
Connie (Clemens), a former 
Miss Merrymount. 

He retold the story of 
taking a plane trip to the 
Baseball Writers Dinner in 
Minnesota the winter fol- 
lowing the 1965 season and 
Connie joined him. “As 
we’re landing, she looks at 
me and says, ‘I wouldn’t 
mind living out here. Great 
restaurants, great shopping. 
The people are nice. 

“After we landed, we got 
off the plane. There was no 


canopy to walk under to the 
terminal. It was 22 degrees 
below and the wind is howl- 
ing. Connie grabs my arm 


and we ran into the termi- 


nal. 

“You know what I said 
about living out here,” Con- 
nie tells Sam. “You can for- 
get it.” 

Griffin, the team owner, 
took them both to dinner 
that night. The restaurant 
was about a block from the 
hotel. 

“Calvin offered us a ride 
back to the hotel and I said, 
‘No, we'll walk.’ That was 
the same night.‘We stopped 
in every doorway to the ho- 
tel. 

“The wind was blowing 
so cold. And Connie tells 
me, ‘remember, I’m _ not 
moving out here.’” 

Sam Mele has his place 
in Minnesota baseball his- 
tory. He will forever be the 
man who led the team to its 
first pennant in 1965 and 
helped put baseball on the 
map in that state. 

“Sam was an important 
figure in Twins baseball 
history,” the team said in a 
statement issued after Mele’s 
passing. “The beloved Mele 
not only led the 1965 Twins 
to the American League pen- 
nant, but also helped estab- 
lish the importance of Major 
League Baseball across the 
Upper Midwest.” - 

Sam Mele played 10 sea- 
sons between the Red Sox, 
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QUINCY’S SAM MELE, retired professional baseball player and manager, and his daughter, 
Sherry Mele, hold Sam’s Manager of the Year Award that he won for leading the Minnesota 
Twins to the 1965 American League Pennant. This photo was taken in June of 2015 - about a

Senators, White Sox, Indi- 
ans, Reds and Orioles. He 
was the Twins’ second ever 
manager, from 1961-1967, 
and led the club to a record 
of 522-431 during that time 
— the third most wins by a 
Twins manager. He managed 
the Twins to a franchise-best 
102 wins and their first ever 
World Series in 1965. 

Sam Mele’s baseball ca- 
reer certainly had a lot of 
shining moments and im- 
portant statistics. 

‘But they don’t really 
measure the type of man 
Sam was. 

In Sam’s living room he 
displayed some of his base- 
ball memorabilia. Among 


them: a black and white 
photo of Sam ‘and Ted Wil- 
liams from 1947 — Sam’s 
rookie season. There, his 
great friend and one of the 
greatest hitters who ever 
lived. The black and white 
glossy dates back to 1947 — 
Sam’s rookie season. 
Another color photo 
shows Sam in his official 
Twins manager portrait. 


_~Near it on the wall hung 


his 1965 American League 
Manager of the Year Award. 
Sam once told me it was 
a special memento but it was 
missing something. 
“What they should have 


done is put all the players’ 


names on that award,” he

said. “I didn’t do it. I just 
had to keep them happy 
and make certain moves.

Girls Rising Initiative Growing; School Budget Hearings Set 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

The Girls Rising initia- 
tive that began in Sterling 
Middle School has now ex- 
panded to Atlantic and Cen- 
tral, and school administra- 
tors want to see the program 
offered in Quincy’s other 
middle schools. 

Elise Higgins-Steele, an 
eight-grade English lan- 
guage arts teacher at Ster- 
ling, was the first to begin the 
Girls Rising program. She 
has since inspired two of her 
colleagues — Maryellen Phil- 
lips at Atlantic and Charles 
O’Brien at Central — to take 
part in the pilot program, 
Madeline Roy, the director 
of middle school curriculum 
for the school system, told 
the School Committee at its 
May 3 meeting. 

“Our goal of course is to 
build this and build the ca- 
pacity throughout the eighth 
grade curriculum as one of 
their units for the year,” Roy 
said. 

The school system has 
received a grant from the 
Newman’s Own Foundation 
to offer the pilot program. 
The grant pays for copies 
of the 2013 documentary 
‘Girls Rising,’ which tells 
the stories of 13 girls liv- 
ing in third-world countries 
who were able to overcome 
cultural barriers arid achieve 
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their dreams through educa- 
tion. The grant also pays for 
books students use as part of 
the program. 

Higgins-Steele said her 
students are asked to write 
reflectively on their own 
online blogs as part of the 
program. 

“Every lesson pretty 
much centers around writing 
for reflection before reading 
about something, then they 
watch something or read 
something, and write again,” 
she explained. “In their dis- 
cussions, they document 
what changed their thinking, 
what their beliefs are, why 
they have these beliefs, and 
then, if their beliefs change. 
because they watch some- 
thing or read something, 
why did they change. They 
write about it on their blog, 
and they say some really 
profound things, especially 
for eighth graders. 

“It’s amazing what they 
say. When they’re listen- 
ing and Jéarning from each 
other, it makes them better 
citizens. It makes them more 
likely — as adults — to listen 
to somebody who comes 
from a different culture or 
comes from a different be- 
lief system. That’s some- 
thing we need. We need to 
be able to sit down and read 
different opinions and talk

about different points of 
view and then grow from 
each other.” 

Higgins-Steele said the 
goal is to teach her students 
empathy, awareness and eq- 
uity. 

“We have so many re- 
sources, we need to make 
sure that we are giving a 
voice and not turning a blind 
eye to these world issues 
because we have so many 
privileges here in the U.S.,” 
she said. 

“Learning about these 
different problems and nu- 
anced issues of the world 
and becoming global citi- 
zens, that gives us a chance 
to sort of reach out and sup- 
port people who aren’t like 
us and have different chal- 
lenges than us.” 

School Committee mem- 
bers said the program would 
provide students with valu- 
able skills, and thanked 
Higgins-Steele for leading 
the charge. 

“Your passion is apparent 
and your enthusiasm abso- 
lutely contagious,” Barbara 
Isola said. “Your students 
are so lucky to be a part of 
this class and with you, be- 
cause I think there are just 
so many skills that they are 
taking away from it. 

“I saw the documentary 
a number of years ago and 


I was blown away as an 
adult...It helps us become 
aware of lucky we are and 
how fortunate we are to have 
what we have in our commu- 
nity, so that’s one thing, and 
then to expand it out to try to 
figure out ‘well, what can I 
do to make an impact in the 
world.’ They’re eighth grad- 
ers, but that’s a lesson that’s 
going to stick with them.” 

James DeAmicis credited 
the school system for being 
able to take advantage of the 
grant money provided by 
the Newman’s Own Foun- 
dation. 

“J think the fact that 
we’re able to take advan- 
tage of these resources and 
bring it to the community 
of Quincy and help students 
understand and be able to go 
out into the community and 
rise up and be able to under- 
stand their role in this world 
in terms of equality — I think 
it’s just one of those things 
other communities don’t un- 
derstand the importance of 
it,’ DeAmicis said. 

“The fact that Quincy has 
taken advantage of this pro- 
gram really speaks volumes 
and I think it’s something 
we’re leading the way on.” 

School Superintendent 
Dr. Richard DeCristofaro 
thanked Higgins-Steele for 
bringing the initiative to 


Quincy. 

“Thank you for this proj- 
ect — I think it’s terrific — and 
also making sure we take a 
look at Central and Atlantic 
and then we'll go on from 
there, because we’re not go- 
ing to stop at this point in 
time,” he said. 

In other business May 3, 
the School Committee unan- 
imously voted to disallow 
students who reside outside 
of Quincy from enrolling in 
the city’s schools. DeCristo- 
faro had recommended the 
committee do so based on 
continued concerns at the 
elementary, middle and high 
school level based on cur- 
rent and project enrollments 
as well as the committee’s 
class-size guidelines. 

Laura Owens, assis- 
tant to the superintendent, 
said Quincy’s schools have 
never allowed non-resident 
children to enroll as stu- 
dents. The Massachusetts 

®Department of Elementary 
and Secondary Education 
requires each district in the 
state to take a vote on that 


policy annually, Owens 
said. 
Additionally, Mayor 


Thomas Koch gave an over- 
view of his proposed budget 
for fiscal year 2018, which 
starts July 1. 
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Koch has proposed in- 
creasing school spending by 
$2.9 million, from $98.75 
million this fiscal year to 
$101.67 million in FY18. - 
He said the increase would 
allow current programs to 
be maintained while giving 
some additional flexibility. 

“The school budget is up 
$2.9 million, which is more 
than enough to accommo- 
date the programs that we’re 
‘sustaining now. There is a 
little play in there, a little 
flexibility for the superin- 
tendent and this body to 
determine how you want to 
spend that,” the mayor said. 

The School Committee is 
responsible for determining 
where the extra money will 
go; the City Council sets 
bottom line for the school 
system’s budget. _ 

The school board is slat- 
ed to meet several times in 
the coming weeks to set the 
budget for the next school 
year. The first meeting was 
set for 5 p.m. on Wednes- 
day. Additional meetings 
are scheduled for May 16 
at 5 p.m. and, if necessary, 
May 22 até p.m. 

The committee will hold 
a public hearing on the 
school budget on May 31 
at 6 p.m. in the Coddington 
Building. .

During a series of tri- 
als over a five-year period, 
Tobin explained that Mc- 
Donald presented evidence, 
including testimony from a 
third party that he obtained, 
linking the three suspects to 
what was described as a bru- 
tal murder. 

“This information ob- 
tained highlighted the entire 
crime scene from the plan- 
ning phase to the actual ho- 


micide including an attempt 


to destroy evidence, most of 
which he recovered,” said 
Tobin. “Additionally, he 
was able to obtain electronic 
evidence from a_ vehicle 
used in the murder that was 
presented to the court in a 
way that has never been pre- 
sented before. As a result, 
all three alleged killers were 
brought to justice and con- 
victed. Detective Lieutenant 
McDonald’s _ professional 
and tenacious dedication to 
duty and courage to perse- 
vere helped secure justice 
for Tony Woo’s family.” 

After receiving the Char- 
bonnier Award, McDonald 

embraced members of the 
Woo family that were in at-- 
tendance, including Ed Woo, 
a Braintree police officer. 

_ “This proud son of Quin- 
cy is recognized and respect- 
ed by his police colleagues 
as an elite investigator and 
a proud Massachusetts State 
Trooper by his deeds best 
exemplifies those quali- 
ties exemplified by Trooper 
Mark Chambonnier.” 

Charbonnier was shot 
and killed during a traffic 
stop on Route 3 in Kinston 
in 1994 by a paroled ex-con- 
vict. McDonald was a friend 
of the slain trooper. 

Quincy Police Officer 
Tara Waters received the 
Robert P. Dana _Distin- 
guished Service Award for 
Law Enforcement for saving 


the life of a stabbing victim 


in February. 

Norfolk District Attor- 
ney Michael Morrissey, in 
presenting the award, said 
that Waters responded to a 
call for a stabbing at a ka- 
raoke bar in Quincy Point. 
She was the first to arrive on 
the scene and was told by a 
man outside that the victim 
was inside and the where- 
abouts of the suspect was 
not known. 

“She entered the build- 
ing to see a woman on the 
ground in a large pool of 
blood,” Morrissey said, de- 
scribing the incident. “A 
civilian using a wad of nap- 
kins was trying to stem the 
flow of blood from the area 
of her neck. Officer Waters, 
still unsure the location and 
identity of the assailant, 
took over applying pressure 
to the wound and calling 
for ambulance and updating 


dispatch of the critical na- 


ture of the wound.” 
‘Morrissey said that Wa- 
ters found an additional se-

rious wound to the woman’s 
left arm and applied a tour- 
niquet. As the victim be- 
gan to lose consciousness, 
Waters continued to apply 
pressure and assisted para- 
medics in searching for ad- 
ditional wounds. 

Waters followed the am- 
bulance to the hospital where 
she gathered the woman’s 
clothing and personal be- 
longings in order to preserve 
evidence and turned them 
over to detectives. Morris- 
sey said that Waters’ actions 
saved the woman’s life as 
well as critical evidence. 

“Notwithstanding __ the 
possible presence of an 
armed assailant and disre- 
gard for her own safety and 
without losing the sight of 
the need to collect and pre- 
serve evidence, Officer Wa- 
ters used her training and 
experience to save the life of 
the victim,” said Morrissey. 

Quincy Youth Basket- 

ball League directors Chris- 
topher and Susan Eleey 
were presented the James 
R. MclIntyre Humanitar- 
ian Award for their work 
overseeing the league. The 
award is named in memory 
of the late state senator and 
former Quincy mayor.

The Quincy Police De- 
partment’s budget for the 
new fiscal year includes 
funding for a new captain to 
oversee special operations, 
and the police chief expects 
to hire five or six new patrol 
officers this fall to fill vacant 
spots. 

The, City Council’s fi- 
nance committee*on May 
12 approved Mayor Thomas 
Koch’s proposed” $27.99 
million budget for the de- 
partment for fiscal year 
2018, which starts July 1. 
The proposed budget for 
FY18 represents about a $1 
million increase over the 
current budget. Police Chief 


Paul Keenan said much of 
the increase was for contrac- 
tual raises. 

“IT believe our wants and 
asks are fairly small,” he 
said. “Most of the increases 
that you'll see throughout 
the line items are as a result 
of the collective bargaining 
agreements and contractual 
raises that the various police 
unions and civilian unions 
have come to an agreement 
with the city of Quincy.” 

The department’s budget 
includes money for a fifth 
captain’s position. Keenan 
said the department had six 
captains prior to 2008, but

Lane restrictions on the 
Fore River Bridge will be- 
gin June 2 and continue into 
the fall as the state prepares 
to open two lanes of traffic 
in each direction on the new 
$244 million span in Octo- 
ber. 

A pair of public meetings 
on the upcoming closure is 
set for the coming weeks. 
The first is ‘slated for 6:30 
p.m. today (Thursday) at 
the Fore River Clubhouse, 
16 Nevada Rd. in Quincy 
Point. The second is May 
23 at 6:30 p.m. in the Abi- 
gail Adams Middle School, 
89 Middle St. in East Wey- 
mouth. 

Between June 2 and Sept. 
1, one lane will be open to 
traffic in each direction on 
the old bridge, the Mas- 
sachusetts Department of 
Transportation announced 
May 9. The lane restrictions 
will begin in the late evening 
‘hours on June 2 and continue 
24 hours a day throughout 
the summer. This lane re- 
duction is necessary in order

as the city cut its budget fol- 
lowing the Great Recession. 

Each of the captains 
within the department has 
his own responsibility: one 


_ is in charge of patrol dur- 


ing the day, another during 
the overnight shift, the third 
is responsible for the detec- 
tives — including special in- 
vestigations, the drug unit, 
the DARE unit and school 
resource officers — and the 
fourth has an administrative 
role. 

Keenan said the new cap- 
tain would oversee special 
operations. That includes 
motorcycle officers, the 
marine unit, the K-9 unit, 
the anti-crime unit, the dive 
team, hostage negotiators 
and SWAT team. 

“Those are all specialized 
units. They require special- 
ized training. They require 
specialized equipment,” the 
chief said. “Those units re- 
quire an awful lot of train- 
ing, an awful lot of sched- 
uling and I think it would 
streamline the process and 
they’d become more effi- 
cient and more effective.” 

The department currently 
has 157 patrol officers and 
is budgeted for 161. Keenan 
expects to hire officers to 
fill those empty slots — plus 
one or two vacancies arising 
when others retire — during 
the upcoming fiscal year.

six spots in the Transit Po- 
lice Department’s academy 
for October, which means 
the new recruits would be 
on patrol by the spring of 
2018. 

The FY18 budget in- 
cludes a $64,000 line item to 
pay for uniforms and other 
equipment the new officers - 
will need. 

Keenan, in a response 
to questions from Ward 4 
Councillor Brian Palmucci, 
said the department has 
enough officers to meet the 
city’s current needs. As the 
city continues to grow, how- 
ever, the department might 
need to expand. 

“T think we’re in great 
shape. I think we’re provid- 
ing good service to the city. 
I think we’re meeting the 
needs of all our citizens and 
taxpayers,” Keenan said. 

“As the city continues

Fire Budget Includes 


16 New FF Positions

City councillors gave ap- 


proval to the Quincy Fire 
Department for the fiscal 
year that starts July 1, which 
will provide funding for 16 
new firefighter positions. 

Mayor Thomas Koch’s 
budget proposal for fiscal 
year 2018 included a $25.09 
million allocation to the Fire 
Department, an increase of 
about $2.39 million com- 
pared to the department’s 
FY17 budget of $22.7 mil- 
lion. The council’s finance 
committee made one cut 
from the budget on May 12, 
slashing a $750 line item for 
uniform allowance, which 
Fire Chief Joseph Barron 
did not object to. 

Barron said the upcom- 
ing budget would provide 
funding for a total of 217 
personnel across all ranks 
in the department, the most 
since fiscal year 2003, when 
the department had 218 fire- 
fighters. Sixteen of those 
positions are newly created, 
Barron said. 

_ The 16 openings in the 
new budget will ‘be filled 
by 26 new recruits the de- 
partment hired in February 
to staff those positions and 
other vacancies within the 
department. Those firefight- 
“ers will graduate from their 
training this month and be- 
gin staffing apparatus on 
Memorial Day weekend, 
Barron said. 

The chief said the new 
positions would allow the 
department to keep all ap- 
paratus — including Rescue 
1 — staffed around the clock, 
which has been a goal of the 
mayor, council, his depart- 
ment and the firefighters’ 
union. 

“We are in a much better 
place,” Barron said. “The 
rescue truck is vital to the 
fire response within our city, 
and certainly in a city of this 
size it belongs [in service] 
full time.” 


Councillors Brian Pal- 
mucci and Noel DiBona 
both asked Barron how com- 
fortable he was with the new 


staffing levels. Barron said 


the department is in good 
shape, but he would always 
welcome more firefighters 
on staff. Additionally, the 
chief said the department is 
reviewing which firehouses 
respond to which areas of 
the city because some sta- 
tions are considerably busier 
than others — the only way 
to truly address that would 
be more fire stations with 
more apparatus. 

“Any fire chief would 
love more personnel,” Bar- 
ron said. “This response 
plan for this city is challeng- 
ing due to the geography. 
We’ve got the train tracks 
that basically split the city, 
and we’ve got three pen- 
insulas. We try to keep our 
response times within three 
minutes in every part of the 
city. We do have stations 


that are dramatically busier - 


than others and apparatus 
that are dramatically busier 
than others. 

“Deputy Chief Joe Jack- 
son.is here today. He’s been 
working with an IT special- 


ist and we’re setting a goal 


for the current year to- try 
and even out some of that, 
but it’s very limited in what 
we can do based on geog- 
raphy of the city. It does 


require more stations and © 
apparatus with firefighters 
on them.” 


Palmucci also asked the 
fire chief about the needs 
the department might have 
with taller buildings com- 
ing -to the city, particularly 
in Quincy Center where one 
fifteen-story building has 
been proposed.- 

“‘We’ve never. had such 
high buildings in the city 
of Quincy and I’m just cu- 
rious if you could speak to 
our preparedness now or 
how we will be prepared to

54 Merrymount Rd. Condominiums Saturday At 10 A.M. 


Friends of Butler’s Pond 
will build a demonstration 
rain garden at the edge of 
Butler’s Pond on the proper- 
ty of 54 Merrymount Road 
condominiums _ Saturday, 
May 20, starting at 10 a.m. 

Volunteers will dig a 
shallow bowl-like depres- 
sion at the lower edge of 
the paved parking area to 
capture stormwater runoff 
and allow it to soak into the 
ground. They will partially 
fill the depression with suit- 
able soil and mulch mate- 
rial and then plant attractive 
grasses, plants, and shrubs. 
The rain garden will catch 
sediments and filter pollut- 
ants and will help protect 
the pond against erosion and 


flooding during heavy rains. 

Butler’s Pond current- 
ly suffers from untreated 
stormwater runoff from 
streets and paved areas in 
the 33 acre pond catchment 


area. This stormwater car- | 


ries sediments that are fill- 
ing in the pond. Stormwater. 
also carries pollutants like 
bacteria and fertilizers that 
degrade water quality and 
promote the growth of in- 
vasive phragmites reeds and 
the floating green scum in 
summer months. 
This rain garden is a 
demonstration of how other 
property owners in the But- 
ler Pond watershed and in 
many locations throughout 
the city can help reduce the 


flow of stormwater into vari- 
ous waterways and improve 
water quality and habitats 
for wildlife.

The Quincy Homestead 
tells the story of Edmund 
Quincy I, II, I and IV. 
These families and those 
who followed in their line 
made a significant impact 
on Colonial and American 
history that’s worthy of your 
time to explore! 

In 1635, Edmund I was 
accorded a grant of several 
hundred acres on the south 
side of Furnace Brook and 
stretching through Mt. Wol- 
laston. The original house 
was taken down in 1893 to 
make way for the Central 
Middle School; however, 
the nearby 1686 Homestead, 
built by Edmund Quincy II, 
expanded in 1706 by Ed- 
mund Quincy II and later 
by Edmund Quincy IV, still 
graces its original site. 

Although there were 
many strong men and wom- 
en who lived within these 
walls, it was Edmund Quin- 


cy IV’s daughter Dorothy, 


cousin, of Abigail Adams 
and later the wife of John 
Hancock, president of the 
lst Continental Congress, 
and first Governor of the 
Commonwealth, who stands 
as the Homestead’s icon. 
The Quincy Homestead 
was purchased in 1904 and 
historically restored by the 
National Society of Colonial 
Dames in The Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts.

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Could This Be The Worst Tick Season In Years? 


What You Need To Know From The Quincy Health Department

Tick season is upon us, 

and it’s shaping up to be a 
harsh one. Experts predict 
warmer winters caused by 
climate change are allow- 
ing ticks to expand into new 
regions of the U.S. Scien- 
tists forecast that 2017 will 
present the highest number 
of ticks in récent years, with 
a spike in reported cases 
of tick-borne illnesses in 
some regions of the U.S. 
_ Ticks are flourishing due 
to a recent explosion of the 
white-footed mice popula- 
tion which are the primary 
hosts of black-legged ticks, 
and can carry Lyme disease, 
Powassan virus and other 
tick-borne illnesses. Con- 
currently, warmer winters 


caused by climate change 
are allowing ticks to remain 
active longer and carry dis- 
eases into new regions of 
the U.S. 

Black-legged ticks are 
common carriers of several 
tick-borne illnesses, includ- 
ing Lyme disease, Anaplas- 
mosis, Powassan virus and 
Babesiosis. They can have 


life cycles of up to two to. 


three years with maximum 
activity between May and 
July. Researchers caution 
that with the combination 
of a greater number of ticks 
and a higher prevalence of 
these infectious agents, that 
the public needs to be vigi- 
lant in using preventative 
measures. 

Disease ecologists blame 
acorns for triggering the 


highest numbers of white- 
footed mice in 25 years. Oak 
trees generally produce the 
most acorns every four to 
five years, a process known 
as masting. This transpired 
in summer 2015 and led to 
a spike in the white-footed 
mouse population, which 
depends on acorns as a key 


‘food source. If baby ticks 


are capable of latching on 
to mice during their larva 
stage, they have a much bet- 
ter chance of both surviving 
their first year of life and 
becoming infected with a 
disease by the time they be- 
come nymphs. This is when 
they are most likely to trans- 
mit pathogens to humans. 
While scientists are unable 
to generate an exact estimate 
of where in the country this

Naloxone. In 2010, Quincy 
Police became the first mu- 
nicipal police department 
in the country to train and 
equip officer with the life 
saving overdose reversal 
drug, NARCAN. 

Since 2010, the Quincy 


Police NARCAN Program 
has gained widespread rec- 
ognition and is now referred 
to as “The Quincy Model” 
by the Office of National 
Drug Control Policy and 
United States Drug En- 
forcement Administration. 
Today, the Quincy Model 
extends throughout the State 
of Massachusetts, the United 
States and internationally.

New Hampshire, New Jer- 
sey, New York, Pennsylva- 
nia, Rhode Island, Vermont, 
Virginia and Wisconsin. 
However, warmer winters 


caused by climate change - 


are expanding the affected 
area and number of report- 
ed cases of tick-borne ill- 
nesses. Since the late 1990s, 
the number of documented 
cases of Lyme disease in 
the United States has tripled 
and the number of coun- 
ties in the Northeastern and 
upper Midwestern United 
States that are regarded as 
high-risk for Lyme disease 
has increased by more than 
300 percent, according to 
the CDC. 

With the upsurge of 
Lyme disease cases, experts 
are concerned there could 
also be an uptick in other 
tick-borne illnesses, like the 
infrequent but dangerous 
Powassan virus. Infected 
humans have an estimated 
10 percent chance of dying 
from the virus, and half of 
those who survive incur per- 
manent neurological dam- 
age. In contrast to Lyme dis- 
ease, which can take ticks 
at least a day to transmit to 
hosts, Powassan pathogens 
are passed on in just 15 
minutes, necessitating im- 
mediate removal and treat- 
ment. While reported cases 
of Powassan are still excep- 
tionally rare, its potentially 
debilitating consequences 
are an important reason ev- 


eryone should become edu- 
cated about tick behavior, 
removal and prevention. 

If you find.a tick on your 
head or upper body, it’s 
probably because you didn’t 


. notice it crawl onto your 


lower extremities initially. 
Feet and ankles are the entry 
point for most ticks, which 
is why it is suggested to.use 


tick-killing repellents on. 
your socks and shoes. 
Though some _ people 


are allergic to the chemi- 
cal compound and should 
abstain from using it, stud- 
ies suggest DEET is not 
harmful for most -people. 
The American Academy 
of Pediatrics recommends 
DEET can be used on chil- 
dren older than 2 months. 
Oil of lemon eucalyptus can 
be used on children over 3 
years of age. Tickborne dis- 
eases can be dangerous and 
parents should not hesitate 
to use repellents on children 
according to pediatricians in 
the CDC’s division of vec- 
tor-borne diseases. 
If you notice a tick on 
your body, you should re- 
move it immediately. Grab 
the tick as close to the skin 
as possible with a pair of 
tweezers and pull it straight 
out. Time is of the essence. 
Don’t panic, but pull the 
tick out as quickly as you 
can. Tick bites don’t always

¢ Use repellent that con- 
tains 20 percent or more 
DEET, picaridin, or IR3535 
directly on skin for protec- 
tion that lasts a few hours. 

¢ Thoroughly check your 
body if you’ve been in a 
tick-prone area, and shower 
as soon as possible once in- 
doors. 

¢ Have a friend inspect 
hard-to-see areas of your 
body like the back, neck and 
scalp. 

¢ Parents should use bath 
time to thoroughly check 
young children for ticks 
daily. 

“© If you find a tick, re- 
move it with tweezers im- 
mediately. 

¢ Throw your clothes in 
the dryer on high heat for at 
least 10 minutes to kill any 
stowaway ticks. 

¢ Check dogs and cats 
for ticks frequently, and ask 
your veterinarian about tick 
preventives for pets.

Government Pension Offset 
And Maximum Benefits

Dear Rusty: I recently retired from my job after 35 
years at the U.S. Department. of Defense. I know I’m not 
eligible for Social Security because I was part of the CSRS 
pension program and never had FICA taxes withheld from 
my paychecks. 

My husband, on the other hand, has worked his entire 
life in the construction business paying FICA taxes and has 
earned more than enough credits to collect Social Security 
when he reaches that age in a few years. He is 58 and I am 
59 years of age. He doesn’t have a traditional pension plan 
through his employer, but does participate in an employer- 
sponsored 401(k). 

We are quite financially secure at this point, but as we 
look forward I’d like to make sure we can maximize any 
Social Security benefits available to us so we can continue 
to live comfortably as we age. So my question is, how 
can my husband maximize his Social Security benefit, and 
will I be able to collect any Social Security benefits as his. 
spouse? Signed: Looking Ahead 

Dear Looking: Oh how we wish more people would, 
like you, plan well in advance for their golden years! First 
let’s deal with your question of how your husband can maxi- 
mize this Social Security benefit. 

The rules for this are pretty simple, but both physical 
and financial health need to always be a primary consider- 
ation. If your husband is both physically fit and financially 
able, waiting until well after he is first eligible to collect 
Social Security is the best strategy to increase his benefit 
amount. If he were to start collecting at age 62 he would 
only get about 71.67 percent of what he would get at his full 
retirement age (FRA) as defined by Social Security, which 
for him is 66 years and 8 months. After his FRA his benefit 
amount will increase by about 8 percent per year for each 
year he delays, up to age 70 when he will reach his maxi- 
mum benefit amount. Delayed. retirement credits are actu- 
ally earned monthly, so it’s not necessary to wait a full year 
to get credit for delaying benefits. 

Now, as his spouse you would ordinarily be eligible for 
spousal benefits based upon your husband’s work record 
but, since fou are receiving a CSRS pension from the Fed- 
eral Government, you are affected by a provision known 
as the Government Pension Offset, or GPO. In theory, the 
CSRS pension program was designed to be part pension and 
part replacement of Social Security, which is wey you did 
not pay Social Security payroll taxes over your career. The 
GPO rules state that Spousal Benefits must be reduced by a 
factor equal to 2/3rds of a person’s government pension. 

Just by way of example, that means that if you are re- 
ceiving a CSRS pension of $1,000 per month, any Social 
Security spousal benefit you might be entitled to would be 


reduced by $667. So, if your spousal benefits (normally 50 — 


percent of your husband’s Social Security benefit at FRA) 
would be $667 or less, you wouldn’t receive any spousal 
benefit. If it were more, you would receive only the excess 
over $667. 

So you may want to go to ssa.gov and get an estimate 
of your husband’s benefit at his FRA, and then see if 50 
percent of that amount is more than 2/3rds of your CSRS 
pension amount. If it is you will be entitled to spousal ben- 
efits; if it is not, you won’t be entitled to spousal benefits 
from Social Security. You might not be surprised to find 
that GPO often completely offsets Social Security spousal 
benefits for many Government CSRS retirees. 

. Note too that GPO will also affect your widow’s benefit 
should you be the surviving spouse, because it will be sub- 
ject to. same calculation as your spousal benefit. However, 
if your husband is the surviving spouse, and he receives a 
survivor’s annuity from your pension, his Social Security 
benefit will not be affected.

At approximately 9:30 p.m., Detective O’ Brien observed 
a Ford F150 pickup truck occupied by a male operator, enter 
the underground parking garage on Winter Street and park 
next to the entrance/exit doors. Detective O’Brien then ob- 
served a female enter the front passenger seat of the truck.

FOREIGN LOTTERIES: Many people have com- 
plained of getting phone calls from people who sound like 
they are from the Caribbean claiming that you have won a 
sweepstakes or a lottery. Just last week, the US Department 
of Justice (DOJ) announced that eight Jamaicans were extra- 
dited to the US and are in custody in North Dakota. These 
eight people were charged with using a lottery scam to trick 
at least 90 people out of more than $5.7 million dollars. This 
is just a small arrest compared to the amount of scam opera- 
tions out there worldwide. 

These scams continue because victims often believe in 
good fortune over common sense. If you receive a letter or a 
telephone call offering a chance to play in a lottery, especial- 
ly a foreign one, or if you have been informed that you’ ve 
already won a foreign lottery, be advised: 

° Playing a foreign lottery is illegal -both by phone 
and by mail. 

° Never pay for a prize and never wire money ‘(or 
give the numbers from a prepaid card or gift card) to anyone 
who asks you to. These are sure signs of lottery scams. 

° Buying even one foreign lottery ticket means your 
name gets added to lists that scammers and telemarketers 
buy and sell to each other. You’ll get lots more calls and let- 
ters with scam offers.

The Planning Board held 
public hearings on a pair of 
townhouse proposals — the 
first with nine units in Quin- 
cy Point and the second with 


_ eight units in North Quincy 


— at its most recent meeting. 

The Marion Group has 
proposed demolishing the 
single-family home at 27 
Mill St. in Quincy Point and 
building nine townhouses in 
its place. The townhouses are 
located on a 23,000 square 
foot site in a Residential B 
zoning district. The project 
includes a total of 20 park- 


' ing spaces — each unit has a 


two-car garage and there are 
two spots for guests. 

The Gillan Family Trust 
is behind the proposal 
for eight townhouse units 
at 95 E. Squantum St. in 


North Quincy. The town- 


houses would be located 
on a 19,000 square foot lot, 
also in a Residential B zon- 
ing district, which is now 
home to a residence and 
garage that would razed to 
make way for the new units. 
The project likewise has 20 
parking spaces — each town- 
house has a two-car garage, 
plus four guest spaces. 

The board heard both 
proposals May 10. No vote 


was taken that night, and the . 


projects will be considered 
again at the board’s next 
meeting June 21. Both also 
require approval from the 
Zoning Board of Appeals. 
Ed Fleming, the attor- 
ney representing both ap- 
plicants, said:the home cur- 
rently located at 27 Mill St. 
is old and in need of major 
improvements.

“That house is tired. It’s 
an older home that’s been 
leased out by the owner 
for some time. It’s really in 
need of not only repair but 
upgrades and significant im- 
provements,” he said. “This 
proposal presents the neigh- 
borhood with the opportu- 
nity for new investment in 
the area.” 

Brian Donahue, the ar- 
chitect behind the project, 
said the townhouses would 
be split into three build- 
ings — two with two units a 
piece and the third with five 


-units. Each unit would have 
. two bedrooms and two-and- 


a-half baths, with a total of 
1,800 square feet of living 
space. 

Residents had a chance 
to comment on the proposal 
during the meeting. 


Ward 1 Councillor Mar- 


garet Laforest, who hosted 
acommunity meeting on the 
plan in February, spoke in 
favor of it. 

“This has been on my 
blighted property list. It’s 
really great to see redevel- 
opment happen when the 
worst house on the street be- 
comes the best house on the 
street,” she said.

concerns. McDonald told 
the board he was still wary 
of the how the townhouse 
occupants would dispose of 
their trash as well as rodent 
control and _ construction 
hours. 

Fleming said he had spo- 


ken with the Department of 


Public Works about trash re- 
moval, and the DPW would 
likely allow each townhouse 
unit to take their waste to the 
curb on trash day instead of 
having a dumpster on site, 
despite city regulations re- 
quiring properties with eight 
or more units to handle trash 
disposal on their own. 

Rob Stevens of the Plan- 
ning Department said appli- 
cants are required to submit 
a rodent control plan before 
demolition and construction 
can begin. The Planning 
Board also sets construction 
hours when approving proj- 
ects, he added; those hours 
are typically 7 a.m.to 5 p.m. 
on weekdays, 8 a.m. to 4 
p.m. on Saturdays with no 
work or deliveries allowed 
on Sundays without ap- 


proval from the city’s police 


chief. 

The Gillan family has 
resided at the home on East 
Squantum Street since 1975, 
Fleming said. The family 
plans to continue living on 
site, with family members 
occupying at least seven of 
the eight townhouses. 

“This is a true personal 
family proposal,” Fleming

compound will continue to 
occupy the site at. 95 East 
Squantum St., which I think

Donahue, the architect 
behind this project as well, 
said each townhouse would 
have 1,800 square feet of 
including two 
bedrooms and two-and-a- 
half baths. The townhouses 
would be split between three 
buildings — two with three 
units each and one with two 
units. 

Linda Maloney, an East 
Squantum Street resident, 
said the development would 
be too big. She expressed 
concern about the impact 
the townhouses would have 


on parking, snow removal. 


and traffic. 

“TI think it’s great, but 
maybe we can downsize it,” 
she said. “Instead -of eight 
[units], maybe six.” 

Laforest spoke in favor 
of the project. She credited 
the Gillan family for its 
years of service to the city 
— Allan Gillan was a captain 
in the Quincy Police Depart- 
ment until his retirement last 
fall and his brother Robert is 
currently a lieutenant who 
is in charge of the depart- 
ment’s marine unit. Laforest 
also noted the townhouses 
would be next door to a 24- 
unit apartment building. 

“T think this is a good use 
of the site,” she said. 


Flynn Sentenced To Four Years In Prison

Local real estate auction- 


_ eer Daniel J. Flynn [I was 


sentenced to four years in 
federal prison for defraud- 
ing more than 90 victims — 
many of whom were friends, 
business associates and so- 
phisticated investors — out 
of more than $21 million. 

Flynn, 54, of Milton, was 
sentenced by U.S. District 
Court Senior Judge Rya W. 
Zobel on May 9. Flynn’s 
sentence includes three 
years of supervised release 
and he was ordered to pay 
restitution. Flynn pleaded 
guilty to nine counts of wire 
fraud in February. 

William D. Weinreb, 
acting U.S. attorney for the 
District of Massachusetts, 
and Harold H. Shaw, special 
agent in charge of the FBI’s 
Boston Field Division, an- 
nounced Zobel’s sentence in 
a statement. 

“Mr. Flynn preyed upon 
friends and family, taking 
their hard earned money 
with promises of high re- 
tums,” Weinreb said. “In- 
stead, he violated their trust, 


and used their investments 
to perpetuate an elaborate 
Ponzi scheme, using the 
money for his own personal 
expenses including renova- 
tions to his Milton home.” 

“Through sophisticated 
financial schemes, Mr. Fly- 
nn took advantage of a wide 
array of victims, cheating 
them out of millions of dol- 
lars,” Shaw said. “This case 
highlights the FBI’s com- 
mitment to aggressively 
following the money, so 
that financial fraudsters like 
Flynn - who are motivated 
by greed * are brought to 
justice and do not take ad- 
vantage of the hard work- 
ing men and women of our 
communities.” 

Beginning around 2007, 
Flynn and another individu- 
al started a real estate fund 
called the DJF Real Estate 
Opportunity Fund (“the 
Fund”). The fund touted 
Flynn’s experience in real 


‘estate and boasted of an ex- 


traordinary rate of return on 


“investments. To convince 


potential investors that the 
Fund was solid, Flynn pur- 


ported to own promissory 
notes worth millions of dol- 
lars and an apartment com- 
plex in Quincy. In fact, Fly- 
nn fraudulently created the 
promissory notes and used 
the Quincy apartment com- 
plex to defraud investors. 

Specifically, Flynn used 
the promissory notes to de- 
fraud investors by solicit- 
ing loans from investors to 
purchase or invest in a piece 
of distressed real estate. In 
return, Flynn gave the in- 
vestor a promissory note 
guaranteeing the investor 
of a 12 to 15 percent return. 
Although Flynn did make 
payments to investors, as is 
typical in a Ponzi scheme, 
the money came from other 
victims — not real estate in- 
vestment profits. In total, 
Flynn defrauded about 60 
individuals and entities of 
approximately $18.4 mil- 
lion. 

In addition, Flynn used 
the Quincy apartment com- 
plex to defraud investors. In 
2005, Flynn purchased the 
property for $995,000. De- 


spite the fact that he already 
owned the property, Flynn 
caused the fund to purchase 
the apartment complex for 
approximately $2.2 mil- 
lion. Flynn then convinced 
some investors to loan him 
money to develop the units 
and convinced other inves- 
tors to loan him money to 
purchase the property — de- 
spite the fact that he already 
owned it — and promised a 
12 to 15 percent profit in re- 
turn. Flynn never repaid the 
investors. 


Lastly, acting as a real es- - 


tate broker, Flynn sold two 
properties in Dorchester 
generating © $451,000 in 
profits, but never returned 
the proceeds to the property 
owner. The property owner 
later died due to heart fail- 
ure, but family members 
recalled that the victim and 
Flynn were involved in a 
heated argument about the 
money. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney 
Neil J. Gallagher Jr. of Wein- 
reb’s Economic Crimes Unit 
prosecuted the case. 
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Quincy Point, NQ Townhouses Proposed _ Board Approves — 


171-Unit Downtown 
Apartment Building

The Planning Board ap- 
proved a developer’s pro- 
posal to construct a 171-unit 
apartment building along 
Hancock Street in Quincy 
Center, a key cog in the 
city’s plans for downtown 
redevelopment. 

The board granted Bos- 
ton-based LBC Partners a 
certificate of consistency 
for the planned apartment 
building at 1500 Hancock 
St on May 10. The build- 
ing, known as Nova Suites, 
would stand seven stories 
tall and feature 15,000 
square feet of retail space 
on its first floor. The second 
floor, with 36 units, could be 
converted into a hotel in the 
future if market conditions 
were favorable to doing so. 

Dan Bailey, an attorney 
for the developers, said after 
the meeting that demolition 
of the existing single-story 
commercial buildings on 
site — which LBC already 
owns — could commence 
shortly. 

“They’re ready to begin 
with demolition,” he said. 

The board approved the 
project in a unanimous vote 
following a brief public 
hearing, in which residents 


. voiced their — for the 


proposal. 

“T think this project will 
be a good addition to the 
center,” Craig MacDonald 
said. “It will be a nice addi- 
tion right here in the city.” 

A portion of the Nova 
Residences will be located 
on the Hancock Lot. The City 
Council in April approved 
Mayor Thomas Koch’s land 
disposition agreement with 
LBC under which the city 
will sell a 10,196 square 
foot portion of the Hancock 
Lot to the developer. In ex- 
change, the city will receive 
5,657 square feet of land 
from LBC, plus $473,000. 

Bailey said the deal 
with the city is still await- 
ing final approval from the 
Massachusetts Department 
of Housing and Commu- 
nity Development. DHCD 
must give its blessing to 
the agreement and the cer- 
tificate of consistency — and 
LBC must secure financing 
for the project — before it 
can begin construction of 
the new seven-story build- 
ing, he stated. 

The city will use the 
land it acquires from the 
developer for two purposes: 
widening the sidewalk in 
front of the new building 
to conform with the master 
plan for Quincy Center and 
creating a glass-enclosed 
atrium between Nova Resi- 
dences and Nova Suites — a 
28-room hotel LBC oper- 
ates at 3 Cottage Ave. — that 
would provide access to the 
Hancock Lot from Hancock 


Street. The city also plans 
to replace the century-old 
drain line now running un- 
der 1500 Hancock St. and 
relocate it under the atrium. 

The land _ disposition 
agreement with LBC in- 
cludes no tax incentives for 
the developer. City officials 
estimate the new building 
would generate $478,000 
in property taxes annu- 
ally — more than 10 times 
the $40,000 the company 
pays in taxes on the same 
land now. Additionally, the 
city may be able to rent out 
space in the 3,600 square 
foot atrium. 

The Nova Residences are 
one of two developments 
now planned for the Han- 
cock Lot. 

Quincy developer Peter 
O’Connell has _ proposed 
building Chestnut Place — 
a 15-story, 124-unit luxury 
apartment building with 
4,200 square feet of retail 
space on the first floor — on 
the Dennis Ryan Parkway. 
The City Council approved 
an LDA with O’ Connell it in 
January. 

The Planning Board is 
still reviewing the Chest- 
nut Place proposal. Several © 
residents spoke in favor of 
O’Connell’s plan during the 
May 10 meeting. 

“T believe we need more 
retail,” John Rizzo said. “It 
will be helpful.” 

“T shop in Quincy, my - 
money is spent in Quincy, 
I work in Quincy and I love 
Quincy,” David Francoeur 
added. “Anything to help 
out people or businesses in 
Quincy, I’m totally for.” 

The board could approve 
the Chestnut Place proposal 
as soon as its next meeting 
on June 21. 

Parking for both Nova 
Residences and Chestnut 
Place would be provided in 
a new city-owned garage 
that would be located in the 
Hancock Lot, with the de- 
veloper leasing spaces in the 
facility. O’Connell would be 
responsible for construct- 
ing the garage, which could 
have room for 600 or 700 
vehicles, under terms of his 
LDA with the city. 

Koch’s administration 
has yet to bring its pro- 
posal for the garage to the 
City Council, which must 
approve financing for the 
structure.

I just had four new tires installed that I purchased 
online at a local gas station in the Boston area and they 
charged tax on their labor fee to mount and balance the 
tires. I know this isn’t a car question but I thought sales 


_ tax in Massachusetts was just on things not labor? 


According to the Commonwealth of Massachusetts; 
charges for personal or professional services such as: ac- 
counting, insurance, legal and medical services, as well as 
services such as haircuts and car repairs are not taxable. Un- 
less the shop installed new valve stems in the wheels (which 
would be taxable) it looks like you are owed a refund. 

I have a 2012 Kia Sedona and a light appeared on the 
dashboard looking like a red enclosed exclamation point 
with a circle around it. I looked it up in the manual and 
there is no explanation. Nothing is leaking and it runs 
great, what do you think it could be? 

There are two indicators that look like the one you. de- 
scribe. One is the for the tire pressure monitoring system 
indicating a tire is low on air. The second and more critical 
light is a warning of low fluid level for the brake system. 
Check out the website www.mycardoeswhat.org this web- 
site is handy to help educate motorists on all of the warning 
lights on today’s cars. 

I have a question on my 2008 Honda Odyssey. At 
what time do I need to change timing belt? The car has 
105,000 miles on it. Is this something I can do myself; 

I’m pretty handy. The dealer told me that I would expect 
to pay $700-$850 for the repair. I priced the belt and it 
is only about $50. 

- The basic cost is about $75 for the timing belt itself and 

it will take a skilled technician about four hours labor to 
perform the repair. In addition to this cost if any seals, drive 
belts or associated items need replacing that would add to 
the cost. This is an interference engine, which means if you 
don’t line components up correctly or don’t tension the belt 
correctly you could easily damage the engine. I would not 
consider this a DIY repair unless you have performed this 
type of work before. 

I just bought a 2002 Chrysler PT Cruiser convert- 
ible from Florida with only 80,000 miles on it. The car 
only gets driven in the summer now. Would you recom- 
mend due to age that I replace the timing belt and water 
pump? I think the manual recommends 90,000 miles 
but considering the car is 15 years old, I’m thinking it 
might be the right thing to do. 

Considering the age of the car it would make sense to 
replace the timing belt. Regarding the water pump I would 
also consider changing that due to age. Chrysler recom- 
mends replacing the timing belt between 60K-100,000 
miles. Considering the age of the car and if you plan to drive 
it often I would do the repairs and not take a chance with a 
serious and expensive breakdown. 

I drive a 2005 Nissan pickup with approximately 
155,000 miles. Starting in January I started to experience 
trouble when my truck would suddenly lose power when 
I pressed the accelerator. The truck continued to run 
roughly at idle, but the accelerator was non-responsive. 
Even though the service engine light comes on, there are 
no codes in the computer. I called a local mechanic who 
did the following: checked the fuel pump, replaced the 
spark plugs test the fuel quality and replaced the mass 
air flow sensor. After all of that, my truck continues to 
experience this periodic loss of power. What do you 
think it could be? 

These trucks have had a history of a failure of the com- 
puter relay (ECM relay). In fact, some models had a recall. 
If this relay has not been replaced this is the first place I 
would start with my diagnostics strategy.

“I have a question - one that I am guessing you have 
not gotten before. A couple of years ago I purchased a 
used 1999 Ferrari F355 Spider. It was in tremendous 
shape with only 11,000 miles. Recently the airbag light 
came on. The dealer indicated that the airbag ECU was 
bad - made sense as research indicated they last 10-15 
years. The problem is that, according to the dealer, the 
part is no longer available. I have tried to contact Fer- 
rari, combed the internet all to no avail. The car cannot 
be inspected with the airbag light on and therefore can- 
not be driven. It is an immaculate car with only 15,000 
miles - any thoughts? 

The dealer is correct the airbag ECU is not available ei- 
ther from Ferrari North America or in Europe. I spoke with 
Ben McGandy the shop foreman at John Tirrell’s indepen- 
dent Ferrari repair shop www.ifsferrari.com. Ben told me 
that there is hope, the ECU may be available through a re- 
cycler or perhaps depending on the condition of the current 
ECU it may be repairable. 

This could be totally legit but I’d like your perspec- 
tive. I took my 2015 VW GTI to the dealer for its 20,000 
mile service. The mileage at the time was about 13,000, 
but it hadn’t been in for service in almost a year, so in 
it went. The service person came to me after 1/2 hour 
and said the diagnostic showed it needed an alignment. 
He showed me a color print out showing me the car 
needed an alignment. I was leery, but agreed to have it 
done even though I hadn’t noticed any problem with the 
steering or drifting to one side. As I was waiting for my 
car, another service person went to a man waiting for his 
car, told him it would soon be ready, but then told him 
his car needed an alignment. I spoke to the customer and 
asked if he felt certain he needed an alignment, and he 
was unsure. Just a coincidence another customer needed 
the same service? 

Considering the conditions of the roads, it wouldn’t sur- 
prise me that every car needs an alignment. The numbers 
you provided me showed your car was out of alignment and 
certainly over time would cause some tire wear. In my opin- 
ion having the alignment checked and corrected once per 
year is money well spent. 

My 2006 Mazda 6 wagon. seems to have become for- 
getful. If I have cruise control on or not, when I deceler- 
ate by coasting to a lower speed, the transmission stays 
in 6th gear according to the dashboard but has actually 
dropped into neutral. If I am going to exit a highway and 
decelerate by taking my foot off the gas to let momentum 
slow me down the same thing will happen. It can happen 
if I know a turn is ahead and I decelerate; if I hit the 
gas the engine will race. If I remember to tap the brakes 
a few times until I see the dash indicate it has dropped 
down from the gear I was in and it will change gears 
abruptly with a loud thump. I tried having the transmis- 
sion fluid changed, but nothing changed. Interestingly it 
does not happen in cold weather unless I have been on 


the road for hours. Hopefully you can point me in the © 


right direction for getting it fixed. 

At this point the car should go to a skilled technician 
and be thoroughly road-tested and checked for fault/trouble 
codes. Some Mazda vehicles have had some “odd” trans- 
mission problems similar to what you describe. In some 
cases the repair requires replacement of the transmission 
valve body. This type of diagnosis will take time to properly 
verify and repair your concern. 

My wife and I are in our 70’s and have trouble get- 


ting into our car. The issue is that we have to lift our . 


leg up a significant height in order to get into the car. 
Once we get our leg in we have trouble getting the re-

mainder of ourselves in without hitting our heads on the 
door opening. Once inside our visibility is limited by 
the window supports and other structural parts. Can 
you recommend a car, SUV, or minivan that solves these 
problems? 

I think a smaller SUV would be a good choice; the Honda 
HR-V or Subaru Forester may work out well. The slightly 
higher ride height may make “sliding” in and out easier and 
the overall visibility of an SUV may help with your driving. 
Since you have your own needs, what I would also try to do 
is try out a variety of vehicles. My suggestion is to find a. 
used car “superstore” and try out several vehicles. Although 
you may not be in the market to buy used, you may get.a 
good feeling for what suits your needs. 

I have a 2014 GMC Terrain and I like to drive with 
my rear windows open sometimes. When I do this it cre- 


ates a wind buffeting noise that is so bad that I have to 


shut them. I wonder if you or your readers ever came 
across this condition. It has never happened in my other 
vehicles. 

I remember driving a Cheviciet Suburban 20 years ago 
and I decided to lower the rear windows; the buffeting was 
so, severe it made me nauseous. Twenty years later the same 
happens to varying extent with many SUVs. One thing that 
may work is adding side window deflectors. These are typi- 
cally made or high strength acrylic plastic and many install 
without tools. This may just be enough to eliminate the air 
turbulence. 

We have a new teen driver in the family ‘and I am 
thinking about subscribing to one of the mobile services 
that track the health and whereabouts of the car through 
cell service and a device in the OBD port — like Verizon 
Hum, etc. What are your thoughts on value of these ser- _ 
vices? What do you look for when shopping for one, and 
do you have recommendations? 

I have not tried HUM, but I have tried a device call Car- 
Lock (www.carlock.co) This device plugs into the OBD 
port, has a small monthly service fee and has a built in GPS. 
The device will track the vehicle, let you know location as 
well if there was hard acceleration, panic stops as well as 
generate an overall driving report. When it was in my car I 
got a text message that my car performed a “hard” swerve. 
I called my wife to ask if she was okay and while she was 
driving another driver rolled through a stop. The other prod- 
uct is a cell phone app TruMotion (www.gotruemotion.com) 
This app focuses on ending distracted driving, while mea- 
suring how you and your family drive. My only criticism of 
this free app (at least when I tried it) is it tends to be a bit 
power hungry, reducing my phone’s battery life. 

Is the following procedure a way for a person seated 
in the front passenger seat of my 2013 Buick Verano to 
stop the car if the driver is incapacitated when driving 
at highway speed? First move the shift lever to neutral, 
pull up on the electric parking brake control and hold it 
in the up position. Finally as a last resort move the shift 
lever to reverse and then to park. 

If I was in this situation I would shut the car off, and 
although the steering will be hard-grab the wheel and aim 
for something “soft”. There are two issues with applying the 
parking brake. The first is by applying the parking brake you 
are very likely to put the car into a skid. The second issue 
is some vehicles with an electric parking brake, the service 
brake (pedal) needs to be applied first. In cars with a center 
mounted hand brake you can more easily modulate the park- 
ing brake than the electronic brake system.

sues that had been presented 
to me since I’ve been on 
the council here, most often 
speeding, especially through 
neighborhoods.” 

“These are real life is- 
sues we’re dealing with on 
a daily basis,” added Ward 2 
Councillor Brad Croall. “A 
lot of times speed in thickly 
settled residential areas... 
negatively impacts quality 
of life.” 

The council held a public 
hearing prior to its vote to 
lower the speed limit. 

Among those to speak 
at the meeting was Kevin 
Coughlin, a former Ward 
3 councillor, who noted he 
previously authored three 
home rule petitions that 
would have allowed Quincy 
to adopt a 25 mph speed 
limit. That legislation was 
approved by the council and 
Koch each time, but failed 
to gain traction on Beacon 
Hill. 

Coughlin said the issue 
was personal for him. His 
father-in-law was struck by 


a vehicle while in a cross- 


walk in February 2004. 

“He didn’t die that night, 
and it might have been more 
merciful had he died that 
night,” Coughlin said. “He 
spent seven years after that 
in Mass. General Hospital, 
in Spaulding Rehab, in nurs- 
ing facilities and then back 
through that cycle — seven 
years because of a careless 
driver.” 

Irene Lutts, president of 
Quincycles, a group that ad- 
vocates for measures to pro- 
tect cyclists on city streets, 
also spoke in favor of the 
measure. 

“Reducing the speed limit 
on our roadways to 25 miles 
per hour would be a dramat- 
ic step toward increasing 
the safety of the vulnerable 
road users in our city — those 
who walk and those who bi- 
cycle,” she said. 
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$27M Park Bond Passes On 6-3 Vote

hotel tax — the tax charged 
to guests staying at a hotel 
or mote] in Quincy. Eighty- 
five percent of hotel tax 
funds are dedicated to open 
space projects, including 
parks, with the remaining 
15 percent used to promote 
tourism. 

The park bond was ap- 
proved in a 6-3 vote, with 
Councillors Brad Croall, Ian 
Cain and Joseph Finn voting 
against it. Cain and Croall 
had authored an amendment 
to the city’s hotel tax that 
would enable some of those 
funds to be used on road and 
sidewalk repair outside of 
Quincy Center. The amend- 
ment, a home rule petition 
that would require approval 
from the mayor and legis- 
lators on Beacon Hill, was 
approved unanimously by 
councillors Monday night 
but will not advance to the 
State House because Koch 
will not sign it. Koch has 
said he does not want to al- 
ter the original intent of the 
tax, providing parks with a 
dedicated funding source. 

Cain called the $27 mil- 
lion bond too grandiose. 

“This is a spending bill 
- $27 million for park im- 
provements — that from the 


get-go I’ve seen as a little 
too ostentatious, a_ little 
too grand,” he stated. “The 
purpose of putting forth the 
amendment for the hotel/ 
motel tax was to in effect 
amend this extraordinary 
spending bill.” 

Croall said he has long 
supported the city’s park _ 
system, but noted streets 
are a more pressing issue he 
hears from constituents. 

“My: phone rings quite 
frequently with folks ex- 
pressing their concerns 
about the roads,” he said. 

Councillor Noel DiBona 
spoke in favor of the entire 
spending plan. He said the 
city’s parks have long been 
important to him, both as an 
athlete growing up and later 
on as a coach and father. 

“Parks, playgrounds and 
playing sports were vital 
in shaping my life — not 
only being educated here in 
Quincy Public Schools but 
playing sports and leisure 
activities on all these parks 
is why I’m currently talking 
to all of you tonight. Play- 
ing youth sports like foot- 
ball, baseball and basketball 
was a way of staying out of 
trouble,” DiBona said. 

“These parks are a way 
for me to spend time with 


my family and enjoy the 
outdoors...We are fortunate 
enough to have places to go 
in a city of this size, 94,000 
people.” 

Before taking a vote on 
the overall park plan, coun- 
cillors voted on four sepa- 
rate items contained within 
it, approving each. 

The first item was $15.7 
million for the ‘construc- 
tion of the next phase of 
Hancock-Adams Green in 
Quincy Center, including a 
promenade, water features, 
statues and trees. Construc- 


tion of that phase is set to’ 


begin this year and continue 
through next June. Council- 
lors approved the plans for 
the new downtown park in a 
6-3 vote, with Cain, Croall 
and Finn opposed. 

The second item was 
$6.1 million for citywide 
park improvements. Among 
those are $1 million for Kin- 
caide Field in West Quincy, 
$800,000 for work at Faxon 
Park in Quincy Point, and 
$500,000 each for a new 
dog park on Quarry Street 
and to replace the artificial 
playing surface at Veterans’ 
Memorial Stadium. The 
item was approved in an 8-1 
vote, with Cain opposed. 

Next up was $2.4 mil- 
lion for the design and per- 


mitting of improvements to 
Merrymount Park. Those 
improvements will include 
a series of walking paths 
and boardwalks to connect 
the park to other nearby 
open spaces. Councillors 
approved that item in a 6-3 
vote, with Cain, Croall and 
Nina Liang in opposition. 

The final item was $2.75 
million to acquire five par- 
cels of land in Houghs 
Neck. Four of those proper- 
ties — three homes and the 
parking lot now owned by 
Louis — would be acquired 
in conjunction with the 
city’s plans for the Houghs 
Neck Maritime Center, and 
the fifth is the parking lot 
at LaBrecque Field, which 
is currently owned by the 
Archdiocese of Boston. 
The item was approved in 
a 6-3 vote, with Cain, Finn 
and Brian Palmucci voting 
against it. 

An amendment to the 
park bond, introduced by 
Palmucci and unanimously 
approved by his colleagues, 
will require Koch’s adminis- 
tration to return to the coun- 
cil for final approval before 
closing on the five parcels in ‘ 
Houghs Neck or on any oth- 
er land acquisition funded 
by the $27 million measure. 


$80M Sought For Quincy Center Improvements

The city plans to bor- 
row $80 million for the 
next wave of public im- 
provements needed for the 
redevelopment of Quincy 
Center, including a 740-car 
garage, land takings and 
utility work. - 

Mayor Thomas Koc 
submitted the $80 million 
request to the City Council 
Monday night. The bond 
was referred to the finance 
for review at a future date. 

The money would be fi- 
nanced through the District 
Improvement __ Financing 
program. Under the DIF 
program, the city would re- 
pay the $80 million bond 
using new property tax rev- 
enue generated in Quincy 
Center. 

“The financing plan and 
budget before you keeps 
to our stated mission, and 
the mission of the DIF 
program, by ensuring that 
necessary public improve- 
ments in Quincy Center be 
financed directly by new 
revenues created by private 
investment. Simply put, the 
downtown pays for itself,” 
Koch wrote in a memo to 
councillors in support of the 
request. 

“It is important to note 
that even without this cre- 
ative financing mecha- 
nism that relies on revenue 
growth to finance public im- 
provements, the city would 
ultimately be responsible for 
the downtown’s infrastruc- 
ture. For decades, Quincy 


Center was a drain on the 
city’s tax base and would 
have continued to do so if 
not for this community’s 
work together over the last 
many years in creating a vi- 
brant neighborhood that has 
seen Temarkable growth in 
the last several years.” 

Craig Seymour of RKG 
Associates, a consultant to 
the city, said in a memo to 
planning officials that the 
debt service on the $80 mil- 
lion could be paid off using 
revenues generated by ex- 
isting planned or pending 
projects, even if only some 
of those proposals come 
to fruition in the next few 
years. That does not include 
additional funding from the 
sale of city-owned land to 
developers, the increase in. 
value of other properties in 
the area that may be rede- 
veloped, or state funding the 
city could receive. 

“RKG has a high degree 
of confidence that the rede- 
velopment of Quincy can 
pay for itself through the 
use of DIF and other avail- 
able sources of funding,” 
Seymour wrote. 

The $80 million bond 
primarily involves work to 
prepare the Hancock Lot 
for redevelopment. Two 
projects are already in the 
pipeline for the city-owned 
land: LBC Partners received 
approval from the Plan- 
ning Board last week for 
Nova Residences, a 171- 
unit apartment building at 
1500 Hancock St., and Peter 
O’Connell’s plan for Chest- 


nut Place, a 15-story, 124- 
unit apartment building on 
the Dennis Ryan Parkway, 
which is awaiting Planning 
Board approval. “ 

A pair of other develop- 
ments is also being eyed in 
the future for the remainder 
of the lot. 

The largest item in the $80 
million bond is the the con- 
struction of a 740-car garage 
on a portion of the Hancock 
Lot. The cost for the garage 
and related work — includ- 
ing its design, site and en- 
vironmental work, and the 
construction of a new drain 
line — is $46.6 million. Land 


disposition agreements with _ 


LBC and O’Connell would 
require both to lease parking 
spaces in the new garage, 
and O’Connell would be 
responsible for building the 
parking structure. 

The bond includes $6.1 
million to acquire two par- 
cels of land — 31 Chestnut 
St. and-23 Cottage Ave. — as 
outlined in the LDA with 
O’Connell, who would pay 
for construction and mainte- 
nance of a park on site. The 
city would also use the land 
to widen Cottage Avenue to 
provide access to the new 
garage. The $6.1 million 
would cover the purchase 
of the land, relocation fees 
to the 14 businesses on site, 
and the demolition of the 
buildings. 

The bond also includes 
$5.1 million for work out- 
lined in the LDA with LBC. 
That includes $2.6 mil- 


lion to construct a replace- 
ment for the drain line on 
site, $1.5 million for a new 
atrium to connect Hancock 
Street with the Hancock 
Lot, and $860,000 for side- 
walk work. ‘ 
Additionally, the bond 
includes $6.5 million for 


-the relocation of a sewer 


line on Cottage Avenue and 
utility and surface improve- 
ments on the Dennis Ryan 
Parkway, plus $3.7 million 


_ for utility and surface work : 


at the intersection of -Cot- 
tage Avenue and Hancock 
Street. 

Further, the bond includes 
$6.1 million for work related 
to creating a new bridge at 
Cliveden Street and extend- 
ing that road to the Hancock 
Lot. That would cover land 
acquisitions at 37R and 95 
Parkingway and 1534 and 
1546 Hancock St., plus. 
streetscape _ improvements 
along Cliveden Street. The 
Massachusetts Department 
of Transportation is paying 
for the cost of designing the 
bridge, and the city hopes 
to receive state funding to 
building the new bridge. 

The bond also includes 
$3.1 million for consultant 
services over the next two 
to three years, $475,000 
for engineering and design 
work for improvements 
to the Ross Garage area, 
$475,000 for two. years of 
legal services, and $700,000 
for three years of pay to city 
personnel tasked with down- 


town development.

Over the next four years, some 3,000 Mormon converts 
made the overland journey with similar handcarts. 

¢ On June 7, 1913, Hudson Stuck, an Alaskan missionary, 
leads the first successful ascent of Mt. McKinley’s south 
peak, the highest point on the North American continent, 
at 20,320 feet, overcoming difficult weather and a fire that 
destroyed food and supplies. 

¢ On June 10, 1928, Maurice Sendak, author and illustra- 
tor of “Where the Wild Things Are,” is born in New York. 
The book was pioneering in its realistic depiction of child- 
hood anxieties and rebellious behavior. 

¢ On June 6, 1933, in New Jersey, Richard Hollingshead 
opens the first drive-in movie theater. Hollingshead had ex- 
perimented in the driveway of his home in Camden, mount- 
ing a 1928 Kodak projector on the hood of his car, pinning a 
screen to some trees, and placing a radio behind the screen 
for sound. 

¢ On June 11, 1955, a Mercedes-Benz race car in Le 
Mans, France, goes out of control at 150 mph and crashes 
into stands filled with spectators, killing 82 people. Several 
nations banned racing after the tragedy. 

¢ On June 5, 1968, Senator Robert Kennedy is shot at the 
Ambassador Hotel in Los Angeles after winning the Cali- 
fornia presidential primary. Kennedy was shot several times 
by the 22-year-old Palestinian Sirhan Sirhan. He died a day 
later. (c) 2017 King Features Synd., Inc.

The councillor said last

Board members echoed 
the same sentiment about 
the last year’s event.

Testosterone is a_hor- 

mone found in humans. It’s 
the source that causes. hair 
growth on a man’s chest 
and it’s the force behind the 
male sex drive. 

During puberty, testoster- 
one helps develop a man’s 
muscles and is the reason 
why his voice deepens. In 
adulthood, it maintains a 
man’s muscle and bone 
strength and maintains his 
interest in sex. In summary, 
it’s what physically makes a 
man a man. 

After age 30, most men 
begin to experience a grad- 
ual decline in testosterone. 
For each year in excess of 
age 30 the level of testos- 
terone decreases at a rate of 
about one percent per year. 
A reduction in sex drive 
sometimes accompanies the 
drop in testosterone, lead- 


‘ing many men to misguid- 


edly believe that their loss 
of interest in sex is simply 
the result of to getting older. 
Testosterone additionally 
helps maintain a number of 
important bodily functions 
in men, including: 

* sex drive 

* sperm production 

* muscle mass/strength 

¢ fat distribution 

¢ bone density 

¢ red blood cell produc- 
tion 

Because testosterone af- 


fects numerous functions, its 
decrease can generate a mul- 
titude of significant physical 
and emotional changes. 

One of the principal wor- 
ries faced by men with de- 
clining testosterone ° levels 
is the probability that their 
sexual desire and _ perfor- 
mance will be affected. As 
men age, they can experi- 
ence a number of symptoms 
related to sexual function 
that may be a consequence 
of reduced levels of this hor- 
mone. 

A decrease in testoster- 
one can mean a decrease in 
libido, fewer spontaneous 
erections, and a marginally 
lower sperm count. Keep 
in mind, none of these side 
effects should happen sud- 
denly. If that appears to 
be the case, there could be 
other issues at involved. 
Erectile dysfunction (ED) is 
not commonly caused by in- 
sufficient testosterone pro- 
duction. In cases where ED 
accompanies lower testos- 
terone production, hormone 
replacement therapy may 


‘improve the. ED. 


Testosterone is, on occa- 
sion referred to as the male 
hormone. It assistS\the body 
in increasing muscle mass, 
leads to body hair, and con- 
tributes to an overall mascu- 
line appearance. Decreases 
in testosterone can attribute 
to numerous physical chang- 
es including the following: 


¢ increased body fat 

¢ decreased strength/mass 
of muscles 

¢ fragile bones 

¢ decreased body hair 

¢ swelling/tenderness in 
the breast tissue 

¢ hot flashes 

¢ increased fatigue 

¢ effects on cholesterol 
metabolism 

Regardless of that ‘fact 
that it can cause lower en- 
ergy levels, low testoster- 
one can also cause insomnia 
and other alterations in your 
sleep patterns. Unfortunate- 
ly, testosterone replacement 
therapy may likewise affect 
sleep by contributing to or 
causing sleep apnea. This 
can be a severe problem 
that causes your breathing 
to stop and start repetitively 
while asleep and can signifi- 


-cantly disrupt your sleep in 


the process. 

Conversely, variations in 
the body that occur as a re- 
sult of sleep apnea can lead 
to low testosterone levels. 
Even without the manifesta- 
tion of sleep apnea there is 
a compelling correlation be- 
tween low testosterone and 
a decrease in the hours of 
sleep. The rationale behind 
this however is unclear. 

Testosterone is a_hor- 


mone that also alters emo-- 


tional regulation. In addition 
to causing physical changes, 
having low levels of testos- 
terone can affect you on an

emotional level. The condi- 
tion can precipitate feelings 
of sadness or depression 
and it can also demean your 
overall sense of well-being. 
Some people have difficulty 
with memory and concen- 
tration and experience less- 
ened motivation and self- 
confidence.

To determine the caus- 
ative factors of these symp- 
toms an individual should 
schedule an appointment 
with their healthcare pro- 
vider and request a blood 
test.

Regardless of the reason 
a person is experiencing 
low testosterone, there are 
treatment options available 
to increase testosterone or 
diminish the side effects 
that a person: may be expe- 
riencing.

Social Security Matters — 
Can I Re-Marry, Or Not?

Dear Rusty: After a pretty difficult 32 years of marriage 
and ugly divorce a few years ago, I finally found the man 
of my dreams. We’d like to get married, but I’m collecting 
spousal benefits from my ex’s Social Security record and 
I’ve been told that if I re-marry I’ ll lose those benefits. But 
I’ve also been told that I can remarry if I’m over 60 years 
old. My new guy is not collecting Social Security yet, al- 
though he is old enough to start if he chooses. So please 
help me. Can I remarry, or not? Signed: Bride in waiting 

Dear Bride: This is one of those things that always 
seems to cause confusion for those who are divorced, col- 
lecting Social Security and thinking about a second mar- 
riage. 

Let’s start with some basics: The rules say that as an ex- 
wife you are entitled to spousal benefits if you are at least 
62 years old, are not currently married, and were married 
to your ex for at least 10 years (and divorced for at least 2 
if your ex is not yet collecting benefits). The benefit you 
are entitled to is % of your ex’s primary insurance amount 
(or “PIA”, the amount he is entitled to at his full retirement 
age). This, of course, would need to be higher than any ben- 
efit-you would get on your own work record. That means 
that if you remarry now, regardless of your age, you will 
indeed lose your spousal benefit based upon your ex-hus- 
band’s record. 

Since you say your new guy is not yet ccllectine Social 
Security, what is most important for you is whether he plans 
to apply soon, and how much your spousal benefit would be 
on your new husband’s record. This amount is easy to ob- 
tain if your new beau sets up an account at www.ssa.gov and 
gets his current benefit estimate, which would include what 
he’s entitled to at his full retirement age (his “PIA”). Once 
he starts collecting benefits, as his spouse you would be en- 
titled to % of his PLA. You can compare the benefit you now 
get on your ex-husband’s record with what you would get 
from your new husband’s record if he were collecting. With 
this knowledge, you and he can make an informed decision 
about whether getting married at this time is oe pru- 
dent. 

Where the confusion usually stems from on remarrying 
after reaching 60 years of age is because that is the rule for 
ex-spouse survivor’s benefits, not benefits from a living ex- 
spouse. Divorced widows can remarry after age 60 and still 
collect benefits on their deceased ex-husband’s record (said 
benefit being 100% of whatever benefit the deceased ex was 
collecting or entitled to collect at death). ~~ 

My wish for you and the new “man of your dreams” is 
that you spend the rest of your lives enjoying a loving and 
caring relationship, hopefully with iprecin. bells sometime 
in the near future.

to connect the new span to 
its abutments. 

All traffic will shift to the

each direction at all times, 
with the third lane alternat- 
ing between northbound and 
southbound traffic to accom- 
modate peak traffic in either 
direction. Demolition of the 
remainder of the temporary 
bridge could then begin. 
Starting on Oct. 1, all 
four lanes on the new bridge 
would be open, providing 
two lanes in each direction 
around the clock. Contrac- 
tors would then begin fin- 
ishing pedestrian accom- 
modations and the dolphin 
and fender system under the 
bridge, which is set for com- 
pletion in the fall of 2018. 
Rep. Ron Mariano, 
the House majority lead- 
ers whose district includes 
neighborhoods on the Quin- 
cy and Weymouth sides 
of the Fore River, said it 
would be a difficult summer 
for commuters but the new 
bridge is a major improve- 
ment over the temporary 
bridge, which was built in 


-, 2002, as well as the 1936 
bascule bridge it replaced. 


“I do ask we have some 
degree of patience and some 
degree of cooperation with 
these guys as they try to fin- 
ish this project that’s been 
long, long overdue,” Mari- 
ano said. 

“{ have gone up there 
when the [new] bridge has 
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gone up and down — you will 
be amazed at how quickly 
this bridge moves, how qui- 
etly this bridge moves. It is 
a huge improvement over 
the old Fore River bascule 
bridge and certainly a tre- 
mendous improvement over 
the Erector Set we’ve lived 
with for so long.” 

Ward 2 Councillor Brad 
Croall, who represents 
Quincy Point, said the proj- 
ect is heading down the 
homestretch. 

“We knew that there 
would come a time we 
would deal with traffic im- 
pacts,” he said. “There will 
be some challenges, but the 
good news is we’re heading 
towards the end.” 

Jack Pecora, the proj- 
ect manager for contractor 
White-Skanska, said com- 
muters who drive along 
Route 3A should seek alter- 


native routes over the sum- 


mer. 

The contractor and the 
Massachusetts Department 
of Transportation, Pecora 
said, have determined the 
most likely alternative route 
for drivers is through Wey- 
mouth Landing. Traffic 
headed from Boston to the 
South Shore would continue 
along Southern Artery to 
Quincy Avenue, then onto 
Commercial Street and

to and from the train station 
every day, about 1.3 miles in 
each direction whereas if the 
gate were open it would be 
about a half mile, so it adds 
considerable time to my 
day,” he said. 

“It would be nice to find 
a way to alleviate legitimate 
concerns about the gate 
opening and create benefits 
for the neighborhood at the 
same.” 

Buchholz said Quincy, 
like many communities near 
Boston, is becoming a more 
popular place to live but re- 
mains affordable for people 
to purchase homes. 

“But people moving to 
the Boston area expect train 
access,” he said.

Because of the savings, 
officials are proposing to 
increase special education 
transportation by $250,000 
to address state require- 
ments and a hike in the 
number of special educa- 
tion students. Administra- 
tors are also recommending 
increasing funding for spe- 
cial education tuitions by $1 
million, increasing software 
funding by $130,000 and an 
additional $35,000 in fund- 
ing for student assessment 
tools. 

The district’s primary 

grade curriculum coordina- 
tor Madeline Roy explained 
that the curriculum and as- 
sessment team is proposing 
to expand the math bench- 
mark: assessment tool, now 
used in grades two and three, 
to grades four through six. 
The tool measures student 
growth in math, language 
and reading. 
' She said Broad Mead- 
ows Middle School is pi- 
loting this assessment pro- 
gram this year in grades six 
through eight with the plan 
to expand it to the middle 
grade level in the future. 
The assessments provide in- 
formation for administrators 
to measure student achieve- 
ment and provide needed 
support.

signed to meet unique needs 
of individual learners,” Roy 
said. “The curriculum and 
assessment team would like 
to continue to support each 
of our elementary and mid- 
dle schools with high quality 
tools that meet the instruc- 
tional needs of our teachers 
and academic needs of our 
students.” 

Committee member Em- 
ily Lebo suggested that 
middle school assessment 
program be expanded if 
funding allows. 

“If there is any addi- 
tional capturing of savings, 
we would really like to see 
those assessments in grades 
six through eight,” she said. 

Mahoney agreed. 

“TI would like to see that 
going across the city,” she 
said “It’s an incredible asset 


to the middle schools” 


Mullaney said user fees — 
athletic, transportation, rent- 
al — would not be increased 
in the coming year. Howev- 
er, the committee backed the 
recommendation to increase 
the price of lunch by 25 
cents for the elementary and 
middle schools level and 50 
cents for the high schools. 
The hike is being required 


by the federal USDA. 
Beginning in September, 
elementary lunches will 


cost $2.50, middle school 


lunches will be $2.75 and 
high school lunches will go 
up to $3. 

Most committee mem- 
bers were pleased the bud- 
get allows restoring staff 
and programs. ° 

“We are just so thrilled 
that we are growing again,” 
said Emily Lebo. 

While acknowledging 
the budget is building back, 
Mahoney said there are still 
“line items not _ restored. 
completely.” 

“I know you are work- 
ing diligently at that doing 
that,” she told DeCristofaro. 
“I know that we are-pretty 
close.” 

Mahoney noted there is 
no music/chorus department 
head. 

“There are several things 
that we haven’t done,” she 
said. 

The committee took no 
action on the budget. It will 
be taken up again during a 
public hearing on May 31.

Several Quincy High 
School students were hon- 
ored by the school com- 
mittee recently for winning 
medals in the SkillsUSA 
career and technical compe- 
tition. 

The students competed in 
the district event in March. 
A total of 14 Quincy stu- 
dents were to on to the 
SkillsUSA state competition 
and winners from that go to 
the national event in June in 
Louisville, Kentucky. 

Quincy High’s career and 
technical department chair, 
Rebecca McInnis, explained 
that SkillsUSA is a national 
career and technical organi- 
zation for student competi- 
tion at the district, state and 
national level.

Life Sentence 
-In Barroom Murder

A Germantown man will 
serve a sentence of 15 years 
to life after being convicted 
of killing a man in an unpro- 
voked attack two years ago 
inside a Quincy Center bar- 
room. 
Judge Thomas Conrors 
handed down the sentence 


to Paul J. Fahey, 43, former- - 


ly of Lind Street, May 18 
in Norfolk County Superior 
Court. Fahey was sentenced, 
two days after a jury found 
him guilty of second-degree 
murder in the death of Keith 
W. Boudreau. 5 

The mandatory sentence 
for murder in the second 
degree is life in prison with 
eligibility for parole after 15 
years. 

Fahey was convicted of 
killing Boudreau, age 42, 
in an unprovoked attack in 
the now-closed Home Ice 


Sports Bar on Washington 


Street on March 23, 2015. 
Fahey knocked Boudreau to 
the floor with a punch to the 
head, and then stomped on 


his head, according to pros- ~ 


ecutors. Boudreat died in 
hospital two weeks later. 
“The witnesses in the bar 
that day made it very clear 
that this attack was entirely 
unprovoked. The witnesses 
saw as he struck Boudreau, 
sending him to the ground, 


and then stomped on him 
while he was on the ground,” 
Norfolk County District At- 
torney Michael Morrissey 
said in a statement follow- 
ing the conviction. “He was 
immediately hospitalized 
and died on April 3.” 

Fahey’s trial lasted a 
-week. A jury found him 
guilty after 90 minutes of 
deliberation. Morrissey 
said Boudreau’s family and 
friends were extraordinarily 
supportive and involved in 
the process. 

“On any given day, 40 
to 50 of Keith’s friends and 
family were sitting in the 
courtroom,” he stated. “It 
was quite a testament to 
who Keith was and what 
he meant to those around 

The district attorney 
credited police and prosecu- 
tors for their role in convict- 
ing Fahey. 

“Quincy detectives and 
State Police detectives put 
together a very thorough and 
strong case here,” Morris- 
sey Said. “Assistant District 
Attorneys Craig Kowalski 
and Laura McLaughlin and 
Victim/Witness Advocate 
Pamela Friedman did ex- 
cellent work preparing and 
trying the case. I thank them 
for their hard work and dili-

NEW SCAM: Preys on veterans trying to decipher op- 
tions about their medical care. The Veterans Choice Pro- 
gram (VCP) is an initiative of the U.S. Department of Vet- 
erans Affairs (VA). The program allows certain eligible vets 
to use approved health care providers who are outside of the 
VA system. Veterans or families can call the VCP’s toll-free 
number to verify their eligibility for the program. 

Here’s the problem: Scammers have set up a phony 
telephone line that very closely resembles the VCP’s real 


telephone number. Con artists often use names, seals, and 


logos that look or sound like those of respected, legitimate 
organizations. This time they’re using a phone number 
that’s almost identical to the real thing, hoping to create 
confusion. You call and think you’ ve reached the VCP. The 
fake line’s message says you’re entitled to a rebate if you 
provide a credit card number. If you give up your account 
information, the scammer will debit your account and you’ ll 
get nothing in return. There is no rebate and you’ll need 
to cancel your credit card. If you’re a veteran — or you’re 
helping one with health care — remember these tips to.avoid 
a scammer’s tricks.

dom is not free.” 

Moody read a poem writ- 
ten by Quincy High School 
Class of 1966 member Wal- 
ter Shaughnessy. The poem 
related how some _ class 
members went to serve in 
the Armed Forces in Viet- 
nam. 

“To leave our friends and 
families for Vietnam’s dis- 
tant shores, for something 
that would change us then 
and forever more,” Moody 
read. “But, we did leave and 
we did’fight. We returned to 
our home state. Some are 
whole, some are not, some 


_had met their fate. No man 


is truly dead. He lives on as 
a memory in our hearts and 
heads. So, keep their mem- 
ory in your heart and their 
names upon your tongue.” 

Master of ceremonies and 
a member of both the Sons 
of the American Legion and 
the Morrisette Post Guy Fer- 
ris noted that the ceremony 
marked the 12th observance 
at the traffic island that was 
transformed over six years 
ago into a veterans memo- 
rial featuring not only the 
flags, but benches dedicated 
to individual veterans and 
engraved bricks that serve as 
a walkway to the flagpole. 

“By these ceremonies, 
we seek only to raise the 
level of reverence for our 
national symbol and bring 
increased recognition to our 
veterans,” he said. 

Ferris noted that each 
flag, with the exception of 
one, has the name of the do- 
nor or honoree affixed. The 
one unnamed flag symbol- 
izes prisoners of war and 
those still missing in action. 

Mayor Thomas. Koch 
said one of the reasons that 
makes Quincy a great city is 
because of those who step 
up and serve the country 
and community. He noted 
how Moody’s vision led to 
the Flags for Veterans Island 
to honor the city’s veterans. 

He nodded to Larry Nor- 


ton who spearheaded the 
Vietnam veterans ceremony 
and Moody’s vision leading 
to the Flags for Veterans Is- 
land. 

“We are very fortunate 
in this city to have people 
that continue to step up,” he 
said.

Councillor at-Large and 
veterans affairs committee 
Chairman Noel DiBona, 
who also serves as the ju- 
nior vice commander of 
Squadron 294, noted the ob- 
servance kicks off the Me- 
morialt Day ceremonies that 
honor veterans. He said the 
squadron’s leaders have giv- 
en him the “road to pass this 
on for future generations.” 

“That’s why I continue to 
keep the legacy going and 
remember our veterans,” 
DiBona said. “You are not 
to be forgotten.”

Birthplaces Of First Father, Son Presidents 
John Adams, John Quincy Adams 


hey could be called two of the oldest 

houses in America, although no one 
knows exactly when they were built and 
they have been restored and patched so 
many times in the past 300 or so years 
that it’s doubtful how much of the original 
material remains. 

When the cottage at 133 Franklin St. 
was restored by the Daughters of the Rev- 
olution in 1897, a brick bearing the date 
1661 was discovered under the southeast 
corner and the house was known to have 


been occupied by one Joseph Penniman 
in that year. 

And a man named Samuel Belcher 
was living in the one at 141 Franklin St. 
as early as 1663 when it was little more 
than a one room shack with a fireplace. 
It was built to its present size in 1716, as 
evidenced by a date brick found in the 
new fireplace. 

Together, the modest buildings are the 
birthplaces of John Adams, the Second 
President of the United States, and John 
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FIREWORKS LIGHT up the sky and a 30-foot by 60-foot American flag hoisted by two 
Quincy fire trucks at Pageant Field. The fireworks and flag raising culminate the city’s 
annual Flag Day celebration. This year’s parade is set for Saturday, June 10. The parade 
has been a Quincy tradition for many years.

It was the North Precinct of Braintree 
then, a sprawling tract of woods and 
farmlands some 10 miles south of the 
Boston Stone along the winding Coast 
Road to Plymouth. 

Something less than 1 500 people lived 
in the North, Middle and South Precincts 
of Braintree in the year 1735 and two 
of them were Deacon John Adams, 44, 
farmer and shoemaker, and his wife, Su- 
sanna, 26, residents of what is now 133 
Franklin St. 

He was a pillar of his rural commu- 
nity, a deacon in First Parish Church, a 
lieutenant in the Braintree militia, a town 


constable and hard-working farmer who . 


worked in leather in the wintertime and 
was acknowledged as the maker of th¢ 
best cidér in town. 

Susanna Adams was a Boylston of 
Brookline, socially a cut above her hus- 
band, and perhaps there were moments 
in the simple house at the foot of Penn’s 
Hill when she thought of the home of 
her uncle, the noted Dr. Zabiel Boylston, 
whose furniture came all the way from 
London. 

Their first child, a son who was named 
John for his father, was born in the south- 
east bedroom of thefarmhouse on Oct. 19, 
1735 (Old Style). He would become the 
Second President of the United States. 

Deacon John purchased the house next 


. door, now 141 Franklin St., along with its 


9 1/2 acres of farmland from the Billings 
brothers, for 500 pounds in 1744 and it 
was ready 20 years later when young 
John moved in with his brand new bride, 
the former Abigail Smith, the preacher's 
sparkling daughter from the next town of 
Weymouth. 

Their second child, a son who was 
named John Quincy Adams after his 
great-grandfather, Col. John Quincy, was 
born there on July 11, 1767. He would 
become the Sixth President of the United 
States. 

Until George W. Bush was sworn in as 
the 43rd president in 2001, John and John 
Quincy Adams were the only father and 


son combination to achieve that office. 
George H. W. Bush was the 41st. The 
Harrisons, William Henry and Benjamin, 
were grandfather and grandson. 

According to Henry Adams, grandson 
of President John Quincy Adams, no 
member of the family lived in the cottages 
after 1818, although ownership remained 
in the Adams family until 1940. 

Both houses were restored by the Ad- 
ams Realty Trust, the John Quincy Adams 
Birthplace in 1896 at a cost of $1,650 and 
the John Adams Birthplace a year later at 
an expense of $515.49. 

They were presented to the city of 
Quincy in 1940 and supervised by the 
Quincy Historical Society until they were 
turned over to the U.S. National Park 
Service on May 1, 1979. 

For more than 80 years they were 
the little red farmhouses at the foot of 
Penn’s Hill but research launched by the 
National Park Service turned up the fact 
that Abigail wanted them “stone” and 
white in color and what Abigail wanted 
Abigail got. 

In the summer of 1980, during a six- 
year, $175,000 reconstruction project, 
the John Quincy Adams Birthplace was 
repainted to Abigail’s taste, the “stone” 
color determined to be a sort of off-white, 
mixed especially from a late 18th century 
formula. 

The John Adams Birthplace was 
painted white, but later research indicated 
it was unpainted. 

The houses are furnished with precise 
reproductions of those that were in the 
them when the second president lived 
there. The originals are at the Old House, 
the Adams National Historical Site, from 
which they cannot be removed under the 
ownership agreement with the Adams 
family. 


The most interesting room in the John 
Quincy Adams Birthplace is John Adams’ 
old law office.in which the elder Adams, 
James. Bowdoin and Samuel Adams 
drafted the Massachusetts State Constitu- 
tion on which the U.S. Constitution was 
modeled. 


The Adams Birthplaces at 133 and 141 Franklin St. are 
open daily, including Sundays and holidays, from 9 a.m. to 5 
p.m. from April 19 to Nov. 10 with guided tours. Admission 
is $10 for adults.and children 16 and over. Also included is 


admission to the Old House at Peace field within seven days. 
Park passes are available. Tours must be arranged at the 
Visitors. Center, 1250 Hancock St. The last full tour leaves 
the Visitors Center at 3:15 p.m. Tours are on a first-come, 


first-serve basis.

‘Later, he wrote with wry amusement - 


about Sunday dinner with the aging pa- 
triarch of the Adams clan and his wife, 
Abigail, a dinner that inevitably began 
with a thick pudding made from boiled 
corn meal. 

“jit being thought desirable to take 
the edge off one’s hunger before reach- 
ing the joint,” wrote Quincy. 

“Indeed, it was considered wise to 
stimulate the young to fill themselves 
with pudding, by the assurance that the 
boy who managed to eat the most of it 
should be helped most abundantly to the 
meat, which was to follow. 

“It need not be said that neither the 
winner nor his competitors found much 
room for meat at the close of their con- 
test; and so the domestic economy of the 
arrangement was very apparent.” 

Quincy, as a young Harvard law stu- 
dent, stopped by several times a week in 
summer to talk and read to the former 
President. He found the visits delight- 
ful. Indeed, the Adams of the cold and 
austere public mien was never more re- 
laxed than he was at his country home 
in Quincy. 

The original house, a small part of 
the present building, was built probably 
in 1731 by Major Leonard Vassall, a 
wealthy West Indian sugar planter who 
lived in Cambridge and apparently used 
it for a summer place. 

His daughter, Mrs. Anna Borland, 
who was a Loyalist during the Revolu- 
tion, abandoned the house to leave with 


the British forces when they evacuated 


Boston in 1776. For a while it was used 
as a haven for rebel refugees fleeing the 
war zones. 

Mrs. Borland returned to reclaim the 


house after the Revolution and John Ad- 
ams, then in Europe as the first American 
ambassador to London, purchased it for 
600 pounds through the good offices of 
the Cotton Tufts of Weymouth, his wife 
Abigail’s cousin. 

The Adamses were about to return 
to the United States after seven years 
abroad and Abigail was concerned that 
John’s books and papers and the furnish- 
ings they had acquired in Europe would 
not fit into their old farmhouse at the foot 
of Penn’s Hill where they lived before. 

The deal was closed on Sept. 26, 
1787, and the deed is still on file in the 
Suffolk County Registry of Deeds in 
which the Adams purchase is specified 
as a house, barn and other buildings on 
seven acres of land with some 76 acres 
more scattered around the North Pre- 
cinct of Braintree. 

There are indications that Abigail was 
first disappointed with her purchase. It 


_Was a lot smaller than she remembered 


it. 

“In height and breadth it feels like a 
wren’s house,” she wrote to her daugh- 
ter, Abigail, the wife of Col. William S. 
Smith. “Let Col. Smith come without 
heels to his shoes or he will not be able 
to walk upright.” 

Abigail and John Adams moved into 
the house, which they named ‘Peace 
field,” after his retirement from the pres- 
idency in 1801 and lived there until they 
died. 

It was from the “Old House,” as the 
family called it, that John Adams carried 
on his long and increasingly warm cor- 
respondence with his old rival, Thomas 
Jefferson of Virginia, who had succeed- 
ed him in the presidency. In retirement, 
they became firm friends as they outlast- 
ed their contemporaries. . 

“Thomas Jefferson lives,” whispered 
John Adams as he lay dying in the Old 
House. He was wrong. Jefferson, in far 
away Monticello, Va., had preceded him 
in death by a few hours on the same 
day.

n 1949, when the present

“Almost the first subject to 
which the minds of the early 
settlers of our country were 
turned after they landed here 
was the formation of a church,” 
said Edwards. 

The first church in these parts 
was established as a branch of 
the Church of Boston in 1636. 
It became a church in its own 
right in 1639. The Mount Wol- 
laston section of Boston was in- 
corporated as the town of Brain- 
tree on May 23, 1640. Ergo, the 
church came first! 

Quincy’s first house of wor- 
ship, the branch of the Church 
of Boston, was called the “Cha- 
pel of Ease,” and if it was ne- 
glected by early historians it 
was because its first pastor, the 
Rev. John Wheelwright, his 
sister-in-law, Anne Hutchinson, 
and others were banished from 
the Massachusetts Bay Colony 
for heresy. 

The new church, the one that 
lasted, was gathered by cov- 
enant on Sept. 26, 1639, and it 
was holding services in its third 
meeting house in 1732 when its 
pastor was the Rev. John Han- 
cock, father of the bold first 
signer of the Declaration of In- 
dependence. Son John also was 
a member.

the town of Quincy were one 
and the same until 1824. when 
church and state were sepa- 
rated in Massachusetts and the 
Congregational Society was 
established to handle parochial 
matters. ; 

The old Hancock meeting 
house was still standing, al- 
though a little run down, on the 
south lawn of the present church 
lot in 1822 when former Presi- 
dent John Adams deeded the in- 
terest from certain lands. of his 
and granite from his pastures to 
build a stone temple. 

It was completed in Greek 
revival style at a cost of 
$30,488.56 — which was some 
$3,000 less than architect Al- 
exander Parris’s estimate — and 
dedicated Nov. 12, 1828, with 
John Quincy Adams, the sixth 
President of the United States 
holding Pew No. 1. 

Even before the church was 
dedicated, the mortal remains of 
his benefactors, John and Abi- 
gail Adams, were transferred to 
tombs in the crypt of the church 
and, in 1852, the bodies of John 
Quincy Adams and his wife, 
Louisa, joined them. 

It is the only church in the 
United States in which two 
Presidents are buried. The only 
other church in which a Presi- 
dent is buried is the Episcopal 
Cathedral in Washington, D.C., 
where President Woodrow Wil- 
son is entombed.

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Adams Academy Birthplace Site Of John Hancock 


B y modern stan- 
dards, the . board- 
ing house at the corner of 
Hancock and Depot Streets had 
all the aspects of a genteel pris- 
on. 

Residents were forbidden to 
leave between 7 p.m. and 7 a.m. 
They could not enter or leave 
at any time except by the hall 
door. They were banned from 
pool halls and bars. Smoking 
materials also were forbidden 
to them. 

In exchange for good behav- 
ior, plus tuition ranging from 
$75 to $150 a year, they were 
given the best prep school edu- 
cation of the day, for they were 
students at Adams Academy, 
which flourished from 1872 to 
1907 in Quincy. 

The academy was a gift of 
John Adams, the second Presi- 
dent of the United States, who 
always had his checkbook ready 
to fill the spiritual and educa- 
tional needs of the citizens of his 
beloved Quincy. 

The trust fund, nourished by 
“rents, profits and emoluments” 
from certain Adams-owned 
properties, was set up in the 
Adams will of 1822, but it was 
not until 1869 that the fund was 
deemed large enough to start 
construction. 

The location was specified by 
’ Adams himself as the corner of 
Adams and Hancock Streets, site 
of the birthplace of his childhood 


friend, John Hancock, the first 
signer of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. 

The doors opened to the first 
students, 24 of them, on Sept. 4, 
1872. Five years later, the acad- 


.emy reached a peak enrollment 


of 154 with an international stu- 
dent body—25 from Quincy, 
four from Washington, DC., 
125 from 14 states, two from 
England and one from Chile. 

It had one of the earliest prep 
school football teams, too, record- 
ing a tie with the Resolutes of 
Boston on Oct. 21, 1876, a scant 
seven years after Princeton and 
Rutgers played the first college 
game. It whipped Andover three 
times from 1877-79. 

The admissions catalogue 
specified that applicants be 
‘well prepared in the usual stud- 
ies of good grammar school” 
and warned that “no pupils are 
desired to give them a collegiate 
education.” 

The best known headmaster 
was Dr. William Everett, once 
acclaimed as one of the seven 
smartest men in the world. He 
ran the academy with a firm 
hand from 1878 to 1893 and 
again from 1897 to 1907. From 
1893 to 1897, he was a U.S. con- 
gressman from Lynn. 

Dr. Everett, an amiable if

enry, the first Adams in 
Quincy. is buried there. 

So is the Rev. John Hancock, 
Jr.,father of the first signer of the 
Declaration of Independence. 
And Colonel John Quincy, for 
whom the city is named. 

But of all the 800 graves in 
the Hancock Cemetery, the Old 
Burying Ground of Colonial 
Quincy, one of the most intrigu- 
ing 1s marked by a tombstone 
bearing this cryptic epitaph: 

“Erected to the memory of 
John R. Grieve: Died Nov. 12, 
1850, age 22 years, and Han- 
nah Banks, his wife, died Nov. 
12, 1850, age 15 years. Both of 
Zanesville, Ohio. Deluded by 
the writings of A.J. Davis.” 

The mystery of John and 
Hannah has never been fully 
solved. 

They came to Quincy in 
1850, not as man and wife, but 
as male cousins, John Green 
and George Sands. They ob- 
tained work in a shoe factory 
but rarely left their lodgings on 
Elm St., spending long hours 
reading books on spiritualism. 

Co-workers thought _ that 
George Sands looked frail, al- 
most effeminate. It was widely 
suspected that “he” was a girl. A 
scheme was devised to test the 
theory. 

One day at lunch one of the 
shoe workers tossed George an 
apple. A man would catch it by 
closing his legs; a woman by 
spreading her skirt. Guess what 
“George” did! 


Humiliated, John and Han- 
nah never went back to the fac- 
tory. Nor did they ever return 
to the house on Elm St. Their 
frozen bodies were found next 
spring by rabbit hunters on 
Penn’s Hill, locked in a loving 
embrace. 

Several months later, the 
father of John Grieve arrived 
from Ohio to bury the young 
couple. It was he who directed 
the words to be chiselled on the 
headstone. He explained no fur- 
ther. 

A.J. Davis was never identi- 
fied for sure. But Andrew Jack- 
son Davis, a spiritualist, hypno- 


tist and faith healer, was then ~ 


practicing in Boston. 

Among the belongings found 
in the Elm Street lodgings were 
these words, written by 15-year- 
old Hannah Banks: 

“To the oppressed and down- 
trodden, to the suffering and af- 
flicted, I would cry out...Death 
is only an event, only a circum-: 
stance in the eternal life experi- 
ence of the human soul. Death 
is simply a birth into a new and 
perfect state of existence.” 

Not far from the grave of 
John and Hannah is a tomb 
bearing words that cry out of an 
earlier injustice: 

“Three precious friends un- 
der this tombstone lie. 

‘Patterns to aged, youth and 
infancy. 

‘A great mother, her learned 
son, with child. 

“The first and least went free. 


He was exiled. 

“In love to Christ, this coun- 
try, and dear friends. 

“He left his own, cross’d 
seas and for amends 

“Was here extoll’d, 
envy’d all in a breath, 

“His noble consort leaves, is 
drawn to death, 

“Stranger changes may be- 
fall us ere we die, 

“Blest they who will arrive 

eternity. 

“God grant some names, O 
thou New England’s friend. 

“Don’t sooner fade

thine, if times don’t mend.” 

The tomb with its hidden 
message contains the family of 
the Rev. Leonard Hoar, third 
president of Harvard College, a 
man too liberal for-his times. 

He was forced by the Gen- 
eral Court of the Massachusetts 
Bay Colony to resign at the in- 
stigation of religious opponents 
and jealous colleagues for per- 
mitting Harvard to “languish

and decay.” Eight months later, 
in November 1675, he was dead 
at 45. 

In 1975, the same General 
Court, now of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, right- 
ed the-300-year-old wrong done 
to the Rev. Mr. Hoar by “pro- 
claiming and confirming his in- 
nocence of any misdeeds while 
president of Harvard College.” 


The cemetery, on Hancock Street in Quincy Square, 
next to City Hall (1305 Hancock St.), is open to the 


public. There is no admission charge.

e came to Quincy as a 
boy of 7, grew to young 
manhood on a farm in 


- Quincy Point, and learned the 
granite-cutters’ trade. He left at 
the age of 26 to win fame and 
fortune in New York City. 

That was the last Quincy 
heard of Thomas Crane for half 
a century until one February 
day in 1880, five years after his 
death, when his son, Albert, ap- 
peared with $20,000 with which 
to build a memorial — prefer- 
ably a library — to his father. 

“My father always retained 
a strong feeling for the town of 
Quincy,” was his only explana- 
tion. 

Albert Crane himself chose 
the man to design the build- 
ing, Henry Hobson Richardson, 
grandson of the English scien- 
tist Dr. Joseph Priestly and the 
foremost architect of the day. 

His reputation was so for- 
midable that he was able to tell 
Crane, “I cannot guarantee that 
the building, when completed, 
shall conform to (your) ideas of 
beauty and taste,” and still get 
the job. | 

Richardson’s Romanesque 
building, which now houses a 
periodical reading room and 
two quiet study rooms, was 
dedicated on May 30, 1882, 
with the principal oration deliv- 
ered by Charles Francis Adams, 
Jr., chairman of the Board of 
Trustees. 

It was Adams who gave the 
library its name. Albert Crane 
wanted it to be “The Quincy 
Free Public Library.” Adams 
insisted on “The Thomas Crane 
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Crane Library Architectural Beauty 


Public Library.” 

“Who’s giving the build- 
ing?” asked Albert Crane. 

“You are, but you wouldn’t 
have if it hadn’t been for me,” 
said Adams, who was used to 
having his way around Quincy, 
and that was that. 

President John Adams’ mod- 
est collection of books was 
housed in the library until 1893, 
when it was discovered that in 
11 years only two persons, one 


of them Charles Francis Adams, 


Jr., had asked to see them. They 
were then transferred to the 
Boston Public Library. 

At the start, Richardson’s 
magnificent building was all 


but hidden behind a grain store,

a hotel, an office building and 
four homes that lined Washing- 
ton St. 

Albert Crane, however, was 
a persistent man and, by the 
time he died in 1917, he had 
purchased and torn down all the 
buildings, leaving a broad ex- 
panse of open space to enhance 
the library. 

But before the lawn could be 
seeded, World War I intervened 
and, in a burst of patriotism — 
“Food will win the war,” they 
said — the area was planted 


with potatoes, tended by an 
expert brought in from Maine. 
The experiment failed. 

“There wasn’t a potato in ‘the 
lot that was anywhere near as 
large as a golf ball,” said Mayor 
Joseph L. Whiton. The harvest 
was donated to the poor farm. 

Albert Crane also put up 
$64,000 to build the Spear St. 
wing of the library in 1907- 
08 and the Crane family gave 
yet another $164,000 for the 
free standing addition, built in 
1938.

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A new $18 million addition 
that almost doubled the size of 
the existing library was com- 
pleted in the spring of 2001. 
The project was funded by the 
City of Quincy, with grants 
from the Massachusetts Board 
of Library Commissioners, the 
Massachusetts Historical Com- 
mission and nearly $1 million 
in private donations. 

The new wing was dedicated 
in 2005 as the Mayor James A. 
Sheets Building.

uincy Homestead, 

often called the Dor- 
othy Quincy Homestead, 
is a’grand 17th and 18th 
century mansion sited on 
almost two acres of tree- 
shaded lawn. 

A National Historic 
Landmark, the Quincy 
' Homestead is significant 
for its role in early Ameri- 
can history, for its archi- 
tecture, and for its Quincy 
family association. The 
_ property is located at the 
corner of Hancock Street 
and Butler Road in Quin- 
cy. Itis part of the original 
land that Edmund Quincy 
acquired for a farm in the 
1630s. 

The present house, 
dating from 1686, was en- 
larged and enhanced over 
a period of more than 200 
years. Its majestic Geor- 
gian frontispiece and gam- 
brel roof, with distinctive 
dormer windows, give the 
building a stately and sub- 
stantial appearance. 

The Homestead served 
as a home for five gen- 
erations of Quincys, one 
of the leading families 
of Massachusetts. Their 
progeny include President 

John Quincy Adams and 
Dr. Oliver Wendell Hol- 
mes. Leading up to the 
American Revolution, it 
was a meeting place for 
many American patriots 
including John Adams, 
Josiah Quincy and John 
Hancock. The house 
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was the childhood home 
of Dorothy Quincy Han- 
cock, the first First Lady 
of Massachusetts and the 
wife of John Hancock, the 
president of the Second 
Continental Congress, the 
first signer of the Declara- 
tion of Independence, and 
the first governor of the 
Commonwealth. 

The Quincy Home- 
stead represents three ar- 
chitectural periods. 

In 1686, the original 
kitchen area and bedcham- 
ber above were built. In 
1706, extensive additions 
were made, and finally in 
the mid-18th century the 
current form emerged. It 
is one of the few houses 
in Massachusetts in which 
the elements of a 17th 
century building are still 
clearly visible, although 
they are surrounded by a 
later style. 

The house is an excel- 
lent illustration of how 
architectural styles devel- 
oped during the colonial 
period. It is furnished 
with period antiques and 
artifacts that provide an 
intriguing historical re- 
cord of daily life in a 


house dating back three 
centuries. 
Quincy Homestead 


was an early success for 
historic preservation in 
Massachusetts and is an 
ongoing example of pub- 
lic-private partnership. 

In 1904, The National

Josiah Quincy House 


bigail Adams stood with 

her great-uncle, Col. Jo- 
siah Quincy, in a window of his 
mansion overlooking Wollas- 
ton Beach and watched the tall 
masts of 170 ships stand slowly 
out of sea. 


It was March 17, 1776. The 


British were evacuating Bos- 
ton. 

~ But even in triumph there was 
tragedy. 

Aboard the departing ships 
were more than 1,000 Loyalists, 
Americans who had chosen King 
above country, and one of them 
was Abigail’s cousin, Samuel 
Quincy, the Colonel’s only re- 
maining son, an avowed Tory. 

“T take a long farewell,” his 
sister, Hannah, wrote to him 
for one last time. “Let it not be 
published that a brother of such 
brothers fled from his country. 
Can you expect to walk uprightly 
now? Can you take fire in your 
bosom and not be burned?” 

Two of Col. Josiah Quincy’s 
sons had died young. Now he had 
no more. 

But there was no time for re- 
grets. The work of revolution 
had begun. The second floor 
of the house at what is now 20 
Muirhead St., Wollaston, was a 


lookout from which the 66-year- 
old Colonel spied on Bnitish ship 
movements for his friend, Gen. 
George Washington. 

A few months before, Col. 
Quincy watched the Royal Gov- 
ernor, Gen. Thomas Gage, depart 
and he scratched on a pane of 
window glass the reminder: “Oct. 
10, 1775, General Gage sailed for 
England with a fair wind.” 

This time he remained in the 
window for three days as the 
British tall ships moved restlessly 
about the Harbor as if reluctant to 
leave. Finally, on March 20, the 
last of them passed through the 
roadstead and out to sea. 

The mansion in Wollaston 
reached full social flower under 
the aegis of the Colonel’s grand- 
son, the third Josiah, the “Great 
Mayor” of Boston, president of 
Harvard and Congressman, who 
called it “Tranquillia” and used it 
as his summer home. 

It was there that the Marquis 
de Lafayette visited one Sunday 
afternoon after dinner with his 
friend, former President John 
Adams, at the Adams Mansion. 
He carried flowers from the Ad- 
ams garden for Mrs. Eliza Susan 
Quincy and her. five attractive 
daughters.

The house was built in 1770 
by the old Colonel himself, the 
first in a line of six Josiahs. It was 
said that, while most families 
passed their line from sire to son, 
the Quincys went from ‘Siah to 
‘Siah. 

But, while there were six Jo- 
siahs and innumerable Edmunds, 
the city was named for yet anoth- 
er member of the prolific family 
— Col. John Quincy, the great- 
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grandfather of John Quincy Ad- 
ams, sixth president of the United 
States. 

The house, which was painted 
yellow for many years, recently 
underwent a conversion to beige 
to more accurately reflect how it 
looked in the 1880s when another 
Eliza Susan Quincy, a historian, 
began to chronicle information 
pertaining to the house and fam- 
ily. 
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. Eliza Susan kept -journals, 
inventoried the contents of the 
house and persuaded relatives 
to return heirlooms so that the 
house could become a museum 
of Quincy family history. Her 
work initiated the process that led 
to the preservation of the house 
by the Society for the Preserva- 
tion of New England Antiquities 
(SPNEA). 


The Josiah Quincy House, 20 Muirhead St., 
Wollaston, is open to the public on the first and 
third Saturdays of the month from June 1 and 
Oct. 15 between 11 a.m. and 4 p.m. Tours start 
on the hour; the last tour begins at 4 p.m. Admis- 
sion is free for Quincy residents and Historic New 
England members, $5 for adults, $4 for seniors, 
and $2.50 for students. Group tours are available

Why We Pronounce 
It ‘Quin-zee’ 


Why do we pronounce 
Quincy “Quin-zee” when 
just about everyone else in 
the country refers to it as 
“Quin-see?” 

There are 19 other 
Quincys in the U.S., but 
they pronounce it “Quin- 
see.” 

Can they be right and we 
be wrong? 

Not according to Quin- 
cy’s late city historian, Wil- 
liam C. Edwards, who never 
budged an inch whenever 
the argument ever came 
up. And it still comes up. 

The reason we pro- 
nounce it “Quin-zee” is 
very simple. 

“That's the way the 
Quincy family pronounced 
it,” he used to explain. 

“The original Quincy 


family, which settled here 
at Mount Wollaston, pro- 
nounced it ‘Quin-zee,’ in- 
cluding Col. John Quin- 
cy after whom Quincy, 
Mass.—the first Quincy— 
was named in 1792.” 

Colonel Quincy was the 
great grandfather of sixth 
President John Quincy 
Adams. 

Apparently, all 19 other 
Quincys in the U.S. were 
named after John Quincy 
Adams. 

And, apparently the 
early settlers of those com- 
munities thought John 
Quincy pronounced it John 
“Quin-see.” 

Anyway, that is how 
Edwards explained it. 

Seems like a sound ar- 
gument. 
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John And Abigail: A Unique Historical Team 


The note from the young 
housewife, struggling to sur- 
vive with her four children on 
the farm in the North Precinct 
of Braintree (now Quincy), to 
her husband participating in 
momentous events so far away, 


_. was both playful and serious. 


“In the new code of laws 
which I suppose it will be nec- 
essary for you to make,” she 
wrote, “I desire you would re- 
member the ladies and be more 
generous and favourable to 
them than your ancestors. 

“Do not put such unlim- 
ited power into the hands of 
husbands. Remember, all men 
would be tyrants if they could: 

“If particular care and atten- 
tion is not paid to the ladies, 
we are determined to foment 
a rebellion, and will not hold 
ourselves bound by any laws 
in which we have no voice, no 
representation.” 

The husband, of course, 
could not=fulfill his wife’s de- 
sires for it was the nature of the 
times that the woman was des- 
tined to be subordinate to the 
man. Nor did his feisty wife fo- 
ment azy rebellion. 

But, on a personal level, the 
husband and his young wife 
were to be caught up as equal 
partners in one of history’s most 
significant turning points — the 
American Revolution and the 
founding of the first great and 
lasting republic. 

They seemed to be mis- 
matched at first, the lady and 
her would-be tyrant. 

Abigail Smith, known to 
friends as “Nabby,” the un- 


_ schooled but well-read min- 


ister’s daughter from nearby 
Weymouth, granddaughter of 
Col. John Quincy, selectman, 
speaker of the Massachusetts 
House and commander of the 
local militia. 

John Adams, the son of a 
Braintree farmer and_ shoe- 
maker, grandson of the afflu- 
ent Boylston family of Boston, 
Harvard-educated, sometime 
school teacher and a rising at- 
torney at law. 

Yet together they formed a 
team, each supplying something 
lacking in the other, a union that 
propelled John into the role of 
second president of the United 
States and produced a son, John 
Quincy Adams, who became 
the sixth. 

The couple came together, 
John once said, “like magnet 
and steel.” 

They married in 1764 when 
Abigail was 19 and John was 
ten years older and just begin- 
ning to earn a reputation as a 
colonial malcontent by arguing 
against taxation without rep- 
resentation in court before the 
royal governor. 

Later, John, who placed jus- 
tice above expediency, disap- 
pointed the firebrands among 
them, including his cousin, 
Samuel Adams, by defending in 
court Capt. Thomas Preston and 


the British soldiers charged in 
what came to be known as the 
Boston Massacre. All but two of 
them were acquitted. 

John was called to Philadel- 
phia in 1774 as a Massachusetts 
delegate to the First Continental 
Congress and Abigail and her 
four children, Susannah, John 
Quincy, Thomas and Charles, 


‘were left to run the 100-acre 


farm at the foot of Penn’s Hill. 
It turned out to be a long job. 

For most of the Revolution- 
ary War, John was in Philadel- 
phia helping to found a new 
nation — it was he who recom- 
mended George Washington as 
commander-in-chief and Jeffer- 
son to write the Declaration of. 
Independence — or in France 
and Holland, seeking loans and 
recognition from foreign gov- 
ernments. 

Once, during a_ prolonged 
absence in the darkest days of 
the fighting, the long-suffering 
Abigail wrote to her husband: 

“Difficult as the day is, cruel 
as this war has been, separated 
as I am, on account of it, from 
my dearest connection in life, I 
would not exchange my coun- 
try for the wealth of the Indies, 
or be any other than an Ameri- 
can.” 

At one point in their mar- 
riage, after the war was won 
and John was in Paris seeking 
to cement relations between 
the fledgling United States and 
French court of Louis XVI, he 
sent for Abigail and she made 
the exhausting Trans-Atlantic 
trip to meet her husband. 

They hadn’t seen each other 
in five years. 

Even when he was home 
briefly on the farm, John had 
things to do and people to see 
that took him away from Abi- 
gail’s side. He joined with his 
cousin Samuel and James Bow- 
doin in 1779 to write the Mas- 
sachusetts constitution, a model 
for the American document, in 
his home in Braintree. Then it 
was off again to Europe. 

John returned home, for 
good, he thought, in 1788 after 
serving aterm as the first Ameri- 


can ambassador to Great Britain - 


only to find that his country still. 
had need for his talents. He was 
chosen as the new nation’s first 
vice president, a poor choice on 
his part. 

“My own situation is almost 
the only one in the world today 
in which firmness and patience 
are useless,” he poured out his 
restlessness to Abigail. “(It is) 
the most insignificant office that 
ever the invention of man con- 
trived or his imagination con- 
ceived.” 

When the first president, 
George Washington, decided 
two terms were enough, John 
was elected the second presi- 
dent by three electoral votes 
over Jefferson, who became 
vice president of a country that 
was dividing into two political 
parties, Federalist and Demo- 


cratic-Republican. 

‘John and Abigail were the 
first presidential couple to live 
in the yet unfinished White 
House, which was known then 
as the Presidential Palace, and 
Abigail won a special spot in 
White House folklore by hang- 
ing her laundry in the East 
Room, where warmth gave it a 
better chance of drying. 

The Adams administration 
was marked by the threat of war 
with France, whose bloody rev- 
olution had helped divide the na- 
tion into pro-French Democrat- 
ic-Republicans and pro-British 
Federalists, and passage of the 
unfortunate Alien and Sedition 
Acts, drastically curtailing free 
speech and-immigration. 

Jefferson, the Democratic- 
Republican, defeated Adams, 
the Federalist, the second time 
around in 1800, and the po- 
litical rivalry between the two 
Founding Fathers was so bit- 
ter that John refused to stay in 
Washington for Jefferson’s in- 
augural. 

Finally, John’s service to his 
country canfe to an end and he 
and Abigail were able to return 
to a new and larger home, which

they named “Peace field,” in the 
North Precinct, which had now 
broken away from Braintree 
to become the town of Quincy 
(population 1,081), named for 
Abigail’s grandfather. 

When Jefferson left the pres- 
idency after two terms, Abigail 
assumed the role of peacemaker 
between the two old friends 
and, thanks to her efforts, the 
two former presidents were rec- 
onciled in their later years. 

Abigail died of a stroke in 
1818 after 54 years of marriage 
and it was as if John himself, 
had departed with her. 

“The bitterness of death 
is past,” he wrote. “The grim

spoiler so terrible to human na- 
ture has no sting left for me.” 

Both John and Thomas Jef- 
ferson, his fellow Founding 
Father and rival, died on July 
4, 1826, the 50th anniversary 
of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, Jefferson a few hours 
before Adams. 

The story of Abigail and John 
was recounted by HBO televi- 
sion in a seven-part mini-series 
in the spring of 2008. The mini- 
series, based on the book John 
Adams by David McCullough, 
starred Paul Giamatti (John 
Adams) and Laura Linney (Ab- 
igail). It won 13 Emmys and 4 
Golden Globes. 
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Where John Quincy Adams Worshipped 


Pew 54 


uincy’s United First Par- 

ish Church is perhaps best 
known as the final resting place 
of two U.S. Presidents and their 
wives. But it is also the church 
where one president worshipped 
for 20 years. 

John Quincy Adams, the 
sixth president of the United 
States, sat in pew 54 of the 
church, which was built in 1828. 
The church was constructed out 

" of funds raised from the sale of 
pews and replaced the wooden 
Hancock Meeting House that 
sat on the same site. 

Adams lost the presidential 
election in 1828 and returned to 
Quincy after leaving the White 
House the following March. He 
sat in pew 54 whenever he at- 
tended services at the United 
First Parish Church — including 
during his tenure in the House 
of Representatives — until his 
death in 1848. 

“The church was built in his 
last year as president. So when 
he was back here and when he 
was in Congress, he would use 
it when he was in Quincy,” said 
Bill Westland, a member of the 
United First Parish Church who 
provides tours of the historic 
building. “Number 54 would be 
the pew he used.”

Today, the pew is marked by 
a plaque denoting it the Adams 
Pew and a patriotic red, white 
and blue ribbon. The pew, which 


sits five rows from the pulpit, is 
a favorite of visitors who come 
and tour the church; couples 
who wed inside the church are 
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known to pose for photos inside 
it as well. 

But why did John Quincy 
Adams choose number 54? 

The reason for that dates back 
to one of Adams’ predecessors, 
James Madison. The fourth 
president of the United States, 
Madison attended services at St. 
John’s Church, an Episcopalian 
house of worship in Lafayette 
Park, a short distance from the 
White House. Madison sat in 
pew 54 and that pew has been 
known as the presidential pew 
ever since. 

“When James Madison was 
president of the United States, 
there was an Episcopal church 
not too far from the White 
House that he went to, picked 
out number 54, and said that 
was the presidential pew,” 
Westland said. 

“Other presidents using that 
church, including John Quincy 
Adams, always use number 54. 
When this church was built and 
John Quincy Adams was the 
president of the United States 
I’m sure if you were on that 
pew committee and the presi- 
dent of the United States said he 
wanted number 54, you weren’t 
about to say no. That’s how 54 
became the presidential pew.” 

*Other members of Adams’ 

family used pew 54 at the United 
First Parish Church.as well, in- 
cluding Charles Francis Adams. 
The son of the sixth president, 
Charles Francis Adams served 
as the U.S. ambassador to the 
United Kingdom from 1861 to 
1868 under Presidents Abraham 
Lincoln and Andrew Johnson. 
(John Quincy Adams and his 
father, John Adams, also served 
as ambassadors to Britain.)

John Quincy Adams’ wife, 
Louisa Catherine Adams, did 
not attend services at the United — 
First Parish Church, according 
to Westland. A London native, 
and the first foreign-born first 
lady, she had grown up as an 
Anglican. 

“She never joined the church 
and she remained an Anglican, 
or Episcopalian,’ Westland 
said. “He actually bought her a 
pew up at Christ Church up the 
street. She used to go up there.” 

John Quincy Adams was 
just one of several prominent 
Quincy residents who pur- 
chased pews in the new United 
First Parish Church in 1828. 
Josiah Quincy III — who served 
as mayor of Boston, president 
of Harvard University and for 
whom Quincy Market is named 
— purchased pews 55 and 56, 
right behind Adams. Members 
of the Greenleaf, Faxon, Fenno, 
Beale and Spear families bought 
other pews. 

“It’s interesting if you look 
at the ownership of some of the 
pews,’ Westland said. “It’s the 
old Quincy families going way, 
way back.” 

The sixth president pur- 
chased other pews inside the 
church to finance its construc- 
tion, including pews 1 and 2, 
which sat to the side of the pul- 
pit and faced it at a right angle. 
Those pews were later removed 
when an addition was added to 
the rear of the church. 

John Quincy Adams and his 
wife, Louisa Catherine, were 
entombed in a crypt beneath 
the church after their deaths. 
The crypt is also the final rest- 
ing place of John Adams and his 
wife Abigail. 
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Smoke Could Be Seen Over Bunker Hill 
Abigail Adams Cairn 


bigail Adams was awakened at 

dawn in the farmhouse at the foot 
of Penn’s Hill by the sound of far-off 
guns. All through the sweltering morning 
of June 17, 1775, as she hustled about 
with the chores, the dull boom of cannon 
intruded on her consciousness. 

Riders on the Coast Road to Plymouth, 
stopping at the farmhouse for a drink of 
water, told her of a great battle underway 
on Breed’s Hill in Charlestown. 

One of them brought word that Dr. 
Joseph. Warren had been killed in the 
fighting and little Abby, age 10, burst 
into tears, and John Quincy, nearly 8, felt 
bewildered and sad, for Dr. Warren was 
the Adams family doctor in Boston. 

In the afternoon, Abigail could stand 
it no longer. Taking John Quincy by the 
hand, she walked up the Coast Road to 
the top of Penn’s Hill and climbed up on 
the rocks for a better view. 

The panorama of the Bay, a shimmer- 
ing blue in the sunshine, spread out be- 
fore them, the tiny houses on the three 
hills of Boston and, beyond, the black 
smoke rising in billows. 

“Good God,’ exclaimed Abigail, 
“they are burning Charlestown!” 

The scene etched itself forever in 
John Quincy’s memory. 

The early days of the Revolution 
were times of turmoil in Old Braintree 
and its North Precinct, which was later 

called Quincy. 

Abigail’s husband, John, was away 
most of the time at the Continental Con- 
gress in Philadelphia, leaving 31-year- 
old Abigail to manage the farm and look 
to the needs of four small children: Abi- 
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gail, John Quincy, Charles, 
as Boylston, 3. 

There were days of alarm as the Brit- 
ish, penned up in Boston by the brand 
new Continental Army, foraged up 
and down the coast for supplies. Refu- 
gees from occupied Boston and the in- 
ner towns of Dorchester and Roxbury 
sometimes slept in the kitchen and in the 
fields. 

As the wife of a member of Congress, 
Abigail was a center of attention. The 
house on the Coast Road was a favorite 
stopping place for travelers to Plymouth. 
Politicians up from Philadelphia made it 
a point to stop by for a visit with John 
Adams’ wife. 

Abigail was invited to visit Gen. 
George Washington’s headquarters at 
Winter Hill. The aristocratic Washing- 
ton was suspect among New Englanders. 
He was a Virginian; he was an Anglican; 
and, it was said, he held slaves. But John 


5,and Thom- 


Adams liked him and Abigail was soon — 


charmed. 

One day, young John Quincy came 
home to find his Uncle Elihu melting 
down Abigail’s pewter spoons in the 
kitchen to make bullet molds. He looked 
at his mother and she looked back at him 
and something indefinable — be- 
tween them. 

“Do you wonder,” wrote the sixth 
President of the United States some 68 
years later, “that a boy of 7 who wit- 
nessed this scene should be a patriot.” 

The cairn, an ancient form of com- 
memoration, was erected by the Daugh- 
ters of the Revolution in 1896. The 
cairn’s stones came from private prop- 
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erties and historic sites. During historic 
preservation work in 2008, a time cap-_ 


sule was discovered

conversations with her. 

She was born Louisa Cath- 
erine Johnson on Feb. 12, 1775, 
in London to Joshua Johnson, 
an American merchant from 
Maryland, and his wife, Cath- 
erine, an Englishwoman. The 
family fled to Nantes, France, 
when the American Revolution 
made life untenable for Johnson 
in England. 

In Nantes, Louisa attended a 
convent school run by nuns and 
thought of herself as Catholic 
and French in culture. She spoke 
French fluently and had to learn 
English all over when the fam- 
ily returned to London after the

war in the colonies ended. Be- 


coming an Anglican confused 


her so much that she fainted in 
her first visit to the altar. 
Louisa first met her future 
husband in N&ftes when she 
was 4 and he was 12. They met 
again at a party in the Johnson 
home in London and this time 
John Quincy was old enough to 
take notice of her literary, mu- 


‘sical and conversational skills. 


They became engaged, much to 
the consternation of John Quin- 
cy’s folks back home. 

John the elder, now the presi- 
dent, was concerned that his son 
was about to marry “a foreign- 
er,” and Abigail called in to re- 
mind her son that the choices he 
made now might interfere with 
his political future. She even 
sent letters to Louisa pointing

out the importance of economy 
and lack of frivolity required of 
an Adams wife.. 

Nevertheless, John Quincy 
and his Louisa were married 
July 26, 1797, in London. The 
ceremony called for little more 
than a paragraph in John Quin- 
cy’s voluminous diary. 

‘At nine this morning,I went, 
accompanied by my brother, to 
Mr. Johnson’s, and thence to the 
church of the parish of All Hal- 
lows Barking where I was mar- 
ried to Louisa Catherine John- 
son, second daughter of Joshua 


Johnson and Catherine Johnson, 


by Mr. Hewlett. 

“We were married before 
eleven in the morning.” 

They barely had time to set 
up housekeeping in London be- 
fore John Quincy was off to the

continent as minister to Prus- 
sia. Louisa was in her element 
in Europe. She made friends 
with the Prussian royal family. 
But she miscarried their first 
child and was subject to faint- 
ing spells and fevers. Her hus- 
band, engrossed in diplomacy, 
ignored her needs. 

She came to the United States 


| for the first time in 1801, land- 


ing in Quincy, the very heart 
of Adams country. John, now 
an ex-president, found that he 
rather liked her but Abigail still 
doubted her qualifications to be 
an Adams wife. 

“To a woman like Mrs. Ad- 
ams, equal to every occasion 
in life, | appeared like a maud- 
lin, hysterical fine lady,” wrote 
Louisa. 

A year later, John Quincy 
was elected to the U.S. Senate 
as a Federalist and the fam- 
ily was on the move again, this 
time to Washington. Out from 
under Abigail’s thumb, Louisa 
blossomed, turning her home 
into a social salon for politi- 
cians and diplomats. But all that 
ended when her husband broke 
with the Federalist party and re- 
signed his Senate seat. 

John Quincy was immedi- 
ately offered the post of minis- 
ter to Russia by President James 
Madison and, without consult- 
ing his wife, he accepted. The 
family included three children 
by now and it was decided by 
John Quincy and Abigail that 
the oldest, George and John II, 


would remain in the States for 
their education while the young- 
est, year-old Charles Francis, 
would go to St. Petersburg with 
his mother. 

She found the winters in the 
Russian royal capital cold and 
dark but there was social life 
and she became a favorite dance 
partner of Tsar Alexander I. 

A daughter was born in St. — 
Petersburg but died before’ her 
first birthday. In all, Louisa was 
pregnant 14 times with nine 
miscarriages and one still born. 
Her oldest, George, drowned 
at 28 when he fell or jumped 
from a boat in New York Har- 
bor; John II died of alcoholism. 
at 31; only Charles Francis sur- 
vived to become a diplomat and 
author. 

For once, John Quincy heed- 
ed his wife and asked to come 
home. Instead, President Madi- 
son assigned him to Ghent, 
Belgium, to help negotiate the 
treaty ending the War of 1812. 
‘When his duty to his country 
was concluded, he sent for Lou- 
isa to join him in Paris, touching 
off one of the great adventures 
of her life, even impressing her 
mother-in-law, Abigail. 

For 40 days and nights in the 
dead of the fierce Russian win- 
ter she and Charles Francis, age 
7, accompanied by a small es- 
cort, were driven b¥ a carriage 
on a sled, thawing their frozen 
food over candles, crossing fro- 
zen rivers On quaking ice, hur- 
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rying past old battle fields still 
littered with dead soldiers. It 
was in relief that they arrived in 
friendly Berlin. But there were 
still perils ahead. 

Napoleon had escaped ae 
exile on the isle of Elba and was 
in Paris collecting his Grande 
Armee to confront the Duke 
of Wellington and the Prussian 
General von Blucher at Water- 
loo. There were French troops 
everywhere. A group of them 
spotted Louisa’s obviously Rus- 
sian carriage and surrounded 
her, shouting: “Kill her! Kill 
her!” 

Louisa’s escort convinced

them she was Napoleon’s sis- 
ter. She addressed them in flu- 
ent French and they allowed her 
to proceed, cheering her as she 
went. 

John Quincy was next as- 
signed as minister to London 
and Louisa spent two happy 
years in her old hometown. Bet- 
ter yet, her oldest boys, George 
and John II, were permitted to 
join her. She hadn’t seen them 
in more than six years. Neither 
parent recognized their sons, 
now 14 and 12 respectively. 

The peripatetic Adams clan 
was on the move again when 
President James Monroe named 
John Quincy his secretary of 
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state. Back in the states, Abigail 
greeted her daughter-in-law 
with new respect. Louisa en- 
joyed life in Washington, too, 
turning her home into a social 
center for diplomats and others 
with an open house every Tues- 
day night: 


When it was apparent that 


her husband would be a candi- 


date for the presidency in 1824, 


Louisa threw a ball honoring 
Andrew Jackson on the 10" 
anniversary of his victory over 
the British at New Orleans. She 
tried and failed to get the pop- 
ular Jackson to support John 
Quincy. Instead, the war hero 
ran against him. 
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Jackson actually won the 
election with 99 electoral votes 
to 84 for Adams, 41 for William 
Crawford of Georgia and 37 for 
Henry Clay of Kentucky. But he 
failed to get a majority, throw- 
ing the election into the House 
of Representatives. After some 
wheeling and dealing, Clay 
threw his support to Adams and 
John Quincy became president. 
Clay became his secretary of 
State. 

Louisa was depressed by 
the bitterness of the election 
and disappointed in her hus- 
band’s backroom maneuvers to 
win the election. Son George 
fathered an illegitimate child 
by a chambermaid. Son John 
IJ was thrown out of Harvard. 
Son Charles became “addicted 
to depraved habits.” She spent 
much of her White House years 
in seclusion, eating chocolates 
and writing poetry. 

But when John Quincy asked 
Congress to appropriate funds 
for a billiard table in the White 
House and pro-Jackson newspa- 
pers suggested it was for Louisa 
because “gambling furniture is 
common in the castles of the 
European rich and great,” it was 
Louisa herself who answered 
back in the pro-Adams press. 

She was relieved when John 


Quincy’s single term ended in 
defeat by his old nemesis Jack- 
son and they could retire to a 
quiet life in Quincy. But it was 
not to be. It took a year for her 
husband to catch his breath, 
then once again duty called and 
he ran and was elected to the 
House of Representatives, first 
as a candidate of the National 
Republican Party and then as a 
Whig. 

John Quincy’s great cause 
was anti-slavery and Louisa 
worked closely with her hus- 
band for the cause; even branch- 
ing out to women’s rights, 
equating the status of American 
women with that of American 
slaves and keeping up a lively 
correspondence with advocates 
of women’s rights. 

John Quincy served in the 
House for 17 years before he 
was stricken on the floor of 
Congress and died Feb. 23, 
1848. Louisa remained in Wash- 
ington, suffering a stroke a year 
later. She died May 15, 1852, 
at the age of 77 and was buried 
alongside of John Quincy, John 
and Abigail in the United First 
Parish Church in Quincy. 

Congress adjourned in 
mourning, a first time tribute 


for the First Lady who thought |

_ Two restored arches that adorned the 
entrances to the Hancock Cemetery for 
at least a century were lifted by a large 
crane and re-installed with the help of 
union iron workers in May of 2016. 

The arches were originally installed 
in the Hancock Cemetery, located adja- 
cent to the James R. McIntyre Govern- 
ment Center, as early as the 1840s or as 
recently as the late 1910s, according to 
Kara Chisholm of the Quincy Planning 
Department. 

-The arches were removed in early 
2016 and restored by DeAngelis Iron 
Work in Easton. The company also re- 
stored the cemetery’s fence and gates, at 
a total cost of $144,000, which was paid 
for by a grant from the Massachusetts 
Cultural Council and funds from the 
city’s Community Preservation Commit- 
tee. 

Each arch includes four new steel 
frames, on which lettering and an oak 
leaf and acorn pattern were placed. 
Before they were removed, the arches 
leaned outward from the cemetery. The 
new arches stand straight, Chisholm 
said, who noted after consulting with 
several experts, it was determined the 
arches originally stood straight and had 
bent outward over the years. 

“I consulted with local historical 
people and experts as far away as Penn- 
sylvania,” Chisholm said. “They thought 
they had warped.” 

The letters on the arches — which 
read “Dust Thou Art & Unto Dust Thou 
Shalt Return” and “This Mortal Shall 
Put On Immortality” — are the originals 
used when the’arches were first installed. 
They were cleaned and repainted gold by 
DeAngelis. 

Chisholm said more than half of the 
components of the black oak leaf and 
acorn pattern that sits above and below 
the lettering had to be replaced, because 
those pieces fell out of the frame over 
the years. The original components were 
made of cast iron. The new pieces were 
cast from ductile iron; which Chisholm 
said is sturdier and less prone to rusting. 

The Hancock Cemetery was first used 
as a burial ground in the 1620s when 
English settlers first arrived in what is 
now Quincy. More than 1,000 are buried 
there, including the Rev. John Hancock 
— father of the signer of Declaration of 
Independence = and Col. John Quincy, 
grandfather of Abigail Adams and for 
whom the city of Quincy is named.

deeded the land to the town 
of Quincy for $1,000 with 
the stipulation that it 
not be used for any other pur- 
pose than as a place for a Town 
House and for the said Inhabit- 
ants.” 

And, with a few minor trans- 
gressions of that vow, the solid 
structure of Quincy granite on 
Quincy Square has been just 
that for the past 173 years, the 
nerve center of government for 
the town and then the city. 

It was the great hall on the 
second floor that the popular 
John Quincy Adams II, grand- 
son of a President of the United 
States, held forth as town mod- 
erator for many years and, with 
his brother, Charles Francis Ad- 
ams Jr., gave informal direction 
to town affairs. 

One of the earliest ordi- 
nances passed by the first City 
Council on March 8, 1889 was 
the adoption of the City Seal 
emblazoned with the four most 
significant dates in Quincy’s 
history: 


After Historic Project,'Old City Hall’ New Again

Ralph Adams Cram, noted 
architect and author, once re- 
marked that Quincy Town Hall 
was one of the outstanding 
specimens of American Classi- 
cal architecture in the country. 
As one of Quincy’s finer archi- 
tectural compositions, City Hall 
joins the United First Parish 
Church, Granite Trust Building,

1625, for the first settlement 
on Mount Wollaston; 
its separation from Baston as 
the town of Braintree; 1792, for 
its separation from Braintree as 
the town of Quincy; and 1888, 
for its incorporation as a city. 

Designed by the architect 
Solomon Willard — who re- 
ceived $280 for drawing up the 
plans and superintending con- 
struction for five months — the 
City Hall was completed and 
occupied for the first time on 
Nov. 1, 1844. 

It cost exactly $19,115.93 
to build, including 88 cents to 
John Briesler for lead to seal the 
chimney. 

In 1979, when a three and 
a half story reflective glass ad- 
dition was built behind the old 
City Hall, the cost was $1.9 mil- 
lion. 

A $12 million restoration 
of City Hall began in Septem- 
ber 2013 and was completed 
in December 2015. The project 
marked the first significant ren- 
ovation of the historic building 
in 100 years.

of its rehabilitation with only 
minor cosmetic issues remain- 
ing to be completed. 

The ‘restoration process ac- 
tually began in 2010 when 
Mayor Koch, realizing that the 
building was badly in need of 
upgrades and repairs, initiated 
a study to report on conditions 
within and without the building. 
The state of the Old City Hall 
was determined to be worse 
than anticipated and eventually 
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the building was emptied of its 
workers and the planning and 
implementing of the restoration 
came to be. 

Some seven years later, new 


life been breathed into this no-. 


ble building which had been 
neglected for so long. Despite a 
devastating fire, the worst win- 
ter in the City’s history, and a 
series of complicated structural 
problems, the restorative effort 
has been completed. Founda- 
tions have been reinforced, 
seismic bracing installed along 
with new structural systems 
to replace old. non-code cun- 
forming and deteriorated wood 
members. A new slate roof has 
been installed, the granite walls 
repaired and pointed with new 
mortar and new windows and 
shutters adorn the building’s 
exterior. 

On the interior of Old City 
Hall concealed behind new fin- 
jshes are modern heating, ven- 
tilating and air-conditioning 
systems as well as new plumb- 
ing and fire alarm and sprinkler 
systems. Lighting components 
and associated wiring are all up 
to date code-wise and are en- 
ergy efficient. 

The glass and granite addi- 
tion at the rear of Old City Hall 
houses a new entry lobby, an 
elevator to provide accessible 
access to the entire building 
and a new stairway to allow a 
second, code conforming egress 
from the second and third floors 
of the addition. This new ap- 
pendage to the original building 
was conceptualized as a build- 
ing element that would not de- 
tract from or impose spatially 
upon the original building. It

was believed that adding an el- 
ement constructed of “solid” 
materials to the end of the his- 
toric 55’ x 85’ structure would 
alter the proportions of Mr. Wil- 
lard’s masterpiece thus spoiling 
his original design intent. The 
use of glass as a material to abut 
the 1844 structure afforded a 
number of benefits. Glass pro- 
vided a transparent material 
that while providing the needed 
enclosure for the interior spaces 
also allowed the original build- 
ing to maintain its Own pres- 
ence and did not compete with 
the stately existing granite fa- 
gade and handsome classical 
revival details. Secondly the 
transparency of the glass al- 
lowed people views through the 
lobby to the tremendously his- 
toric Hancock Burial Ground, 
another city treasure and listed 
in the National Register of His- 
toric Places. Further, the glass 
and the two story atrium space 
in the new lobby afforded views 
of the rough ashlar rear wall of 
the original building, a view not 
seen for one hundred years be- 
cause of a series of unfortunate 
and unsightly additions to City 
Hall which had provided the 
City with additional space as its 
population grew and an expan- 
sion of administrative functions 
became necessary. 

An additional benefit accru- 
ing from the use of glass as the

is to begin this year. 

The second material serv- 
ing to clad the new. addition is 
at the very rear of the structure. 
A solid material was chosen to 
serve as an anchor completing 
the addition. During the initial 
design phases of the project, de- 
molition began on Old Quincy 
High School. Paul Hines and 
other City officials observed 
that there was a considerable 
amount of Quincy granite used 
on the front steps approaching 
the main entrance to the school. 
He asked whether that granite 
could be considered for re-use 
somewhere in the City Hall 
project.

An additional use of Quincy 
granite is found on the Lobby 
floor. Salvaged granite from the 
projects walls and foundation 
was cut up at the stone fabrica- 
tors facility into appropriately 
scaled units for use in a very 
handsome floor which will be 
in place and virtually wear free 
for generations to come. 

In the Great Hall the original 
width and breadth of the meet- 
ing space imagined, designed 
and constructed under the aus- 
pices of Solomon Willard are 
apparent in all its grandeur. The 
original balcony, removed ap- 
proximately one hundred years 
ago has been re-constructed and 
the room as a whole as origi- 
nally configured has returned 
almost as it was 170 years ago. 

The color of the walls in the 
Great Hall is in keeping with 
the hue and tone of the original 
paint color and the classical de- 
sign artistically applied above 
the wood wainscoting is a rep- 
lica of the design uncovered un- 
der layers of construction enact- 
ed throughout the decades. This 
Greek palmette design can also 


granite banding on the front of 
the building. A design element 
in the Great Hall not present in 
1844, are the six new chande- 
liers just installed. The illumi- 
nation available when Old City 
Hall was first in use was from 
oil lamps. Indeed, city records 
indicate line item expenses for 
whale oil. Physical evidence 
uncovered during construction 
indicates charred framing mem- 
bers and other areas where fires 
of some magnitude occurred in 
the past. Whether the cause 
of these episodes was related 
to the lamps or candles or the 
wood burning stoves used in the 
past for heat is unclear. What 
is Clear is that the functional but 
primitive lighting of those days 
has given way to more practi- 
cal, efficient and ornamental 
fixtures. 

During the design phase of 
the project the introduction of 
chandeliers into the Great Hall 


was discussed and agreed upon. - 


Decorative chandeliers were 
deemed to complement an al- 
ready handsome space, provide 
scale to the room while offering 
the added functional benefit of 
adding lighting. The chande- 
liers selected were based on a 
design for fixtures installed in 
the U.S. Capitol Visitors Cen- 
ter. 

The City has done a wonder- 
ful job rehabilitating this vener- 
able and historic architectural 
treasure.

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First To Sign Declaration Of Independence 
John Hancock’s Signature Symbol For Liberty 


he least likely of all the 
Founding Fathers to revolt 
against the status quo of the late 
18th century, he was the last 
man expected to affix a bold 
signature to a declaration of in- 


. dependence that has become a 


symbol for defiance to totalitar- 
ian rule everywhere. 

His folks were certain he 
would be a minister, following in 
the footsteps of his grandfather, 
who was called “the Bishop of 
Lexington,” and his father, the 
gentle minister of the First Par- 
ish Church in the North Precinct 


_of Braintree (now Quincy.) 


When Patrick Henry’s call 
for “liberty or death” went out, 
he was said to be the wealthi- 
est man in the wealthiest town 
(Boston) in the 13 colonies, a 
man who owned a Beacon Hill 
crowned by his mansion, whose 
merchant ships plied the seas, 
whose warehouses bulged with 
the world’s treasures. 

John Hancock was born in 
Quincy on Jan. 12, 1737, on the 
site of what became the Adams 
Academy, now the headquarters 
of the Quincy Historical Soci- 
ety, little more than a stone’s 
throw from the church served 
by his father, the Rev. John 
Hancock, Jr.

When he was 7, his father 
died, leaving his mother, Mary, 


with three children under 10 to 


raise, a formidable task in those 
days. 
Thomas Hancock, the Mer- 
chant King of Boston, childless 
and yearning for a son, adopted 
John as his own and his future 
was secure. 

When Thomas died in 1764, 
young John Hancock, then 27, 
became head of the House of 
Hancock, a colonial conglom- 
erate of real estate, shipping, 
warehousing, banking and any- 
thing else that could be convert- 
ed into cash to fill the Hancock 
coffers. 

John was living the good life 
of a merchant prince when tax-

es imposed by a far away par- 
liament began cutting into his 
profits, the Hancock sloop Lib- 
erty was seized when most of 
its cargo of wine from Madeira 
slipped in untaxed and Hancock 
was accused of smuggling. 

With the aid of his attorney, 
John Adams, Hancock was able 
to beat the smuggling rap but the 
court ordered Liberty forfeited 
and a short time later her former 
owner emerged as a member of 
the Sons of Liberty. 

A newspaper of the time, The 
Massachusetts Spy, in its report 
of the Boston Tea Party, sug- 
gested that John Hancock “was 
the first man that went aboard 
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the vessel to destroy the tea,” 
but the claim is doubtful and the 


men who, disguised as Indians, 


threw the tea into the sea have 
never been identified. 

By 1775, Hancock was so 
deeply involved in the spirit of 
revolution that the British at- 
tempt to arrest him and Samuel 
Adams in Lexington and con- 
fiscate the rebel arms and mu- 
nitions in Concord erupted into 
the first battles of the American 
Revolution at Lexington Green 
and Concord Bridge. 

He was chosen one of five 
delegates from Massachusetts 
to the first Continental Con- 
gress in Philadelphia but he 
preferred to stay behind in Bos- 
ton to lead the local patriots 
and, not incidentally, mend his 
political fences while his rivals 
were away. 

He did attend the second 
Continental Congress, however, 
and with the support of George 
Washington himself, he was 
chosen its president. Accord- 
ing to popular legend, Hancock 
signed the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence first in script so large 
that King George “can read my 
name without his spectacles.” 

But historians believe Han- 
cock actually signed an en- 


~grossed copy of the Declaration 


of Independence. There was no 
ceremonial signing of the Dec- 
laration on July 4, 1776 so after 


_ Congress approved tHe wording 


of the text on July 4, a copy was 
sent to be printed. As the presi- 
dent of the second Continental 
Congress, Hancock could have 
signed the document that was 
sent to the printer. However, 
no one seems to know for sure 
since that document was lost. 
Some think the document was 
ruined in the printing process. 

According to historiaris, the 
printer produced the first pub- 
lished version of the Declara- 
tion in the familiar broadsheet 
size. Hancock’s name is the 
only delegate to appear on this 
document. A second broadsheet 
was issued six months later with 
all the signers listed. 

Hancock’s iconic — signa- 
ture does appear on a different 
document: a sheet of parchment 
that was carefully handwrit- 
ten sometime after July 19 and 


signed on Aug. 2 by Hancock 
and those delegates present. 
This document - known as the 
engrossed copy — is displayed at 
the National Archives in Wash- 
ington, D.C. 

Since he was president of the 
Continental Congress when the 
Declaration was adopted and 
signed and that created the Unit- 
ed States and there was no other 
president at the time, some say 
Hancock can be referred to as 
the first president of the United 
States. 

In his one display of military

Hancock and his Massachusetts 
Militiamen, 3,000 strong, suf- 
fered a humiliating defeat in 
their attempt to capture New- 
port, R.I., from the British and 
Hancock went back to doing 
what he did best. 

And he was at his best in 
January, 1788, as president of 
the Massachusetts state conven- 
tion called to ratify the U. S. 
Constitution, a process that was 
stalled in several states for want 
of adequate protections for the 
individuals, which the Revolu- 
tion was all about. 

Hancock, suffering from 
gout and carried into the hall by 
servants, proposed and guided 
to a 187 to 168 victory a series 
of nine “conciliatory amend- 
ments” which later evolved into 
the Bill of Rights and assured 
ratification of the Constitution 
by all. 

Hancock was elected the first 
governor of Massachusetts in 
1780 but he resigned five years 
later. He was elected again 
in 1787 and was still in office 
when he died in 1793 at the age 
of 56, the end of his line. 

Unlike the Adams _ and 
Quincy clans, he left no direct 
descendants. His marriage to 
Dorothy Quincy produced two 
children, a daughter, Lydia, who 
died in her first year, and a son, 
John George Washington Han- 
cock, who was killed in a skat- 
ing accident when he was 8. 

John Hancock, one-time 
Merchant Prince of Boston 
turned Founding Father, left but 
a small estate. 

He had spent most of his for- 
tune financing the Revolution. 
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uincy, birthplace of John

The U.S. Constitution was

There is every reason to be- 
lieve that John Adams did not 
want to go the Massachusetts 
Constitution Convention in 
Cambridge in 1779. 

He missed his wife, Abigail, 
terribly, and she him- 

The American colonies, 
newly reborn as the United 
States of America, were going 
through the most dismal period 
of the War for Independence. 
Inflation was rampant: butcher’s 
meat, a dollar to eight shillings 
a pound; flour, fifty dollars a 
hundredweight. The news from 
the fighting front was of death, 
privation and horror. 

Like many Braintree wives 
whose husbands were away at 
war, Abigail Adams was forced 
into the unaccustomed role of 


head of the household, a func- 
tion she filled with determina- 
tion. 

John Adams attended the 
opening session of the Constitu- 
tional Convention in Cambridge 
on Wednesday, June 1, 1779. 
On Saturday, he was named to 
a committee of.30 to prepare 
the declaration of rights and the 
constitution. On Monday, the 
committee delegated the task to 
a subcommittee of three, John 
and Samuel Adams and James 
Bowdoin. 

Thus it was that John Adams 
wound up in the law office of his 
home at the foot of Penn’s Hill, 
paired with his firebrand cous- 
in, Sam, and his ailing friend, 
James Bowdoin, to write a Con- 
stitution for Massachusetts. 

The patient, hard-working 
John Adams, of course, did 
most of the work. 

“I wassky the Convention put 
upon the Committee—by the 
Committee upon the subcom- 
mittee—and by the subcom- 
mittee appointed a sub subcom- 
mitteeg= so that I had the honor 
to be principal Engineer,” he 
wrote to his friend, Edmund 
Jennings. Payroll records indi- 
cate that he was paid 90 pounds 
for his work.

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Col. John Quincy Sort Of A Mystery Man 
“CHO Named For Him 


w men have served the 
public good longer or as 
well as Col. John Quincy. 

He was Speaker of the Mas- 
sachusetts House, a governor’s 
councilor, a selectman and pe- 
rennial moderator of the town 
meeting in Old Braintree, com- 
_ mander of the local militia regi- 
ment and guardian of the rights 
of the few Ponkapoag Indians 
who survived the plague. 

And through his granddaugh- 
ter, Abigail Adams, nee Smith, 
he was the grandfather-in-law 
of the second President of the 
United States and the great- 
grandfather of the sixth. 

Small wonder then, that 
when the North Precinct broke 
away from Old Braintree in 
1792 they named the new town 
“Quincy.” 

Col. John Quincy is some- 
thing of a mystery man, even 
in the city that bears his name. 
It is not known for sure when 
he came to Old Braintree. Nor 
is there a picture of him extant 
or even a physical description 
of him in the words that have 
been left to us by his contem- 
poraries. 

During celebration in Quin- 
cy in 1908, the main speaker, 
the Rev. Daniel Munro Wilson, 


noted that “in his day, he was 
one of the most trusted and in- 
fluential public characters of 
the province; but for a hundred 
years or more, he has now been 
buried in oblivion. 

“For example, I once men- 
tioned John Quincy to a lifelong 
resident, a man of affairs and 
influence in the town. The re- 
sponse was: ‘John Quincy? John 
Quincy? I never heard of him 
before!’ Another in the group 


‘then exclaimed ‘You mean John 


Quincy Adams, don’t you?’” 

John Quincy was born in 
Boston. His father, Daniel, died 
when he was a year old and his 
widowed mother, Anna, mar- 
ried the Rev. Moses Fiske, min- 
ister of the First Parish Church 
in Braintree. 

He graduated from Harvard 
in 1708, obtained a master’s 
degree in 1711 and inherited, 
through his mother, a good- 
sized farm in Mount Wollaston 
and lived there for the rest of his 
life. 

John Quincy’s rise in public 
life was meteoric. 

He married Elizabeth Nor- 
ton, the daughter of a Hingham 
minister, in 1715 and was named 
justice of the peace the same 
year, moderator of the town

meeting a year later and began 
22 years of service in the House 
a year after. He was Speaker of 
the House for 12 years, starting 
in 1729. 

In 1741, he was manipulated 
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out of his posts as commander 
of the Suffolk militia regiment 
by a wealthy Boston lawyer 
named Joseph Gooch, who is 
described by some as an “op- 
portunist,” and by others as an 
“unsavory demagogue.” 

Gooch arrived in Old Brain- 
tree determined to launch a po- 
litical career. Beer and cider, 
supplied by Gooch, flowed free- 
ly in the taverns. The strategy 
prevailed and Quincy was dis- 
missed as militia commander. 

But his banishment was 
short-lived. Captains and lieu- 
tenants refused to serve under 
Gooch. They would serve only 
under Quincy. Demoralized, 
the people of Braintree turned 
Gooch out and returned com- 
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mand of their militia to Quincy. 

Quincy’s reputation was 
such that he was named by the 
legislature to be trustee of the 
funds of the Ponkapoag Indi- 
ans, survivors of a devastating 


‘plague. He held the post for 20 


years at the insistence of the In- 
dians themselves. 

Whenever there was a civic 
job to be done, it was the prac- 
tice of the people of Old Brain- 
tree to appoint Col. John Quincy 
to do it. Thus it was that he was 
called on to chair the commit- 
tee that first recommended the 
North Precinct become a sepa- 
rate town. That was in 1728. 

It took 64 years but finally it 
was done, and when it was, they 
named it for John Quincy.

History And More At Hancock Cemetery 


Final Resting Place Of Earliest Settlers, Generations Of Adams, Quincy Families 


t may not share the same 
well-profiled status of some 


of the city’s renowned histori-— 


cal sites like the Old House, 
Adams Birthplaces and United 
First Parish Church. _ 

But Quincy’s historic Han- 
cock Cemetery should be a 
must-stop on any visitor’s list to 
the “City of Presidents.” 

In fact, you might even say 
the Cemetery located on Han- 


cock Street adjacent to City Hall - : 


is a blueprint to many of the 
city’s historical figures. There’s 
a story of the living associated 
with every grave marker that 
provides a perspective of not 
only local history but our na- 
tion’s history, too. 
The cemetery is the final 
resting area for some of the 
city’s earliest settlers as well as 
generations of the Adams and 


Quincy families, including Rev. _ 


John Hancock, the father of the 
patriot and first signer of the 
Declaration of Independence. 
There are also lessons to be 
learned from some of the monu- 
ments themselves. The artwork 
on the markers are examples 
of colonial winged skulls and 
cherubim, to Federalist classi- 
cal motifs and representatives 


‘of Quincy’s 19 century role 


as the national center of gran- 
ite quarrying and carving, says 
Edward Fitzgerald, a leading 
authority on the Hancock Cem- 
etery and executive director of 
the Quincy Historical Society. 

There are many notable 
graves but there’s one that may 
leave some visitors a bit per- 
plexed. 

That would be the tomb 
marked “J.Q. Adams” located 
to the left of the front gate. And 
there’s an interesting story be- 
hind this tomb. 

The tomb is the Adams fam- 
ily vault, the original resting 
place of John and Abigail Ad- 
ams and John Quincy and Loui- 
sa Catherine Adams, who are all 
now entombed in the Presiden- 
tial crypt in United First Parish 
Church — located just across the” 
street from the cemetery. 

The vault remains the gravé 
of numerous family members 
including John: and Abigail’s 
daughter, Nabby, and John 
Quincy and Louisa Catherine’s 
sons, George and John. 

According to Fitzgerald’s 
research, when Nabby died in 
1813, she was evidently buried 
in the family tomb in Hancock 
Cemetery. Her mother Abigail 
was buried there in 1818 and 
then John Adams was buried 
there after he died on July 4, 
1826. 

“In the ensuing weeks, John 
Quincy Adams came up with 
the idea of the crypt beneath 
the planned new church build- 
ing,” Fitzgerald says. “The new’ 
church opened in 1828 and

John and Abigail’s remains are 
moved” (to the crypt.) 

By 1834 — over the next five 
years — three more Adams are 
buried in the family tomb; John 
Quincy Adams’ brother Thomas 
and his sons George and John. 

In 1848, after JQA died in 
Washington, he was returned to 
Quincy and buried in the family 
tomb. 

It is JQA’s son, Charles Fran- 
cis, who gets the idea to expand 
the crypt so that his father can 
be buried next to his father and 
mother. But JQA is not moved 
right away, Fitzgerald points 
out. 

“His widow, Louisa Cath- 
erine, died in 1852 in Washing- 
ton. Over the next few months, 
Charles Francis arranged prepa- 
ration of the crypt. Louisa’s 


~ body remained in Washington. 


On Dec. 15, 1852, the bod- 
ies of the Sixth President and 
First Lady Louisa Catherine are 
moved to the crypt in a coordi- 
nated ceremony.” 

After Louisa’s body arrives 
by train, she is moved directly 
from the train station to the 
church. 

A few other facts about the 
Adams family vault: 

In Paul Nagel’s book, De- 
scent from Glory, Four Genera- 
tions of the John Adams Family 
and John Quincy Adams, he de- 
scribes the sequence for JQA’s 
and Louisa Catherine’s burials: 

¢ JQA dies on Feb. 23, 
1848. His body is brought back 
for burial and is in Quincy on 
March 11, 1848. A funeral ser- 
vice takes place in First Parish 


Church. “At 5 p.m. the coffin 
was taken across the road and 
placed in the crowded family 
vault. . . For four years John 
Quincy rested in the old bury- 
ing ground with many relatives, 
his brother Thomas, his sister 
Nabby, his two sons, and others 
nearly so dear.” 

‘¢ Louisa Catherine Adams 
dies May 15, 1852 in Washing- 
ton. Her son Charles Francis 
Adams “hastened back to Quin- 
cy, leaving his mother’s coffin 
behind until he could arrange 
for his parents to be placed next 
to his grandparents.” 

¢ John Quincy Adams and 
Louisa Catherine Adams are 
placed in the crypt, Dec. 15, 
1852. “JQA’s casket, draped 
with velvet, was brought to 
the church as Louisa’s was 
delivered from the railway de- 
pot, where it had arrived from 
Washington. The interment may 
not have been completed until 
the 16", because JQA’s granite

tomb was not big enough for his 
coffin and had to be enlarged.” 

There, are many other notable 
graves in Hancock Cemetery. 
Among them: 

Henry Adams (1646) — the 
great-great-grandfather of John 
Adams — who emigrated from 
England in the first years of the 
Massachusetts colony. How dif- 
ferent local and the nation’s his- 
tory may have been had Henry 
not “emigrated for reasons of 
conscience.” 

Rev. John Hancock (1744) — 
father of the future Patriot and 
first signer of the Declaration 
of Independence. Rev. Hancock 
served as minister of United 
First Parish Church from 1726 
until his death in 1744. It is 
widely assumed that the cem- 
etery came to be named for 
Rev. Hancock but some local 
historians believe the cemetery 
took its name from its location 
on Hancock Street. 

Col. John Quincy (1767) — 


. 


CoA 
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served more than 30 years in the 
colonial legislature, including 
12 as speaker.,The grandfather 
of Abigail Adams, the town of 
Quincy was named in his honor 
in 1792. ~ 

Abner Packard (1902) - 
commander of the town militia 
unit that responded to President 
Lincoln’s first call for volun- 
teers in the Civil War in April, 
1861. 

On any given afternoon, 
you'll find cemetery visitors 
meandering throughout the 
cemetery, reading markers and 
pausing in silence. Some graves 
are decorated with American 
flags, identifying the deceased 
as veterans of the Revolution, 
the War of 1812 and the Civil 
War. 

Hancock Cemetery is a must 
stop along the city’s historic 
trail. Visitors will learn more 
about Quincy and its early his- 
tory. 
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THIS INTERESTING MEMORIAL at historic Hancock Cemetery in Quincy Center 
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marks the grave of Edmund Quincy (1698) who built the original portion of the Dorothy 


Quincy Homestead located at the corner of Hancock Street and Butler Road. Note the 
headstone’s hollowed space. Tradition has it the space housed a lead engraving of the 
family seal but it was removed during the American Revolution and made into bullets. 


TOMB OF John Briesler who died in 1836. A veteran of the Revolutionary War, he later 
served on the household staff of John and Abigail Adams for nearly 20 years, including 


the Adamses’ time in the White House. 


It was only a tiny spot of 
land no bigger than a football 
field on the Quincy shore but 
it gave its name to the state of 
Massachusetts. 

As the historian Daniel Neal 
recalled it in his History of New 
England, published a hundred 
years after the Pilgrims landed 
in-E72E 

“The Sachem or Sagamore 
who governed the Indians in 
this part of the country when 
the English first came hither, 
had his seat on a small hill, or 
hummock, containing perhaps 
an acre and a half, about two 
leagues to the southward of 
Boston, which hill or hummock 
lies in the shape of an Indians’ 
arrow-head, which arrow-heads 
are called in their language Mos, 
OF Mons, with the O nasal, and 
hill in their language is Wetuset; 
hence, this great Sachem’s seat 
was called Moswetuset, which 
signifies a hill in the shape of 
an arrow-head, and his subjects, 
the Moswetuset Indians, from 
whence with small variation of 
the word, the Province received 
the name Massachusetts.” 

The little wooded hillock 
near the junction of East Squan- 
tum Street and Quincy Shore 
Drive was once the seat of the 


sachem Chickataubut, who 
comes down through the pages 
of Quincy history as a rather pa- 
thetic figure. 

He was the chief of the Mo- 
swetuset Indians, once a great 
tribe that occupied the coast 
north of Plymouth. 

A few years before, under the 
great sachem Nanepashemet, 
the Moswetuset had been able 
to field some 3,000 warriors for 
a war with a neighboring tribe. 
Nanepashemet was killed. 

Then came the plague. 

In two years, the mighty 
Moswetuset were all but wiped 
out. No more than 60 of them 
were left to till their fields on 
the banks of the Neponset Riv- 
er. Sachem Chickatawbut fled 
his home on a hill in Wollaston 


and took refuge on Moswetuset . } 


Hummock. 

That was the situation 
in 1621 when Capt. Myles 
Standish landed from a shallop 
with an exploring party of Pil- 
grims from Plymouth that in- 
cluded the Indian guide Squan- 
to (or Tsquantum) whose name 
was given to the peninsula that 
stuck out in the bay. They called 
it Squantum. 

The tragic Chickatawbut 
died not long after the Pilgrims’

sachem by his son, Josiah Wam- 
patuck, a boy who knew a good 
deal when he saw one. 
Wampatuck sold what was 
left of his virtually deserted 
tribal lands to a group of whites 
for 12 pounds, 10 shillings. The

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today the city of Quincy andthe and Holbrook.

It was the darndest looking 
contraption that many among 
the distinguished: gathering had 
ever seen. 

Each of the three wagons had 
four wheels, six ‘and one half 
feet in diameter, surmounted 
by a smaller gear wheel which 
was uSed to raise and lower the 
cargo platform that was slung 
low between the wheels. 

It rode on foot-high wood- 
en rails, topped by iron plate, 
which rested on stone sleepers 
or cross ties, placed eight feet 
apart and firmly supported on 
crushed granite to a depth be- 
yond the frost line. : 

On Saturday, Oct. 7, 1826, 
the wagons were laden with 16 
tons of the finest Quincy gran- 
ite and the opening day guests 
were properly amazed when a 
single horse moved the whole 
thing with ease more than three 
miles to a special wharf on the 
Neponset River. 

The granite blocks, a particu- 
larly hard and weather-resistant 
stone capable of taking a bril- 
liant polish, were en reute to 
Charlestown, where they were 


. building a monument to the 


Battle of Bunker Hill. 

The Granite Railway, the first 
such commercial venture in the 
United States, was built specifi- 
cally to transport stone for the 
Bunker Hill Monument. 

That it became successful, 
and a model for others around 
the country, is a tribute to three 
vastly dissimilar men, the engi- 
heer Gridley Bryant, the archi- 
tect Solomon Willard and the 
financier, Colonel Thomas Han- 
dasyd Perkins. 

Bryant was 27 at the time 
but already an engineer of note. 
He invented the eight wheeled 
railroad car and, when a fellow

named Ross Winans of Balti- 
more sued to establish a patent 
on it, Bryant was able to prove 
his claim to the satisfaction of 
the U.S. Supreme Court. 
Willard, then 43, was a great 
bear of a man, gentle, oblig- 
ing, industrious. Frivolity, it 


‘was Said, was alien to him and. 


he was never known to run. He 
could be crotchety, too. He was 
a carpenter turned wood-carver, 
turned stone-carver and, finally 
architect. 

Perkins was the autocratic, 
52-year-old merchant king of 
Boston who was said to have 
been offered the post of Sec- 
retary of\ the Navy by Presi- 
dent Washington and turned it 
down with the observation=that 
.he owned more ships than the 
Navy. 

It was Perkins who lobbied 
the Railway’s charter through 
a puzzled and obstinate State 
Legislature, which had never 
been called upon to incorporate 
a commercial railroad before. 
It was Perkins who financed it, 
too, largely with his gwn mon- 
ey. : 

Even in its early days, the 
Granite Railway was a tourist 
attraction of some magnitude. 

Daniel Webster, who used 
to stop off for a pick-me-up in 
Quincy en route from Boston 
and Washington to his home in 
Marshfield, viewed it and de- 
cided that it would never suc- 
ceed because of the frost that 
would form on the rails in the 
winter. 

The President of the Unit- 
ed States, a local boy named 
John Quincy Adams, visited in 
August 1827, got caught in a 
thunderstorm and took shelter 
in a shed where Willard’s stone- 
cutters were hacking away at 


monument granite. 

A group of visitors were rid- 
ing up the Railway’s incline in 
an empty car on July 25, 1832, 
when the chain broke and cata- 
pulted them over a 40-foot cliff. 
One was killed in what may 
have been the first railroad fa-

Quincy Granite Famed The World Over 


Used For Bunker Hill Monument, King’s Chapel, Other Landmarks 


here was a time, more than 100 

years ago, when the old Quincy 
granite quarries — many of them filled 
today — swarmed with workmen hacking 
out stone that was sought as prime build- 
ing material around the world. 

Like Topsy, the granite industry in 
Quincy “just growed.” 

The earliest settlers used the sur- 
face boulders found on the North and 
South Commons to build the founda- 
tions of their homes and the fences 
that separated them from their neigh- 
bors. 

At the industry’s height in the late 
1800s, there were more than 30 oper- 
ating quarries. 

The first known use of Quincy 
granite as a building material was the 
town’s second meeting house in 1666, 
a scant 41 years after the first settle- 
ment at Mount Wollaston. 

The stone building served dual 
purposes. Sometimes it was a church 
where the community - worshipped; 
other times it served as a fort in case 
of an Indian attack. 

Quarrying in general was in its 
infancy, an inexact science in those 
days. 

The process of cutting a rock to 
size was simple — build a fire around 
it, then drop an iron ball or cold water 
on the rock; which would break at ap- 
proximately the desired spot. 

Later, the quarrymen used wooden 
wedges which expanded when wet to 
split the stone, then sledges and ham- 
mers introduced by German immi- 
grants, finally iron wedges. 
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These were the methods used to 
obtain granite to build King’s Chapel 
in Boston (1753), the State Prison in 
Charlestown (1815), the Dedham jail 
(1817) and St. Paul’s Church in Bos- 
ton (1820). ’ 

That was the situation when Solo- 
mon Willard decided to commemo- 
rate the Battle of Bunker Hill (actually 
Breed’s Hill) by building a monument 


“out of Quincy granite. 


The problem was that no one had 
ever built with such large pieces of 
stone before and no one knew how to 
quarry it or work it or transport it to 
the building location. 

Willard, who quit his job as an ar- 
chitect and moved to Quincy to direct 
quarrying operations for the Bunker 
Hill Monument, had to devise new 
methods for obtaining and working 
the stone. 

The new method of transportation, 
devised by Gridley Bryant, involved 
the construction of the first com- 
mercial railroad in the United States 
to carry stone from the quarry to the 
Neponset River. 

Willard’s inventions and new meth- 
ods inaugurated what is known as “the 
Stone Age” of American architecture 
and the Quincy granite industry flour- 
ished along with it. 

Quincy granite, known for its du- 
rability and its ability to take a high 
polish, was shipped all over the world 
under the trade names “Quincy Light,” 
“Quincy Dark,” and “Quincy Extra 
Dark.” 

The demise of the granite industry

started after World War I when lighter 
and more malleable building materials 
were developed with which to construct 


stronger and less costly buildings. 
The last operating quarry, Swin- 
gle’s, went out of business in 1963. 
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GRANITE WORKERS, many of them immigrants who learned their craft in Italy and the 
Scandinavian countries, are memorialized with a statue of Quincy granite in the Granite Work- 
ers Park on Copeland St., West Quincy. There were as many as 4,000 working in the Quincy 
quarries during the “Stone Age” of American architecture.

t failed after nine years 

of effort and since failure 

was anathema in a growing 
America, perhaps that is why 
the site and even the memory of 
the first commercial iron bfast 
furnace in the United States was 
lost for so long. 

It flourished, if that is the 
word, from 1644 to 1653 on the 
banks of the Mount Wollaston 
River in a section of Old Brain- 
tree called “the Woods.” It left 
its name on the river, now Fur- 
nace Brook in West Quincy. 

Iron was an important com- 
modity in Colonial Massachu- 
setts, particularly for nails and 
pots and pans. Unfortunately, 
iron utensils had to be imported 
from England, a costly process 
for the penny-wise colonists. 

With this in mind, John Win- 
throp Jr., son of the governor 
of the Massachusetts Bay col- 
ony (Did someone cry ‘“‘Nepo- 
tism?”), went to London and 
formed the “Company of Un- 
dertakers for the Ironworkers in 
New England.” He, of course, 
was the local agent. 

The Company gave Win- 
throp 1,000 pounds .in capital 
and a work crew of indentured 
servants, many of who ran away 
when they heard they were go- 
ing to the wilds of America. 

Jail was better than that! 

When, after a search from 
Maine to Plymouth, he decided 


to locate in Quincy, Winthrop 


was also granted 3,000 acres of 
land, with subsidiary land rights 
elsewhere in the colony, and a 
21-year monopoly. 

The operation was deemed 
of such importance that the 
ironworkers were given exemp- 
tion from militia duty, this at a 
time when war was imminent 
with the Narragansett Indians 
and with Ninigret, sachem of 
the Niantics. 

The first iron was turned out 
in 1644, but young Winthrop 
was fired the next year, to be 
succeeded by Richard Leader. 
It is interesting to note that one

of America’s earliest industrial 
magnates toiled for a salary of 
100 pounds a year. 

The ore from which iron was 
blasted on the banks of Furnace 
Brook came from the swamps 
and bogs. It was not a high qual- 
ity product. Water power from 
a dam thrown across the Brook 
was inadequate. Quincy Iron 
proved to be more expensive 
than the imported kind. 

The Company of Undertak- 
ers appealed for fresh money in 
1646 and apparently there were 
enough investors ready to send 
good money after bad because 
the furnace was still in opera- 
tion in 1650 when the Scotch 
Prisoners arrived. 

The Scots were rugged High- 
landers, soldiers in the army of 
the future King Charles II who 
were captured by Oliver Crom- 
well at the Battle of Dunbar. 
They suffered the fate common 
to most 17" century prisoners of 


war. 

Cromwell shipped 272 of 
them to New England; cheap 
labor in an effort to make the 
Quincy iron works a paying 
proposition. It didn’t work. 
The Company of Undertakers 
went bankrupt in 1653 and “the 
Woods” went back to the bear 


and the deer. 

Meanwhile, with the same 
Richard Leader as agent, con- 
struction began on a second 
iron works on the North Shore

in Saugus in 1646. When it was 
completed in 1650 it was recog- 
nized as the first integrated iron 
industry in America.

For years it has been talked 
about having a museum to pre- 
serve the rich granite history 
of Quincy and the surrounding 
towns, which also had quarry 
operations. There have been 
several attempts, but all have 
faded in the past. There was 
a glimmer of hope to establish 
a museum when the capping 
operation of Quincy’s land fill 
and the construction of Granite 
Links Golf Course moved for- 
ward. A portion of the tipping 
fees for allowing Mass High- 
way to bring in fill from the Big 
Dig Tunnel Project was to be 
set aside to construct a muse- 
um. Unfortunately these funds 
evaporated into the construction 
of Ricciuti Drive and the golf 
course project. 

In 2009, the Quincy Quarry 
and Granite Workers Museum 
was formed and incorporated in 
Massachusetts and received its 
501c(3) designation from the 
Internal Revenue Service as a 
non-profit organization and has 
received all the state required 
certificates for a non-profit. 
What started as a small group of 
Quincy residents has grown to 
a membership of over 175 — all 
dedicated to saving the history 
of the granite industry. Mem- 
bership ranges from Maine 
to Florida and west to Ohio, 
with most having a connection 
through generations of family 
members who had some part in 
the granite industry. 

The Museum has received 
many family artifacts connected 
to the granite industry includ- 
ing tools, equipment, photos, 
drawings, maps, books, granite 
salesman samples, and exten- 
sive written information and 
family photos of individuals 
who worked in the industry. — 

At the turn of the century a 
large portion of the inhabitants 
of Quincy worked in the gran- 
ite industry or worked support- 
ing the industry in transporta- 
tion, in tool making and in the 
manufacturing of machinery 
for the industry. The granite 
industry played a large role in 
the growth of Quincy bringing 
many ethnic groups to the city. 
The first group of immigrants

who worked in the granite in- 
dustry were the trish followed 
by the Finnish and Swedish and 


Italians. The ethnic history,

Amelia Earhart, Harriet Quimby Aviation Pioneers 


First Competitive Aeromeet Here In 1910 


uincy plunged into the new 


and challenging world of 
aviation less than seven years af- 
ter the Wright Brothers proved, 
on a windy Carolina beach, that 
heavier-than-air craft could fly. 

The site was a 500-acre tract 
of former farmland called “New 
Squantum,” leased by the Har- 
vard-Boston Aero Association 
and opened Aug. 8, 1910, as the 
_ Harvard Aviation Field. 

Most of the great ones of 
the early days of flying showed 
up at Squantum at one time or 
another, including the Wright 
brothers themselves, Claude 
Graham-White, Richard E. 
Byrd and the First Ladies of the 
Air, Harriet Quimby and Ame- 
lia Earhart. 

Quimby was the first Ameri- 
can woman to qualify for a pi- 
lot’s license in 1911 and the 
second in the world (Helene 
Dutrieu of France was the first) 
and the first woman to fly across 
the English Channel. 

Earhart, who once had a fi- 
nancial interest in a private air- 
port at Squantum, was the first 
woman to solo across the Atlan- 
tic and was trying to be the first 
around the world when she van- 
~ ished over the Pacific in 1937. - 

The first competitive air 
show in the United States was 
organized by the Harvard Aero 
Society Sept. 3-10, 1910, and 
it drew 22 flyers and 17 aircraft 
as competitors and President 


William Howard Taft as one of 
20,000 spectators. 

Star of the meet was the Brit, 
Graham-White, who ‘brought 
two airplanes, a Bleriot mono- 
plane and a Farman biplane, 
and.won $10,000 offered by 
the Boston Globe for a hazard- 
ous double round trip to Boston 
Light. He also sweetened the 
pot by taking passengers on 
short flights for $500 each. 

The 1913 Harvard Meet was 
to have featured a competition 
between Quimby and Blanche 
Scott, the first American wom- 
an to fly a plane, for the honor 
of flying the first air mail flight 
to New York. Instead, it ended 
tragically. 

Quimby, showing off her 
new two-seat Bleriot mono- 
plane, took Meet Director Wil- 
liam A.F. Willard for a flight 
around Boston Light. Return- 
ing, the plane suddenly nosed 
over and Quimby and Willard 
fell out, dropping to their deaths 
in Dorchester Bay 1,000 feet 
below. 

Only then was it revealed 
that Quimby had already been 
chosen to fly the mail to New 
York for the first time. 

The Navy took over the field 
in Squantum in 1917 and estab- 
lished the US Naval Training 
School, with Lt: (jg) Earl Spen- 
cer in command, to train young 
men in the fast-developing art 
of flying airplanes. 


Hotbed Of Revolution 


The meeting place of the 
Sons of Liberty in Quincy dur- 
ing the revolution was Brack- 
ett’s Tavern, where the Liberty 
Tree was planted at the corner 


of Hancock and Elm Streets in 
Quincy Center. 

It is commemorated by a 
granite marker. 


Whaling In Quincy 


Although it never attained 
the status of New Bedford or 
Nantucket, the town of Quincy 
played a role in the whaling in- 
dustry in the early and middle 
19th century. 

It is recorded that the top-sail 
schooner Cambria sailed from 
Quincy on an 18-month whal- 


ing voyage in 1839 and returned 
with 420 barrels of sperm oil. 

However, reports for 1845 
show that only one Quincy 
vessel was engaged in whaling 
and by 1855 the industry was 
viewed as so insignificant that it 
was not recorded. 


Spencer and his wife, the 
former Wallis Warfield, the 
Beffe of Baltimore, lived on Da- 
vis Street in Wollaston, where 
neighbors thought she was a bit 
stuck up and snobbish and nick- 
named her “the Duchess.” 
“Twenty years later, twice di- 
vorced, she gained a real title, 
the Duchess of Windsor, when 
she married the former King 
Edward VIII of England, who 
gave up his throne “for the 
woman I love.”

Squantum’s first reign 
as a training field didn’t 
last long once the Navy 
discovered that the best 
use of the land was as a 
shipyard for the building 
of destroyers to break the 
German U-Boat block- 
ade of the Atlantic during 
World War I. 

It wasn’t until 1923 
that the Squantum Naval 
Reserve Station was. estab- 
lished, commanded by Lt. 
Richard E. Byrd, with one 
old weather-beaten ‘han- 
gar and one ancient sea- 
plane, held together, they 
said “by wire, curses and 
prayers.” 

Thus, Naval Reserve 
Aviation was born. 

Later, Admiral Byrd, 
the young lieutenant, be- 
came renowned for his 
flights over the North 
and South Poles and 
the establishment of the 
Little America research 
station on the Antarctic 
continent. 

Of the many officers 
who served at Squan- 
tum, none stand out more 
than Commander John J. 
Shea, executive officer 
from 1931 to 1940, when 
he went to war as air op- 
erations officer aboard the 
aircraft carrier Wasp. 

Wasp was sunk Sept. 
15, 1942, and Jack Shea 
was last seen “fighting 
the fire on the flight deck 
displaying great courage

and devotion to duty, and 
disregarding the danger 
Of exploding ammunition 
and debris filling the air 
and rapidly spreading the 
fire.” 

His last letter to his 
5-year-old son, Jack Jr., 
written just before he was 

lost, became a classic in 
wartime literature, read in 
part: 

“When you are a little 
bigger you will know why 
your daddy is not home so 
much anymore. You know 
we have a big country and 
we have ideals as to how 
people should live and en- 
joy the riches of it and how 
each is born with equal 
rights to life, freedom and 
the pursuit of happiness. 

“Unfortunately, there 
are some countries in this 
world where they do not 
have these ideals, where a 
boy cannot grow up to be 
what he wants to be with 
no limit on his opportuni- 
ties to be a great man such 

aS a great priest, states- 
man, doctor, soldier, busi- 
ness man, etc. 

“Because there are peo- 
ple in countries who want 
to change our nation, its 
ideals, its form of govern- 
ment and way of life we 
must leave our homes and 
families to fight. Fight- 
ing for the defense of our 
country, ideals, homes and 
honor is an honor and a 
duty which your daddy has 
to do before he can come

home and settle down with 
you and mother. 

“When it is done he is 
coming home to be with 
you always and forever. 
So wait just a little while 
longer. I’m afraid it will be 
more than the two weeks 
you told me on the phone. 

“|. . Last of all don’t 
ever forget your daddy. 
Pray for him to come back 
and if it is God’s will that

Shea received the Navy 
Cross for his action aboard 
the dying Wasp. The field 
at Squantum NAS was 
named Shea Field. And 
his name is memonialized 
in the Quincy street called 
Commander Shea Boule- 
vard. 

Even while the Navy 
was training its reserve 
flyers, it leased a portion 
of its property to Quincy 
architect Harold T. Denni- 
son to open a commercial 
airport in 1927 with Ame- 
lia Earhart as one of his 
five backers. 

Earhart was one of the 
passengers on the first offi- 


_ cial flight out of Dennison 


Airport and, as a resident 
of Medford and a social 
worker in Boston, she vis- 
ited the field in Squantum 
frequently to hone her 
own flying skills for avia- 
tion feats yet to come. 
Instructors at Dennison 
taught flying during the 
week and took passengers 
joy riding on Sundays. It 
wasn’t unusual for 1,000 
persons to show up for a 
short hop at 50 cents and 


a longer one at $2.50 to $5 
on a good weekend. But 
even that wasn’t enough. 
Dennison, as president 
of the Dennison Airport 
Kennel Club Inc., tried to 
open a dog track on the site 
in 1935 but it was turned 
down. Said City Council- 
lor John R. Shaughnessy: 
“There is nothing lower 
than a dog track. Three of 
the six operated in Illinois 
were controlled by Al Ca-

The coming of World 


War II meant a revival of 
training at the Squantum 
Naval Air Station and 
the demise of commer- 
cial aviation at Dennison 
Airport as the Navy can- 
celled its lease and added 
a concrete surface to the 
runways and extended 
them until they were a 
half a mile long. 

After the war, on July 
1, 1946, the Squantum 
Naval Air Station became 
a Naval Reserve Tratning 
Base where, for the next 
seven years, thousands of 
officers and enlisted men 
and women — the Week-

Squantum’s _ glorious 
aviation history came to 
an end in 1953 due to the 


. rapid expansion of Lo- 


gan Airport which placed 
Quincy in the path of 
jetliners approaching - the 
East Boston field for a 
landing. Clearly, one of 
them had to go and, just as 
clearly, it was -Squantum. 

The national ensign 
was hauled down for the 
last time on the morning 
of Dec. 23, 1953, and the 
training of Weekend War- 
riors moved to the South 
Weymouth Naval Air Fa- 
cility, home base of anti- 
submarine blimp patrols 
since 1942. 

Reserve Capt. Harry 
Sartoris, the last com- 
mander of the NAS 
Squantum, flew the last 
plane out of the old base 
and landed the first plane 
at the new NAS South 
Weymouth, where he was 
to become the first com- 
mander.

At the 250th anniversary this | | 


year of his birth, John Quincy 
Adams is receiving more atten- 
tion and enjoys a higher repu- 
tation than at any time since 
his death in 1848. There has 
been a renewed interest in John 
Quincy over the past 30 years 
that has gradually restored him 
as a central figure in American 
history. Less spectacular than 
the great John Adams revival, 
the John Quincy Adams revival 
is more complex, touching on 
issues that reach into the pres- 
nt. And the character of John 
Quincy Adams is, if anything, 
even more complex than that of 
his father. 

As we mark his 250th birth- 
day, it’s worth considering the 
many sides of the man and the 
various ups and downs of his 
reputation both in his own life- 
time and afterward. 

When we think of John 
Quincy Adams’ political career, 
we inevitably note its longev- 
ity, from the Revolution to the 
Mexican-American war and the 
start of the debate over slavery; 
the many offices held---diplo-

mat, senator, secretary of state, 
president, congressman—and 
its accomplishments — the trea- 
ty ending the War of 1812, the 
Monroe Doctrine establishment 
of Smithsonian Institution, the 
end of the Gag Rule. We pay 
less attention to the fact that at 
least three times he teetered on

oblivion. 

In 1807,-##hen as a Federal- 
ist senator from Massachusetts 
Adams supported President 
Jefferson’s embargo policy, the 
Federalists blackballed him and 
effectively threw him out of the 
Senate seat. He revived his ca-

Representatives. | Jacksonians 
relentlessly attacked Adams’ 
presidency as illegitimate, and 
his agenda of internal improve- 
ments could gain no traction. 
Jackson defeated Adams in the 
1828 presidential election and 
Adams’ political life appeared

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to be over. He revived his ca- 
‘reer by running and winning a 
seat in Congress, a seat he held 
until his death. Yet again, in 
1842, as part of his fight against 
the slave power in Congress, 
Adams apparently deliberately 
provoked Southern congress- 
men into introducing a motion 
to censure him. Adams out- 
maneuvered his opponents and 
survived the motion when it 
was tabled by a margin of only 
seven votes. He went on to gain 
increased popularity and public 
respect, and a few years later, 
went on a triumphant tour of the 
Midwest. Perhaps we can see a 
pattern here. 

At the time of his death in 
1848, Adams was held in high 
esteem in the North and by at 
least some Southerners, and his 
death was an occasion for great 
national mourning. As late as 
the 1880s, the press cited him as 

‘an example of integrity in con- 
trast to the time’s widespread 
political corruption. Then some 
Kind of forgetting set in. The 
popular image of John Quincy 
Adams was someone stuffy 
and pompous, an historic figure 
long past his expiration date. 
Even his name became a comic 
trope for pretentiousness. In the 
Marx Brothers’ 1932 comedy, 
Horse Feathers, the name of 
Groucho’s four flusher charac- 
ter is “Professor Quincy Adams 
Flagstaff.” 

Adams’ reputation among 
historians wasn’t doing much 
better. Through much of the 
20th century, historians took 
Adams seriously, of course, and 
recognized his brilliance and 
his ethical character, but saw his 
career as, at best, thwarted. As 
America found itself becoming: 
increasingly involved in world 
affairs, historians focused on 
and gave highest marks to Ad- 
ams’ achievements as a diplo- 
mat and secretary of state. On 
domestic matters, they contin- 
ued to see him as an unsuccess- 
ful and unskillful politician. In 
1965, Samuel Eliot Morison 
wrote. “His presidential admin- 
istration was the unhappiest in 
history for the incumbent.” No 
one talked much about Adams’ 
Congressional career. 

Then things began to 
change. 

When Massachusetts His- 
torical Society began its long- 
term project of publishing the 
complete Adams Papers and 
tiiade the manuscripts avail- 
able on microfilm, historians 
had an opportunity and a reason

for reassessment. The modern 
civil rights movement prompted 
new interest in Adams’ efforts 
against the slave power in the 
1830s and 1840s. Paul Nagel’s 
1997 biography, John Quincy 
Adams: A Public Life, A Pri- 
vate Life, as the title suggests, 
sought to lay out the whole arc 
of Adams’ career and the inter- 
locking of the private life and 
public career, the first solid 
biography of Adams in years 
that was also easily accessible 
for a general reader. Interest in 
Adams’ anti-slavery efforts fo- 
cused at first on his role in the 
Amistad case. Then, William 
Lee Miller’s 1995 book, Argu- 
ing About Slavery, examined 
the Congressional debates of 
the 1830s and 1840s and found 
in Adams what Miller called “an 
unlikely hero.” By 2007, Dan- 
iel Walker Howe in What Hath 
God Wrought, a Pulitzer Prize 
winning history of the period 
between 1815 and 1848, took a 
new look at Adams’ presidential 
agenda and made Adams the 
central figure for this period of 
history. He concluded, “Abra- 
ham Lincoln, admirer of Henry 
Clay, would apply the principles 
of John Quincy Adams to save 
the Union, purge it of slavery, 
and promote both education and

economic expansion.” 

With Adams’ achievements 
reassessed, writers have been 
able to turn their attention to the 
complexity of his character and 
career. This is the explicit aim 
of James Traub’s recent biogra- 
phy, John Quincy Adams, Mili- 
tant Spirit. Also several recent 
writers have produced books 
about Louisa Catherine Adams, 
herself a complex character, 
possessing a strength in many 
ways a contrast to her hus- 
band’s. And most recently, Da- 
vid Waldstreicher and Matthew 
Mason in John Quincy Adams 


and the Politics of Slavery bal- 


ance Adams’ heroism against a 
welcome detailing pf his cal- 
culations as a skillful, career- 
minded politician, concerned 
with survival and, of course, 
reputation. 

So we find John Quincy Ad- 
ams at 250-in pretty good his- 
torical health. There are limits 
to the popularity of the John 
Quincy Adams revival. No 
one, to my knowledge, is pitch- 
ing a six-part HBO miniseries 
about him. But all through his 
life Adams had to live with be- 
ing his father’s son, and it is 
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probably inevitable that he will 
spend posterity in the same 
situation. In John Quincy Ad- 
ams we have a complicated. 
fascinating figure whose politi- 
cal life and whose relationship 
with Louisa Catherine speak to 
us in ways that are blessedly 
less Olympian than those. of his 
parents. John Quincy, could 
he comment on the revival of 
his reputation, would probably 
say he was humbled by it and 
that he didn’t deserve it. But, 
secretly, he would probably be 
pleased that he had pulled it off 
again. 7 


John Adams’ July 4th Toast: 
‘Independence Forever’ 


The: centerpiece of the dis-

On June 30, 1826, four days 
before the nation was to cele- 
brate the 50th anniversary of the 
Declaration of Independence, 

. the..Rev.. George Whitney and 
his Quincy Committee of Ar- 
rangements called-on Adams. 

The 90-year-old former 
president, who played such a 
vital role in the composition 


and passage of the Declaration, 


was asked to join the committee 
at dinner. Regretfully, the ailing

old patriot declined. 

Then he was asked to pro- 
pose a toast for the dinner. 

“I will give you: ‘Indepen- 


dence Forever!’” he said. 

Would he like to add to that? 

“Not a syllable,” said the old 
man. 

Four days later, at 6:20 in the 
afternoon, as cannons roared 
and bells rang out to celebrate 
a half century of independence, 
John-Adams was dead. ° 

On the morning of July 4, a 
letter went off to John Quincy 
Adams in Washington that his 


father was at death’s door but, 


due to the slow communica- 
tions of the day, he did not get 
the message for several days. 
The Sixth President of the 
United States was en route 
home to Quincy July 9 when he 
got word of his father’s death. 
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War Years Established Fore River As A Preeminent American Shipyar

On April 6, 1917, at the 


urging of President Woodrow _ 


- Wilson, Congress declared war 
against Germany. The 


United 
States thus entered a conffict 


that had been going ~on for 
nearly three years with no clear 
advantage. to either side and 
that had already cost millions of 
lives. America’s entry into the 
war is generally recognized as 
making the crucial difference 
that. resulted in Allied victory 
in November, 1918. Yet World 
War | is also often regarded 
as one of America’s “forgotten 
wars.” The war’s centennial, 
which has been commemorated 
in significant and serious ways 
in Europe, will probably not 
draw as much attention here. 

This relative lack of atten- 
tion to World War | is curious, 
-because,the war did have pro- 
found and permanent conse- 
quences for America, many of 
which we continue to live with. 
In addition, we can find signs 


all around us of how important ~ 


memory of the war was to ear- 
lier generations of Americans, 
at both national and local levels, 
from the date on which we cele- 
brate Veterans Day to Quincy’s 
monumental Doughboy statue. 
Over the next two years, here in 
Quincy we have an opportunity 
to use the anniversary to recap- 
ture memory-- to inquire about 
the roles Quincy and its people 
played in the war, about how 
the war affected this city, and 
about what people thought and 
felt about the war. 

Quincy in the half century 
from the end of the Civil War to 
1917 had grown from a town of 
6,000 people to a city of 40,000, 
with diverse industries and a di- 
verse population and its pace 
of growth accelerating. This 
matched well with the vast na- 
tional mobilization of resources 
and industry that war required. 
World War 1 had its greatest 
impact on the city through the 
Fore River Shipyard, which had 
located in Quincy in 1900. The 
work performed at the shipyard 
also constituted Quincy’s most 
distinctive contribution to the 
war effort. Bethlehem Steel 
bought the shipyard in 1913 and 
soon began to obtain contracts 
for warships. In 1915, the yard 
built 10 submarines for the Brit- 
ish Navy. 

Once America entered the 
war, Fore River began build- 
ing submarines and destroyers 
for the U.S. Navy at an un- 
precedented pace. The Navy’s 
need for destroyers led to the 
creation of a second construc- 
tion yard, the Victoty Plant at 
Squantum Point. The combined 
yards built a total of 45 subma- 
rines and 71 destroyers during 
these years, outpacing any other

American yard in the construc- 
tion of destroyers and setting 
two successive time records for 
construction. 

’ Employment at ForesRiver 
went from 4,000 to 16,000 
and led to the creation of new 
housing. The need for -person- 
nel also brought a contingent 
of U.S. Navy Reserve Yeoma- 
nettes, the first women to serve 
in America’s armed forces, to 
work in the shipyard offices. 

The war years established 
Fore River as a pre-eminent 
American shipyard, and Fore 
River shipbuilding as the city’s 
leading industry. The ship- 
building also contributed to a 
major element in the Allied vic- 
tory. Although trench warfare 
provides the dominant imagery 
for our sense of World War 1, 
the war at sea was crucial. The 
sinking of military and com- 
mercial ships by German sub- 
marines threatened Britain’s 
supply of food and materials. 
Germany’s resumption of unre- 
stricted submarine warfare was 
the final impetus for America’s 
entry into the war. The intro- 
duction of American ships and 
an effective convoy system put 
an end to the reign of the U- 
boats. 

The federal government also 
established a Naval Air Sta- 
tion at Squantum Point in early 
1917. Serving as an air training 
school in the first months of the 
war, the air station was a nota- 
ble part of the city for the next 
two generations. 

For a variety of reasons, not 
least wartime legal restrictions 
on what facts could be reported 
and what opinions could be ex- 
pressed, it is more difficult to 
get a sense of the human expe- 
rience of the war—- what people 
thought and felt. 

Although the United States 
remained officially —_ neutral 
from 1914 to 1917, the Wilson 
administration clearly leaned 
towards the Allies, and by and 


large public opinion seems to 
have leaned that way, too. To 
most Americans, and evidently 
most Quincy residents, Brit- 
ain and France, if not Russia, 
stood for representatiVe govern- 
ment against the autocracy and 
militarism of Germany, Austria- 
Hungary, and the Ottoman Em- 
pire. However, there was no 
great enthusiasm in these years 
for entry into the war. As late 
as March 1917, Brooks Adams 
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gave an interview in whigh he 
urged the United States to re- 
main neutral. 

There were Quincy men, 
who like many other young 
Americans, either out of ideal- 
ism or a search for adventure, 
volunteered to serve with Eu- 
ropean forces before America’s 
entry. The writer Henry Shea- 
han, who would soon adopt the 
pen name Henry Beston, served 
as an ambulance driver with the 


French army in 1915 and 1916 
and later became a war cor- 
respondent with the American 
Navy. His brother, Dr. George 
Sheahan, volunteered as a 


_ medical officer with the British. 


Other Quincy men, presumably 

motivated by family ties and 

heritage, enlisted in Canadian, 

British, and even New Zealand 

forces. Fifteen of these men 

gave their lives in service.

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With America’s entry 
into the ‘war, people in 
Quincy —as best as can be 
told from the press of the 
time—supported the war 
as a fight for democracy. 
There was great hostil- 
ity towards Germany, 
fueled by stories of Ger- 
man atrocities—many of 
which would turn out to 
be exaggerated. But so far 
we have found no indica- 
tion of the hysteria against 
German-Americans _ that 
became prevalent else- 
where. Local pastors de- 
livered sermons in which 
they stated their belief 
that German-Americans 
were loyal Americans. 

Approximately 1,600 
Quincy men entered the 
American armed forces. 
Many joined the 26th Di- 
vision, “the Yankee Divi- 
sion” comprised primarily 
of New Englanders. Be- 
cause time was needed to 
train an American Army 
in which the vast majority 
were brand new soldiers, 
the American forces first 
entered significant action 
in France only in June, 
1918 and then participated 
in the decisive battles of 
September and October. 

For people at home, as 
it did for the soldiers in 
the field, this meant two 
periods of intense expe- 
rience, as news of the 
battles and the deaths of 
local men reached them. 
Fifty-six Quincy men 
died in service in Ameri- 
can forces during the war. 
Thirty-seven of these 
deaths occurred between 
July and November, 1918. 
Twenty-six occurred from 
September to November

have been an emotionally 
wrought time for the city, 
the second deadlier wave 
of the 1918 influenza 
pandemic swept through 
Quincy from mid-Sep- 
tember to mid-October. 
At its height in the last 
days of September and 
first days of October, the 
local press regularly re- 
ported between 10 and 20 
people a day dying. Pub- 
lic funerals were banned. 
Theaters, houses of wor- 
ship, and schools were 
closed in the effort to stop 
the spread of infection. 
Quincy celebrated 
when the Armistice of 
November 11 arrived. 


In the ensuing years, the 
city honored its veterans 
and commemorated those 
who had given their lives. 
Sculptor Bruce Wilder 
Saville, a Quincy native, 
provided the city with his 
Doughboy statue. The city 
also erected,a memorial, a 
bronze plaque on a gran- 
ite boulder—still standing 
at the corner of the Adams 
Academy yard-- that listed 
the honored dead. Quincy 
veterans named posts in 
memory of George Bry- 
an and Cyril Morrisette. 
From the perspective of 
2017, much of this history 
still seems familiar, but 
much of it is also fading 
or at risk of fading from 
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history and, if possible, to 
recall those aspects of it 


collective memory. We
